Mr .Edward W. Lindsay, City Clerk of 
Pittsburgh, the gentleman who presided 
when we first convened this morning, 
has been attached to the office of 
City Council in various capacities for 
almost half a century. 

I said to him this moi-ning, “If i am 
elected President of Council, am I to 
make a speech?’’ 

He answered, “They always do." 

I said, “Do you remember anything 
they said?” 

He said, “I do not.” 

The moral that adorns this conversa¬ 
tion is not lost upon me, and I Intend 
to talk only long enough to express my 
appreciation of the honor that you do 
me. I am to be your presiding officer 
for another two years. Thank you very 
much, gentlemen. 

This Council is composed of nine 
able and experienced men, any one of 
whom is qualified to be its President. 

I am truly grateful and appreciative 
that the selection has fallen upon me. 
You will have me now for another two 
years with my bad qualities and Imy 
good. I will have you with .your good 
qualities and your bad. I would not 
have you conduct yourselves in the 
future any differently than you have 
in the past. You have been a good 
Council, Just as you are, just as you 
have been. I do not see how democratic 
processes could produce a better coun¬ 
cil. You have conducted the legislative 
affairs of this city honestly, firmly, 
discreetly and with an individual and 
collective disregard of anything except 
the welfare and advancement of Pitts¬ 
burgh. We will give this city good gov¬ 
ernment if we Individually continue to 
debate among ourselves with the same 
sturdiness and independence that we 
have displayed in the past. The over¬ 
whelming results of the recent elec¬ 
tion Indicate conclusively that the voters 
of this city repose complete confidence 
and trust In us.

If 
the present specifications prevail, a bid 
will be taken on a lump sum basis. I 
do not believe that we will get as good 
a price from a bidder on a lump sum 
bid as we would if the bids were taken 
on a tonnage basis. I also believe that 
the problem confronting City Council 
today will be confronting it as long as 
we have the problem facing us of get¬ 
ting the garbage and rubbish collected 
and out of the homes and the back¬ 
yards of the citizens of the City of 
Pittsburgh. 

I believe that the best way to ac¬ 
complish that is to take a bid for the 
collection of this stuff on a tonnage 
basis. I do not believe that all of the 
garbage and rubbish has been collected 
all the time, through no fault. In my 
opinion, of the city, but nevertheless 
it is a condition that confronts us, and 
this legislation is presented so that we 
can solve the headache we have with 
the collection of garbage and rubbish. 

I want the record to show that I 
believe that the best way to accomplish 
that is to take a bid on a tonnage 
basis. I think on a tonnage basis the 
city will be cleaned up and it will 
also be a fairer way to ask the bidders 
to .submit bids. I do' not think it is at 
all fair to ask somebody to give us a 
lump sum bid for collecting something 
when they do not know how much 
stuff there is to be collected. My reason 
for supporting these ordinances is to 
get the situation that confronts the 
city cleaned up and to see that all 
the garbage and rubbish to be col¬ 
lected is brought to our incinerator 
plant for disposal.

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 
Mr. Weir presented 

No. 183. WHEREAS, The mun¬ 
icipal collection of garbage and refuse 
has resulted In numerous strikes and 
has endangered public health; and, 
WHEREAS, The City Council has sig¬ 
nified Its desire to award a contract 
for such collection to the Allegheny 
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Barge and Towing Company which, ap¬ 
parently bid in good faith duringl the 
recent emergency: and, 

WHEREAS, It has been indicated pub¬ 
licly that the Public Works Department 
does not intend to award this contract: 
Therefore, be it 

RESOLVED, That the Council does 
hereby reaffirm its decision to award 
the said contract, and that a commit¬ 
tee cf Council with the aid of a 
private accountant determine actual 
costs of collection and related matters 
and make recommendations for future 
procedure. 

Which was read. 

Mr. Weir said: 

Mr. President and Members of Coim- 
cll:—I have been prompted to intro¬ 
duce this resolution by these consider¬ 
ations. 

1. There has been no real settle¬ 
ment of the garbage strike, merely a 
truce. 

2. It appears that there will be no 
settlement without yielding in our 
position or by some subterfuge. 

3. When the government has a large 
payroll engaged in activities which are 
not strictly governmental in nature, 
it becomes too difficult to maintain 
the important principal that there can 
be no strike against the government. 

4. It Ls likely that our dealings with 
the garbage collectors will lead to de¬ 
mands from other large payroll groups, 
which v/e are not in a position to meet. 

5. The proposed contract can be can¬ 
celled. if necessary, and our possession 
of the Incinerator and garbage trucks 
will prevent any private collector from 
getting the city in its power as was 
the case formerly. 

Mr. McArdle arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I am not arising to 
talk about the resolution wlrich is be¬ 
fore us. I do rise to take issue with 
the statement that appeared in the 
Pittsburgh Press yesterday. If I read 
the article correctly, it said that the 
Mayor and the Director of the De¬ 
partment of Public Works balks City 
Council's plan to let the garbage and 
rubbish collection contract to private 
contractors. I say that that is not a 
function of the Mayor or the Director 
of the Department of Public Works. 


If the Council of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh, in its wisdom, wants to let a 
contract to a private contractor, the 
Mayor and the Director of Public 
Works are bound to carry out the will 
of Council. 

When this strike started, the Mayor 
very promptly said, and he was cor¬ 
rect, that this was "Council’s baby,” 
and therefore Council accepted their 
responsibility. Trying to have the rub¬ 
bish and garbage question solved. Coun¬ 
cil immediately had prepared legisla¬ 
tion to allow the City to receive bids 
for the collection of mimicipal garbage 
and rubbish. Bids were taken and turn¬ 
ed in last Tuesday. I had to leave the 
City Tuesday night rfnd have not had 
an opportunity to study the prices, but 
I do think that it is strictly within 
the province of this Council as to 
whether the collection of rubbish and 
garbage in the City of Pittsburgh will 
be done by private contractors or 
city employes. 

Mr. Demmler arovse and said: 

Mr. President;—-For the Council meet¬ 
ing held January 24, 1944, I had pre¬ 
pared a statement, which in the opin¬ 
ion of others (with which I agreed) 
should, better be withheld until a later 
date. Whh your permission, I now pres¬ 
ent this statement for the record. 

"At various times I have been 
critical of the press in their reporting 
of the news, especially with regard to 
the headlines which they have been 
printing. 

Now I wish to give praise, since 
praise is due. I would state that, in 
my opinion, the press has reported and 
editorially commented on the refuse 
drivers and collectors strike in a very 
matter-of-fact manner. 

I have always held the opinion that 
there is no real reason why public 
business cannot be conducted as ef¬ 
ficiently and as economically as private 
or corporate business. That it has not 
been so efficient, I cannot deny. 

Since January 1st, 1934, when I be¬ 
came a member of City Council, the 
question of collection and disposal of 
municipal refuse has always been under 
fire. I have always contended for the 
municipal ownership and operation of 
an incinerator and for municipal col¬ 
lections. I had hoped that with the 
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building of the incinerator and the 
municipal collection and disposal of 
refuse it would be proven that the 
City could perform these services well, 
and as efficiently as it conducts its 
Water Department. I still contend that 
this Is possible, and I hope to see 
the time when the City will be able 
to institute a complete collection and 
disposal of all municipal refuse, com¬ 
mercial and private, from whatever 
source, consisting of refuse, rubbish and 
ashes. Such a collection and disposal 
would leave no excuse for the condition 
that now exists. 

Figures are now being gathered show¬ 
ing the exact cost of the City’s opera¬ 
tion of the incinerator and of the 
refuse and rubbish collection. 

These figures will show the actual 
cast of this service by the City. A 
set of figures which will also show the 
actual cost for this whole operation if 
conducted by private enterprise Is be¬ 
ing gathered and will soon be available. 

The owning and operating of the in¬ 
cinerator by the City must be con¬ 
tinued, and I hope that the City will 
be able to continue the collection of 
refuse and household rubbish.” 

Since writing this statement, much 
has taken place; the collection of 
garbage and refuse has been resumed 
by the City employes, and the deplor¬ 
able condition which existed on Feb¬ 
ruary 2nd has been greatly relieved. 
That good progress is being made is 
shown by the amount of tonnage now 
being collected compared to what was 
collected during the first ten days of 
January, 1944. 

Figures that have been gathered by 
the Department of Public Works show 
that the City cost of collecting this 
refuse is $6.02 per ton. This is con¬ 
siderably less than the bid of a private 
contractor, which shows that the City 
can perform this service at a con¬ 
siderable saving to tlie taxpayer. 

It is now for the City to improve the 
efficiency of this service and show that 
municipal operation can be conducted 
aft efficiently and economically as pri¬ 
vate operation. It is for the Bureau of 
City Fefuse to do all it can to see 
that the proper supervision is exer¬ 
cised. and that Just complaints are 
promptly attended to. 


The Chair said: 

Gentlemen:—I thirik this resolution 
presents a problem where there could 
be an honest diffei-ence of opinion. 
If the figures presented to us by the 
Department of Public Works are ac¬ 
curate, city operation of this service 
has resulted In an annual saving to 
the taxpayers of approximately a quar- 
ter-mlilicn dollars. 

If we could prevent labor troubles 
by merely transferring this service over 
to a private contractor, I would be 
inclined to vote for the resolution. But 
tjhe problem Is not that simple. 

If anything, the private contractor 
will have more labor unrest than 'we 
have had. I' say this because the City 
of Pittsburgh has had less labor un¬ 
rest among its employes than private 
firms in cur city. Even the newspapers 
that have so much criticized our em¬ 
ployes have had as much, if not, more 
unrest and labor strikes among their 
employes than has the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh. 

Then, too, we must remember that 
only 25 per cent of the work stoppages 
at the Incinerator were due to the 
drivers and helpers in the collectioi\ 
service. 

Six out of eight labor strikes which 
have arisen at the incinerator plant 
did not concern the collection service 
at all, therefore, passing the collection 
service over to a private contractor still 
leaves \as constantly facing a shutting 
down of the plant. 

However, as I have said, this is one 
of those decisions that could be very 
close, and I wovdd like to have this 
resolution very carefully considered be¬ 
fore final action. At the moment, I do 
not know my own mind as to its wis¬ 
dom. 

Mr. Weir moved 

That the resolution be referred 
to the Committee on Finance.

Mr. President, Council has 
passed a resolution.

Mr. President; These remarks refer 
to Bill No. 202, File No. 105, which is 
a resolution wherein the Council of 
the City of Pittsburgh, etc. respect¬ 
fully petitions and requests the Gov¬ 
ernor of Pennsylvania to include in 
his call for a special session of the 
Legislature a provision to allow the 
presentation of legislation broadening 
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the tax base of the City of Pittsburgh 
and permitting that City w collect 
revenues from sources now denied it. 

I am voting Aye on this resolution 
for I believe in home rule for the 
Cities, and I want Pittsburgh to have 
the utmost of freedom in the mango- 
ment of its own municipal affairs. 
The operation of these municipal af¬ 
fairs should not be hindered by the 
action of the State legislature. 

My vote in favor of this bill does 
not mean that I v/ill advocate the im¬ 
posing of new taxes on the citizens 
of the City of Pittsburgh. I am a firm 
believer in the principle underlying the 
Pittsburgh Graded Tax Law, and I will 
not favor the imposing of any other 
taxes until the City takes the entire 
rental value of the site location for 
its expenses. 

The Pittsburgh Graded Tax Law has 
proven its value and has received 
various endorsements. I will refer only 
to a statement of Mr. W. Y. English, 
printed in the Municipal Record of 
December 28. 1933 

“I have given help and support to 
many things in my public service, such 
as the Graded Tax Act, which now 
seems to be popular and is being urged 
for application to County and School 
taxes. This graded tax act was not 
always so popular. It was an advanced 
step in the matter of taxation in the 
United States. It was an experiment, 
but many people, including counoilmen 
and large property owners, were not 
willing to continue the experiment. 
Consequently for several years, it was 
necessary to go to the Legislature at 
Harrisburg and resist the attacks of 
the opponents of the measure. It has 
proven to be of real merit or it could 
not have .survived. My only criticism 
is not on the Graded Tax Act, but of 
the way it was put into operation. The 
Board of Assessors did not change the 
assejssments which had existed prior to 
the operation of the Act in 1914. In¬ 
stead they continued the old assess¬ 
ments which were supposed to be any¬ 
where from 50 to 70% of the true 
value or cost of the buildings. It was 
the opinion of the friends of the 
Graded Tax Act that figures nearer to 
the real or true cost or value of the 
old buildings should have been used 


at the beginning, not 50 to 70%. Hence 
when the Act was in complete opera¬ 
tion in 1925, we found many buildings 
taxed Yu instead of as contemplated 
by the Act. Many of these errors have 
been adjusted from time to time, taut 
a check up will -show the Justness of 
my criticism.” 

Site or location value does not de¬ 
pend upon the size of the lot, garden, 
farm or plantation, but depends en¬ 
tirely upon the services of the com¬ 
munity. To illu.stvate this contention, 
I will only refer you to the fact that 
when Mr. Frick purchased the site 
where the Union Trust Building and the 
Wm. Penn Hotel now stands, at the 
corner of Fifth Avenue, Grant street 
and Cherry way, now William Penn 
place, was not widened. After the 
widening of William Penn place and 
other improvements in the neighbor¬ 
hood, Mr. Frick received damages for 
the land which was taken for this 
widening, and yet he sold the remain¬ 
ing land for more than he paid for 
the larger piece of land. 

The land value, site or location 
value, does not attach itself to the 
building or improvement but only at¬ 
taches itself to the site or location. 

The site on which the Prick Building 
is located receives its value from the 
community which surrounds it and the 
activity of the community. You could 
erect a duplicate of the Frick Build¬ 
ing, exact in all details, in Bellevue. 
The cost of the building would be the 
same as the cost of the building at 
Fifth avenue and Grant street, but the 
rental for the stores and offices would 
not be nearly so great. The great dif¬ 
ference, surely, is only in the site or 
location. 

For the above reasons and many 
moi‘e which might be mentioned, I ad¬ 
vocate the extension of the Pitts¬ 
burgh Graded Tax Law to the CkJiuity 
and the School Board, as well as ex¬ 
tending it in the City by reducing the 
tax millage on the Improvement and in¬ 
creasing the tax millage on the land. 

This question of the taxation of 
real estate (land and buildings) is 
not a new one. 

In the committee on finance on 
March 2, 1943. 

Mr, Wolk moved 
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That the Law Department pre¬ 
pare for introduction into the State 
Legislature a bill similar to Bill No. 
45, signed by the Governor on August 
5, 1932, providing for other sources of 
levenue for the City of Pittsburgh with 
such other amendments to this act as 
the Law Department may see fit to 
provide. 

Which motion prevailed. 

In the Municipal Record for the 
meeting of Council held on October 
17, 1932, we find the record of the ap¬ 
pointment of the following representa¬ 
tive citizens of Pittsburgh to serve on 
the Taxation Committee:

Since that time we have 
received three resignations—^from Mr. A.

We are sending out let¬ 
ters inviting other gentlemen to serve 
on this committee, and it is hoped they 
will be able to serve. 

The Ciiuir also said: 

Genrlemen: The first meeting 
of the Tax Committee was held Elec¬ 
tion! Day. They are to meet here this 
afternoon. They accepted this work. 
They want it understood that it will 
take some time to make a report. 1 
told them that I would have a resolu¬ 
tion prepared for this afternoon’s meet¬ 
ing, and if it meets with your approval 
we will adopt same. 

The Cliair presented 

No. 1725. WHEREAS, The Com¬ 
mittee appointed by Council to study 
way^ and means for additional revenue, 
to the end that real estate may be re¬ 
lieved, as far as possible, of the bur¬ 
den of taxation now borne; and, 

VfHEREAS, Council realizes that the 


members are devoting this time for tire 
interests of all the taxpayers of the 
City of Pittsburgh, and that they are 
doing this despite their active partici¬ 
pation in their own business matters; 
Now, therefore, be it 

RESOLVED, That Council does pledge 
itself to most serious consideration of 
any and all recommendations which 
may be made by this Committee and 
that any information regarding finan¬ 
cial affairs of the City will be furnish¬ 
ed, a:^ will also such clerical or other 
assistance, from present city forces, as 
may be desired; -and, he it further 
RESOLVED, That Council request the 
Committee to submit any facts which 
may be developed by its studies which 
would be of assistance in the prepara¬ 
tion of the Budget for 1933. 

In the Council record for 1933, there 
is Bill No. 2121, being a letter from the 
Committee on Taxation which reads as 
follows: 

“Pittsburgh, Pa., 

February 8, 1933. 
The Honorable President 
and Members of Council, 

City-County Bldg., 

Pittsburgh, Pa. 

Gentlemen:— 

In connection with the report which 
we made under date of December 13th, 
we made the following recommenda¬ 
tion: 

“It has come to the Committee’s at¬ 
tention, that legislative action is neces¬ 
sary to permit the grouping of certain 
City and County activities which would 
enable further economies to be effect¬ 
ed. This condition should be corrected 
and the necessary legislation prepared 
and presented to the next session of the 
legislatixre if possible. • 

“Furthermore, the loss incurred by 
the City through damage allowances 
granted when public improvements en¬ 
croach on private property amount to 
xmreasonable sums in many cases, and 
your Committee recommends legislative 
enactment prohibiting the granting of 
damages in excess of a definite, limited 
amount above the assessed valuation.” 

We would earnestly urge that the 
proper legislation be introduced and 
prosecuted at this session of the legis- 
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lature to accomplish the results em¬ 
bodied in these suggestions.

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 

Mr. Demmler arose and said: 

Mr. President: In the Mimicipal Rec¬ 
ord, recording the meeting of Council 
held January 31, 1944, under the head¬ 
ing of Motions and Resolutions, I am 
on record as saying the following: 

“There were distributed on January 
27, 1944, to the Directors of the various 
departments, carbon copies, on plain 
paper, of a communication from the 
Mayor ’To All Department Heads,’ dated 
January 26, 1944, asking for the ‘re¬ 
vision of Departmental Request Form 
A-103, in order to put into operation 
the quarterly allotments for 1944 on 
the same( basis as has been in opera¬ 
tion the previous year.’ 

“Since the present Council has not 
made a request or issued instructions 
about a quarterly appropriation, I per¬ 
sonally, requested the Directors to 
hold in abeyance the filling out of this 
form until Council acts.” 

On that date I also presented a reso¬ 
lution, which was Bill No. 151, File No. 


58, and which became Resolution No. 
31, affirmed by Council February 7, 
1944, and then approved by the Mayor 
on February 14, 1944. 

One resolved clause in this resolution 
is as follows: 

“RESOLVED, That no resolution re¬ 
questing the transfer of funds will be 
considered by Council unless the same 
is accompanied by a letter from the 
Department or Bureau, such letter to 
give all the reasons and needs for the 
requested transfer.” 

The object of this resolution is to 
have the departments live within their 
various annual appropriations and that 
Council have full and detailed knowl¬ 
edge of the reasons that make neces¬ 
sary the transfer of funds. 

On Saturday, February 19, 1944, there 
were sent out from the Mayor’s office 
to the various department heads, again 
on plain paper, carbon copies of an 
executive order which is as follows: 
“To: All Department Heads 
Prom: Cornelius D. Scully 
Date; February Id, 1944 
Subject: Revision of Departmental Re¬ 
quest Form A-103. 

On January 26, 1944, you received a 
letter from me requesting the revisal of 
Form A-103 to comply with the ap- 
propriatiorrs as set up in Ordinance 
No. 402, approved January 3, 1944. 

I also requested the return of these 
forms no later than February 1, 1944. 
Up to and including the present date 
I have failed to receive these cor¬ 
rected forms. 

I now insist that my original re¬ 
quest in letter of January 26th be 
complied with and that these forms be 
returned to my office no later than 
February 24, 1944. 

This is an executive order and I 
desire that it be fulfilled immediately.” 

I wish it plainly imderstood that I 
do not question the authority of the 
Mayor in making this order, nor do I 
wish to embarrass the administrative 
branch of the City government in any 
way. 

So that there may be no question of 
my position. I am making these re¬ 
marks a part of the printed record of 
Council proceedings. 
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In the first communication referred 
to, it is stated that the purpose was 
“to put into operation the quarterly 
allotments for 1944.” As I understand 
this matter, the only body which can 
make quai-terly allotments for the year 
1944. is the City Council. This Council 
has not enacted any resolution re¬ 
garding this matter, and it is for the 
purpose of making this point clear that 
I am making these remarks. The Mayor 
can order the departments to give him 
the corrected forms he desires, but 
should the Mayor want the appropria¬ 
tions for 1944 set up quarterly, he 
should request Council to enact the 
necessary legislation. 

I hope that I have made myself 
clear and understandable in this mat¬ 
ter. 

In my remarks of January 31, 1944, 1 
said: 

“I do not believe that the work re- 
C'Uired in making this quarterly allot¬ 
ment is of enough value to Justify the 
same. 

“I 'believe that strict instructions to 
the departments That they live within 
their appropriations for 1944 is a bet¬ 
ter and more satisfactory procedure.” 

In matters of importance such as 
this, action by Council should only be 
taken by niotion or resolution intro¬ 
duced in a meeting of Council, so 
that the same be properly Indexed and 
can easily be found and referred to. 

Before Ccuncil takes away any action 
with regard to this question, I believe 
it should have the benefit of the ex¬ 
perience of these men: Edward K. 
Frey, City Controller; J. J. Sloan, 
Deputy City Controller: Harold P. Burn- 
worth, Dii'ector, Department of Sup¬ 
plies; John Mahoney, Department of 
Lands and Buildings; J. C, Somerville, 
Accountant, Department of Public 
Works: Walter Scott, Department of 
Public Safety, and Harry I. Lutz, Bud¬ 
get Controller. 

I would emphasize Resolution No. 31 
of 1944 which states that no resolution 
requesting the transfer of funds will be 
considered by Council unless the same 
is accompanied by a letter giving 
full and detailed reasons for the need 
of the transfer. 

.Mr. Deminler also said: 

Mr. President:—^As a matter of per¬ 


sonal privilege, I wish to read a state¬ 
ment which I had prepared for the 
meeting of Council of February 14th, 
1944, and ask that the same be print¬ 
ed in the Municipal Record. 

This statement was not read on 
Pebmary 14th, because the bill to 
which it refers was recommitted to the 
Committee on Finance. 

Events and editorials written since 
that date have convinced me that I 
should read this statement, which is as 
follows: 

Mr. President: 

The.se remarks are with regard to, 
and in connection with Bill No. 183, 
File No. 79, now before Council, which 
directs the employment of a private 
accovmtant to find the costs of gar¬ 
bage and rubbish collection; on which 
Resolution I will vote No. 

I will not vote to spend any money 
for a‘ private accountant to find! these 
costs, because, anyone seeking these 
costs must take the same from the 
records of our City departments, and 
I soo not reason why our own employes 
cannot gather these costs for Council. 

If the cost of $6.02 per ton, as re¬ 
ported by the Department cf Public 
Works, is not correct, surely any ques¬ 
tions of “hidden costs” can be de- 
developed by any member of Council. 

It will be a mistake for this Coun¬ 
cil to vote to spend a single dollar 
to engage the services of a private ac¬ 
countant to get the City’s cost of col¬ 
lecting garbage and refuse. To get this 
cost, one must get it from the records 
in the City Controller’s Office, and this 
our City employes can do, for we have 
capable and able emplo 3 'es. 

The question of "hidden costs” is 
purely one of individual approach. 
“Hidden Costs,” in this matter of col¬ 
lection, could include such questions 
as these: What part of the Mayor’s 
salary should be included in this cost? 
What part of Council’s salaries? What 
part of any other elected or appointed 
City official’s salary should be in¬ 
cluded? 

I am willing to accept the cost of 
$6.02 per ton, as reported by the De¬ 
partment of Public Works, for the 
collection cf garbage and rubbish by 
our forces in the City.

One of the large items in the cost of ' 

City government that has increased out i 
of proportion to other expenses of the } 
City is That of 1 ‘emoval of garbage i 
and rubbish- 

The increase in this activity from 
1917, as compared with 1932, amounts 
to practically 300f/c, there having been 
spent for this service in 1917, $432,000.- 
00 w.hile appropriation for 1932 amounts 
to $1,722,000.00. As compared with this 
unusual increase, the population of the 
City has increased from 575,000 to 
670,000, or an increase of approximate¬ 
ly 16 %. 

It is our opinion that material sav¬ 
ings could be made in this service, and 
we woud recommend that bids for the j 
removal of garbage and rubbish for 
next year he advertised immediately, 
and early awarding of contract, to take- 
advantage of any possible savings to 
the City through competitive bidding. 

Ample time must be allowed between 


the award of the contract and the 
date it starts, January 1st, in order 
that prospective bidders, if successful 
will have sufficient time between the 
award and the beginning; of the con¬ 
tract to provide their plant and facili¬ 
ties. Unless this time is allowed, you 
may secure no competition.

Prom the Municipal Record of 1935, 
I quote the following from my remarks 
made on January 21, of that year: 

“Political Influence and political in¬ 
terference have been connected with 
the garbage and rubbish contracts and 
in a large measure have msule these 
contracts almost unenforceable. I know 
of the corruption, dissatisfaction and 
misunderstanding which have marked 
these contracts. I am convinced that 
we must have City-owned and operated 
Incinerators, and that we must also 
have municipal collection and dis- 
posal of garbage, rubbish and ashes. 
Only with such municipal service can 
we hope to solve the problem of the 
collection and disposal of municipal 
refuse.’’ 

So much for this subject of costs. 

Now to recall and remind you of the 
reasons that caused the building of 
the municipal incinerator, as well as 
the establishing of municipal collection. 
Also to recall some incidents from pasr, 
experiences and extracts from The Mun¬ 
icipal Record. 

I well recall the municipal election 
campaign of 1933, izi which the ques¬ 
tion of collection and disposal of gar¬ 
bage and refuse was an issue. I argued 
at that Time and ever since for the 
municipal collection and disposal of 
garbage and refuse. 

You will recall and remember the 
many protests from the residents of 
Troj' Hill regarding the smell and 
stench from Herr’s Island, caused by 
the operations * the Allegheny Gar¬ 
bage Company. You will recall also 
the protests from the residents of 
Bluff street regarding the garbage load¬ 
ing platform on Second avenue at 
Tenth street. Yo'u did not need to go 
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along Second avenue at Tenth street to 
recognize the odor, for it was vei 7 
prominent on Blulf street, even at the 
Mercy Hospital. 

Any of you who remember the haul¬ 
ing of garbage in open wagons and 
trucks to the Neville street loading 
platform know what comments the 
residents of this district made. 

There were also objections to the 
Juniper street rubbish Incinerator, as 
well as the Brady street incinerator of 
the American Reduction Company. 

You will also recall the many evi¬ 
dences of cases of watering the loads 
of garbage and rubbish; the many loads 
of ashes, and the commercial rubbish 
which was collected and charged to 
the City .n violation of the contract. 

You may recall other cases whicli all 
caused the City to engage in the col¬ 
lection and disposal of garbage and 
refuse. 

Cn July 6. 1934, the Pittsburgh 

Press, in an editorial on the Nort.h 
Side protest meeting against placing 
an Incinerator at Chateau and Reeds- 
dale streets, ended with the following 
paragraph: 

"Those who are leading this pro¬ 
test fight seem to have lost sight of 
the fact that the Installation of a 
municipal incineration system will 
mean a savings to the taxpayers of 
Pittsburgh of a million dollars a year. 
The North Side will benefit by that 
savings, as much as any other district." 

On February 9, 1942, there was pre- 
Minted tc Council a report on the gar¬ 
bage and rubbish collection and incin¬ 
eration, which was presented by Mr. 
Gallagher, and signed by Thomas J. 
G.vllagher, and Edward J. Leonard. Mr. 
Weir, the other member of the Com¬ 
mittee, did not sign the report. Froin 
this report, I take the following: 

"Conclusions: 

1. The basic program of collection 
and disposing of garbage and rubbish 
in the City of Pittsburgh Is sound. 
Several changes should result in more 
efficient service and operation. 

2. The schedules of collections ap • 
pear to be reasonable and adequate. 

3. The equipment is modern but un¬ 
satisfactory. 


4. The personnel is generally com¬ 
petent. Previous changes in supervis¬ 
ory personnel resulted in better oper¬ 
ation; more such changes would further 
improve the service * • • ” 

Continuing from this report: 

"The old politically controlled gar¬ 
bage monopoly paid low wages. The 
City recognized the Unions of its em¬ 
ployes. raised their W’ages and improved 
their working conditions. Of course, 
these higher labor costs are reflected 
in the comparative statistics. Had the 
contractors paid the present wage rates, 
instead of the chiseling totmage scales, 
the cost per ton by private contract 
would be much higher than the City’s 
cost. 

"Wc reject as infamous slander the 
assertion that drivers and helpers would 
collect more refuse per load if they 
were paid a tonnage rate instead of 
a daily w'agc. The vast majority of 
collection personnel Is honest, cap¬ 
able and ambitious to give the City a 
full day’s wwk." 

On that day the late Mr. Jos. A. Mc- 
Ardle made comment on this matter 
before Council, from which I quote the 
following; 

"What this Council needs to do Is 
sliow a lot of people around here that 
we are the body that runs this City 
and not a lot of stooges. I believe 
every member of this Council wants tc 
solve the problem, and In my opinion, 
the Initiative has to start In this 
Council. The American Reduction Com¬ 
pany collected the garbage on this 
side of the river for years, and the 
.Allegheny Garbage Company collected 
it for years on the North Side. They 
had a monopoly There were com¬ 
plaints made then about non-collec¬ 
tions, just as there are today. In order 
to get the Job done well, we must put 
a man out there who will respect this 
Council. We shoula see that the peo¬ 
ple get what they desire in matter of 
collecting and burning garbage and rub¬ 
bish.” 

I close my remarks by re-stating my 
position as printed in the Municipal 
Record of February 7, 1944: 

“I laave always held the opinion that 
there is no real reason why public 
business cannot be conducted as cf- 
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ficiently and as economically as private 
business ♦ * * It Is now for the 

City to improve the efficiency of this 
service.” 

The editorial appearing in the issue 
of the Pittsburgh Post-Gazette for Feb¬ 
ruary 18th, 1944, headed, "The Gar¬ 
bage Aftermath” is a most timely one 
and with which I fully agree. This edi¬ 
torial is as follows: 

The Garbage Aftermath 

While the garbage strike was on, 
we said that a stench in the nostrils 
of our citizens and a menace to their 
health was never intended to be an 
ace iir the hole for workers engaged In 
collective bargaining. The strike was 
unwarranted, ill-advised, badly led. It 
was beaten when the men went back to 
work, just skinning under the deadline 
set by the City Council. 

Since then, there has been consider¬ 
able argument as to how the affair 
should be wound up. At first, the Coun¬ 
cil showed some signs of going through 
with its protected plan to restore gar¬ 
bage oollsction to private contractors 
in an effort to rid itself of perennial 
strikes. More recently, the Council has 
shown a conciliatory attitude by tak¬ 
ing steps to give the garbage colectors 
vacation pay for two weeks of the 
time they were out. This, with the 
overtime paid them m colecting the 
garbage left uncollected w'hile the 
strike was on, would Just about make 
up for the wages they lost. 

It would be a mistake, it seems to 
us, for the Council to coddle the strik¬ 
ers who applied obnoxious pressure to 
the public in an effort to enforce their 
demands. It would be equally wrong, in 
our opinion, for the Coimcil to take 
the attitude that these workers who 
are now back on the city payroll must 
be kicked around to teach them a les¬ 
son. If a recurrence of these garbage 
strikes is to be prevented, both the 
men who manage tjie city and the 
men who work for the city must ac¬ 
cept their responsibility to serve the 
public and put an end to this perpetual 
wrangling. 

In the issue of the Pittsburgh. Press 
for Saturday, February 19, 1944, there 
appeared a news Item headed, "Mayor 
proposes to charge homes for garbage 


pick-up—^Plan would replace current 
system of using portion of tax levy 
for refuse collection.’’ 

The first two paragraphs of this news 
article are: 

“A suggestion that the cost of gar¬ 
bage and rubbish be charged directly 
to homes and firms on a service basis 
rather than by the present system of 
using a portion of the tax levy was 
proposed today by Mayor Cornelius D. 
Scully. 

"According to his idea, sent up as .a 
‘trial balloon' to ascertain public re¬ 
action, iieople would be billed for 
pick-ups of refuse, just as they arc 
billed for water.” 

I, for one, want to go on record that 
I do not agree with this idea of the 
Mayor's, and will do all I can to punc¬ 
ture the “lYial Balloon.” 

The news article continues; 

“Mayor Scully explained the plan 
would expand the Income of the City, 
which he declared has shrunken to a 
degree that prohibits even the proper 
upkeep of public buildings. 

Need 3 Million Dollars 

"I know we are going to need three 
million dollars more next year than is 
in sight, if we are going' to take care 
of our physical plant, and put up our 
share of the expense to the County for 
major improvements,” he said. 

“I see no possibility of getting more 
revenue unless the tax base is hr.oad- 
ened. 

‘‘Our plight is chronic. In the year 
1930 the City had an Income of $26,- 
000,000. It has dropped to $17,000,000. 
The main cause has been the de¬ 
cline in property valuation, but there 
also has been a drop in the tax rate. 

“At the same time, we have raised 
the general level of salaries by at 
least 20 per cent. That’s a feat ol 
legerdemain. 

Need Money for Improvements 

“Next year we expect to have further 
declines in tjie assessment value of real 
estate. We’ll need money for imporve- 
ments. This year we made no reserva¬ 
tion to repair our bridges and bxiild- 
ings. This week, we had to abandon 
a firehouse on the North Side.” 
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Mayor Scully said the cost of muni¬ 
cipal collection of garbage and rubbish 
now totals about $874,000. During the 
recent garbagie collections strike, Public 
Works Director Prank M. Roessing sub¬ 
mitted a survey to Council, showing 
the annual cost amounts to $6.02 per 
ton.

The Chair (Mr. Duff) said: 

The commitment has not yet 
been received by Council. 

Mr. Evans arose and said: 

Mr. President:—^Under existing 
legislation, the Director of the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works has authority to 
give thesa employees a two weeks’ va¬ 
cation. 

The- Cliair said: 

It is true that under existing 
ordinance this can be done. Granting 
them a vacation en masse is another 
question. 

Mr. Evans said: 

Mr. President:—I do not know 
very much about this so-called agree¬ 
ment. The controversy occurred while I 
was absent from the city and therefore 
do not know whether such al commit¬ 
ment was made or not. I cannot see 
where this bill is affected by it. 

Mr. MoArdle arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I have no doubt 
that the gentleman Is not acquainted 
with the facts developed in our several 
conferences held in connection with 
the strike of the Refuse Drivers and 
Helpers. One thing, the City Controller 
will not pay these men for two week's 
vacation without some action of Coun¬ 
cil. I will not vote to give two or 
three hundred employees a two weeks’ 
vacation when two or three months 
fronru now we will be confronted with 
another strike. The five members of 
Council, at the time the strike was on, 
had an agreement with the representa¬ 
tives of the Union that, if Council 
passed legislation to give the men two 
weeks’ vacation with i>ay, we would 
have a written agreement or letter 
signed by the Executive Board and the 
officers of the Union that the men 
would not go on strike again during 
the year. I am not going to vote to 
give them vacations at this time. In 
fact it is not vacations; it is giving 
them pay in lieu of vacation. 'What po¬ 
sition are we going to be in if we 
have another strike before the vacation 
period is up? I am I5€rfectly satisfied 
to vote to give it to them provided the 
Union files a stipulation such as we 
asked for, but I am not going to vote 
to give these employees a vacation un- 
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less their Executive Board and their 
officers keep faith with this Council. 

I believe my position to he fair, and 
that this bill should be recommitted 
to the Committee on Finance until such 
time as the Union carries out its obli¬ 
gation to this Council. 

Mr. Leonard arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I am sorry to 
see this subject discussed again because 
it is going to result in a lot of con¬ 
troversy. I as one felt that this matter 
had been settled. The more Council 
delves into it the more it will keep hot 
irons on the fire. We have again estab¬ 
lished harmonious relations with the 
men at the Incinerator. 

This vacation pay was not asked for 
by the Union. No one seems to want 
to defend the drivers and helpers. I 
must come to their defense. These men 
never asked for this vacation pay. The 
Superintendent of the Bureau of Re¬ 
fuse brought the question up at a meet¬ 
ing with the representatives of the Re¬ 
fuse Drivers and Helpers. Without 
authorization of this body, he offered 
them this vacation pay. Using his argu¬ 
ment that the men would have to work 
through their vacation period because 
, of the large accumulation of refuse and 

i garbage to be collected throughout the 

City, I opposed it, and did so from the 
very first time it was brought into the 
discussion. I thought it was merely 
brought up to appease the men. The 
officers of the Union never wanted it. 
But it was the suggestion of the Super¬ 
intendent of the Bureau of Refuse. 
When the suggestion was made, I said 
that it would cause a controversy. 

This resolution sent upi by the- Law 
Department does not say they will get 
a vacation next month. It is up to the 
discretion of the Director of the De¬ 
partment of Public Works. I think in 
defense of the drivers it should be noted 
in the record they did not start it. 
What is the use of keeping the thing 
I all steamed up? 

I If the officers of Local No. 609, Re¬ 

fuse Drivers and Helpers, come in with 
I a signed agreement, what is going to 

; stop the Refuse Bureau from coming 

; here and asking ua for a signed agree- 

\ ment? The City of Pittsburgh cannot 

I give anybody a signed agreement. The 


Business Agent and two members of 
their Executive Board sat here and said, 
“We will promise that there will be no 
strike.’’ They cannot do anything with¬ 
out the sanction of the membership of 
their Local. Let us lay the cards on 
the table. 

This country is engaged in a gigantic 
struggle with enemy countries, -and the 
great Labor leaders—William Green of 
the American Federation of Labor, Phil¬ 
lip Murray of the C. I. O., and the 
Presidents of the Railroad Brotherhoods 
—have all announced that they were 
opposed to strikes by members of their 
respective unions. I believe all local 
unions try to live up to the announce¬ 
ments made by these great labor lead¬ 
ers; and so far as these Refuse Drivers 
and Helpers are concerned, I do not 
think we ought to cause them any 
more uneasiness. I do not think this 
Council wants to stir up further trouble. 
The public is back of this Council. 

I am not going to vote to recommit 
this resolution to committee. The only 
thing this resolution does is to give 
them vacations at the discretion of the 
Public Works Director. It is up to the 
Department of Public Works that 
handles these matters. As long as there 
are labor controversies there will be un¬ 
easiness. 

For the information of this Council, 
I wish to state that 50 members of 
Local No. 609, Refuse Drivers and Help¬ 
ers, have been taken, and probably 50 
more in the near future, will be taken 
into the armed service. New employees 
are coming in, and it is not easy for 
Labor Unions to handle their affairs. 
If you allow this resolution to go to 
the Mayor, and he signs it, the issue 
is dead. 

Mr. Mc.Vrdle arose and said: 

Mr. President:—In the first 
place, Mr. -Leonard sat in the room 
when the agreement was asked to be 
furnished by the officers and the 
Executive Board of Local 609, Refuse 
Drivers and Helpers, giving an expres¬ 
sion of good faith that there would be 
no strikes during the ensuing year. As 
far as labor baiting is concerned, I am 
one member of Council who is an ad ¬ 
vocate of and been for labor 100 per 
cent. Naturally, today I happen to be 
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working lor the taxpayers of the City 
of Pittsburgh. I was here during the 
time this strike was on. I sat In this 
City Hall practically every day while 
the strike was in progress, meeting with 
the Council, The taxpayers of Pitts¬ 
burgh have a right to know what the 
real solution is. We cannot legally, and 
the Controller cannot legally, sign a 
gift at this time to give two weeks' 
time for services received xmless we 
have a statement from the Union. I 
am not going to be a party to giving 
two weeks’ vacation to anybody, organ¬ 
ized or unorganized, under such circum¬ 
stances as this. As a courtesy to the 
members who sat here, I think action 
should be withheld on this resolution 
until the stipulation asked for from the 
Union is received. Mr. Leonard said the 
Superintendent of the Bureau of Re¬ 
fuse made this proposition. He said 
they (the Union) were not interested. 
If they were not interested, there were 
certain groups who sat In Mr. Kilgal- 
len’s office and accepted dit and ques¬ 
tioned the time that it could be passed 
to get the money. If we are turning 
over two weeks’ wages to the members 
of this Union, the City Council and the 
taxpayers of Pittsburgh have a right to 
have a pledge from that organization 
that there wil be no strikes during the 
ensuing year. As far as putting this 
in the Council’s lap, there Is no other 
place to put it because we make the 
appropriation and salary ordinances. It 
is our problem to negotiate with these 
men. If we cannot get an expression 
from that Local as a no-strike for the 
rest of the year, then, in my opinion, 
they should take their vacation the way 
they did last year. I am not going to 
vote on this resolution unless we get 
that stipulation. In the first place, the 
bill was laid on the table until the 
Union fulfilled its end of the bargain. 
I think the bill ought to be recommitted 
or laid on the table xmtil we have what 
the representatives had agreed to give 
us. 

Mr. Leonard arose and said; 

Mr. President:—^We seem to be 
passed the issue. I just want to leave 
this one point in front of you. This 
group of men did not ask for this va¬ 
cation. I am not going to vote to re¬ 
commit the bill to committee. It leaves 


the matter in the hands of the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works. I heard them 
say to members of Council that they 
did not want it. The City of Pittsburgh 
offered it. Theyj did not want It. If! it 
is in the hands of the Director of the 
Department of Public Works, I think 
it is his problem to handle it. If the 
men work a certain time. It is up, to 
him to give them a vacation. That is 
ini accordance with the ordinance now 
on the books of the City. The way the 
expression sounds aroxmd here every¬ 
body is going to get paid for vacation. 
In my opinion, if it goes down to the 
Controller In a lump sum, of course, he 
will not honor the payroll. It should 
be done according to law. 'The Union 
is not worrying about this bill, and yet 
Council seems to be making them a 
football. It is Just such things as this 
that causes agitation and imrest among 
labor groups. I am opposed to further 
prolonging the controversy. If we are 
to stay in the garbage collection busi¬ 
ness, we will have to deal with these 
men and to do those things! which are 
most beneficial and helpful for the 
citizens of Pittsburgh. Therefore, we 
should maintain friendly relations with 
these meni at all times. On thei other 
hand, they should reciprocate and be 
friendly and helpful to the City. 

Mr, Gallagher arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I do not see any 
harm in recommitting the bill to com¬ 
mittee for further consideration. The 
bill was presented by Mr. Kilgallen. If 
you will read the opinion of the Law 
Department, you will note that it says 
that it is within the discretion of the 
Director of the Department of Public 
Works to grant these vacations. I would 
like the Clerk tor read the opinion of 
the Law Department, 

(The opinion of the Law Department 
was read.) 

Mr. Gallagher continued: 

According ten this opinion, this reso¬ 
lution does not mean a thing. I do 
not see any harm in recommitting it 
to the Cbmmittee on Finance. 

Mr. McArdle arose and said: 

Mr. President:—^In that opinion 
the Law Department says this is an 
unusual situation and is hazardous in 
lieu of a stipulation from the Union 











that there will be no strikes. Certainly 
the thing should not be here. I agree 
with that. Vacations are regulated by 
ordinance. You might as well face the 
facts. As I understand it, the Controller 
refused to honor any vouchers unless 
action is taken by this Council. So it 
puts Council in the picture. 1 am not 
going to kid the men and certainly not 
myself. I am willing ta vote for two 
weeks’ vacation provided we have what 
we are supposed to have.

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 

Mr. Gallagher presented 
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No. 289. WHERAS, His Excel¬ 
lency, Edward Martin, Governor of Penn¬ 
sylvania, contemplates calling a special 
session of the Legislature of the Com¬ 
monwealth of Pennsylvania during the 
year 1944; and 

WHEREAS, The City of Pittsbvu-gh 
should be given the opportunity to sub¬ 
mit legislation to place a tax on that 
real estate of public utilities now exempt 
from taxation; and 

WHEREAS, The valution of public 
vitility property in the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh now exempt from taxation 
amounts to $37,968,995; Therefore, be it 

RESOLVED, That the Council of the 
City of Pittsburgh respectfully petitions 
and requests the Governor of Pennsyl¬ 
vania to include in his call for a spe¬ 
cial session of the Legislature a pro¬ 
vision to allow the presentation of leg¬ 
islation to tax real estate of public 
utilities in Pittsburgh now exempt from 
taxation, and for the repeal of any ex¬ 
isting Acts that exempt public utility- 
property from paying local taxes. 

Which was read. 

.Mr., Oallaglier moved the adoption of 
the resolution. 

.Mr. Gallagher .said: 

Mr. President;—During our budget 
sessions, when we were confronted with 
a deficit, we had various groups appear 
before Council telling us that we should 
not raise taxes and that we should find 
other means of securing revenue. At 
that time I made a statement to these 
various organizations which came in at 
budget time telling us what we ought 
and should not do, that they should 
put the blame where it belongs—at 
Harrisburg—^that there would be some 
relief from the/ burden of taxation on 
real estate, if the City of Pittsburgh 
were jjermitted to tax i-eal estate of 
public utilities. 

There is no reason why ah old, archaic 
law that exempts real estate of public 
utilities in Pennsylvania, and particu¬ 
larly, the City of Pittsburgh, should not 
be repealed. 

According to the City Controller’s 
latest annual report, the assessed valua¬ 
tion of real estate of public utilities In 
this city is $37,968,000.00. If a tax were 
paid on this valuation, it would help 


decrease the amount paid by the small 
home owner. 

Prom time/ to time, members of the 
Legislature have Introduced legislation 
to take) the public utility property off 
the exempt list, but this legislation 
never became law. 

Some years ago the Council directed 
Percy R. Williams, then Chief Assessor, 
to place the utility property on the 
taxable list, and the utilities took, the 
case into court, and the City was again 
defeated in its purpose to collect taxes 
from their real estate holdings. 

Inasmuch as the Governor of Penn¬ 
sylvania contemplates calling a special 
session of the Legislature in 1944, I 
think it behooves the City officials and 
the numerous civic organizations in our 
city to get behind a movement to have 
the laws, now exempting public utilities 
from paying taxes on their real estate, 
repealed and their properties placed on 
the tax list. That is the purpose of 
this resolution: that some pressure he 
brought on the Legislature to repeal the 
existing archaic laws and to put the 
properties of public utility companies 
on the tax list.

RESOLVED, That the Department of 
Lands and Buildings be and it is hereby 
requested to furnish Council as soon as 
possible an estimate of the cost of 
putting these comfort stations in the 
City of Pittsburgh in proper condition 
for the convenience of the general pub¬ 
lic. 

Which was read. 

Mr. Leonard moved 
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The adoption of the resolution. 
Air. Leonard arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I also want the 
Department of Lands and Buildings to 
include in its report the reason for the 
closing of the comfort station at the 
comer of Forbes and Brady streets. Jones 
and Laughlin Steel Corporation has the 
highest employment of mill workers in 
Its history at present, and many of 
these employees use the transfer stop 
at this intersection. They are denied 
the convenience of this comfort station. 

Also, at the corner of East 0.hio street 
and Sixteenth street, on the North Side. 
There is another transfer point for a 
large number of people. 

Also, Bouquet street in Oakland. This 
is in the civic center and should be 
made available to the thousands of 
people who visit this district, especially 
the people who patronize Forbes Field. 

The Department of Lands and Build¬ 
ings should also report on the sanitary 
condition of the comfort station in 
front of the Old Post Office Building 
on Smithfield street, and the one at 
the corner of Penn and Frankstown 
avenues. 

•Air. Gallagiior arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I agree with 
the contents of the resolution Just pre¬ 
sented by Mr. Leonard and second his 
motion for its adoption. 

It has been called to my attention 
several times that some of the ladles’ 
comfort stations are in such a deplor¬ 
able condition that they are a disgrace 
to the City of Pittsburgh, and that 
ladies are afraid to use them. The De¬ 
partment of Lands and Buildings should 
immediately take steps to remedy these 
conditions and to put the comfort sta¬ 
tions, not only for the men but also 
for the women, in a good, clean, sani¬ 
tary condition. 

And the question recurring on the 
adoption of the resolution. 

The motion prevaied. 

The Chair presented 

No. 291. WHEREAS. Recognition 
has been given by the nations of the 
world to the historical connection of 
the Jewish people with Palestine and 
to the reconstituting of their National 
Home in that country, in accordance 


with the Balfour Declaration issued by 
the British Government November 2, 
1917; which was endorsed by 52 na¬ 
tions of the world; and 

WHEREAS, The United States of 
America, in the unanimous resolution 
of the Congress of the United States 
adopted in 1922 and signed by the 
President of the United States, .has 
given its approval to the Jewish Na¬ 
tional Home in Palestine; and 
WHEREAS, The persecution instituted 
by the Nazi Government against the 
Jews of Europe has uprooted and made 
homeless millions of Jewish people who 
are in dire need of a haven and a home 
where they may enjoy the elementary 
rights of human life; and 
WHEREAS, The British Government 
as mandatoi-y to Palestine, has issued 
t.he Chamberlain White Paper which 
would close Palestine to Jewish immi¬ 
gration on Mai’ch 31, 1944, and prohibit 
the purchase of land for Jewish settle¬ 
ment in that country, thus closing 
Palestine as a place of refuge for the 
millions in such dire need; Now, be it, 
therefore, 

RESOLVED, That the Council of the 
City of Pittsburgh protests against the 
implementation of the White Paper and 
that we urge upon our Senators and 
Representatives in the United States 
Congress that they vote favorably upon 
the Senate Resolution No. 427 and the 
House Resolutions Nos. 418 and 419 
iirging “that the United States shall use 
its good offices and take appropriate 
measures to the end that the doors of 
Palestine shall be opened for free entry 
of Jews into that country, and that 
there .shall be full opportunity for 
colonization, so that the Jewish people 
may ultimately reconstitute Palestine as 
a free and democratic Jewish Common¬ 
wealth,” and be it further 


RESOLVED, That copies of t.his re.so- 
lution be sent to the President of the 
United States and to our Senators and 
Representatives in the Congress of the 
United States.

Mr. Deinmler arose to a question of 
personal privilege and said:

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Mr. President:—‘In my remarks 
on the question of Municipal collection 
and disposal of garbage and refuse, 
made in the meeting of Coxmcil on 
Monday, February 21st, 1944, I referred 
to various newspaper editorials relating 
to this matter. 

In the issue of the Pittsburgh Press 
of February 23rd, 1944, there was printed 
an editorial entitled, “Up to the Union,” 
which I now ask leave to have printed 
in the minutes of today’s meeting. 

UP TO THE UNION 

CITY COUNCIL has decided not to go 
through with its plan to shift the col¬ 
lection of garbage from municipal em¬ 
ployes to a private contractor. 

It apparently has based this decision 
on two facts: 

1— That the cost of a private contract, 
as Indicated by the only bid submitted, 
wasi considerably higher than the cost 
sheets of the Refuse Bureau under the 
present system. 

2— ^That all along it was the idea of 
a majority of Council to resort to a 
private contract only if the striking 
garbage collectors’ union failed to go 
back to work within a prescribed time. 

Offsetting these arguments are the 
facts that service never has been satis¬ 
factory and that the collectors’ union 
has a long record of negligence, disre¬ 
gard of the public interest and defiance 
of the City government. 

Despite the strike, it is apparent that 
the collectors will not lose in wages. 
The extra pay they will receive for 
cleaning up the mess caused by the 
strike will make up the loss of pay 
during the three-week walkout. 

« ♦ « 

Council’s action, whether right or 
wrong, cannot toe construed in any 
manner as a vote of confidence in the 
union. It is, rather, a lack of confidence 
in the alternative. 

The union is being given another 
chance. And only the union^ can prove 
that it deserves that chance. 


The Job of garbage collectors is not 
a pleasant one at best. The modern 
equipment acquired by the City has 
made it a far better job than formerly, 
but it is hard and disagreeable work. 

It would not be difficult for the col¬ 
lectors, therefore, to demonstrate lo 
the public the desirability of a reason¬ 
able pay increase. But the union won’t 
demonstrate that by the kind of tactics 
it has employed in the past. 

As it now stands, Council has prom¬ 
ised to give the union consideration in 
the budget sessions latei this year. 

The way for the union to earn this 
consideration is to get on the job, to 
merit public confidence. 

This editorial, read in connection with 
the editorial, “The Garbage Aftermath,” 
printed in the Pittsburgh Post-Gazette 
of February 18th, 1944, gives a summary 
of the condition now existing. 

Mr. Deniinler also said 

Mr. President:—I learn, through 
the newspapers, that the City Solicitor, 
Miss Anne X. Alpem, is appearing be¬ 
fore the United States Supreme Court 
in Washington, D. C., arguing and de¬ 
fending a tax on machlnei-y. 

I look upon the City Solicitor as a 
representative of the City of Pittsburgh, 
and for that reason, it appears to me 
that others may think that she is argu¬ 
ing for the City of Pittsburgh. The 
City does not tax, nor do I believe it 
intends to tax, machinery. 

I would, therefore, ask the Mayor to 
make a clear statement to the public, 
through the public press, as to the 
position of the City of Pittsburgh on 
this question, and whether or not the 
City Solicitor is appearing before the 
United States Supreme Court as a rep¬ 
resentative of the City.

MOTIONS AM) RESOLUTIONS 
Mr. Gallagher arose to a question of 
personal privilege and said: 

Mr. President:—I arise to a question 
of personal privilege, and wish to have 
placed in the record a brief history 
of the action taken by City Cotmcil in 
the rate case of the Peoples Natural 
Gas Company, the ruling of which wa.s 
recently handed down by the Public 
Utility Commission of the State of 
Pennsylvania. 

On March 8, 1937, I introduced in 
Council, Bill No. 2643, which was read 
and referred to the Committee on 
Public Service and Surveys for con¬ 
sideration the following day. On. Tues¬ 
day, March 9, 1937, the committee con¬ 
sidered this resolution and ordered it 
returned to' Council with an affirma¬ 
tive recommendation, and on the fol¬ 
lowing Monday, March 15, 1937, the 
councilmanic body unanimously con¬ 
curred in the action of the committee. 
The resolution is as follows: 


No. 2643. WHEREAS, The serv¬ 
icing of natural gas to the citizens of 
Pittsburgh is performed by three inde¬ 
pendent natural gas corporations fonned 
under the laws of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, to wit; The Peoples Na¬ 
tural Gas Company, the Equitable Gas 
Company and the Manufacturers Light 
and Heat Company; and 

WHEREAS, The franchises of these 
companies were granted by the City 
of Pittsburgh with the expectation that 
their competitive operation would con¬ 
duce to low rates and charges for their 
public service; and, 

WHEREAS, The domestic charges for 
natural gas service have been now made 
uniform at the net rate of sixty cents 
for the first 15,000 cubic feet, forty-five 
cents for the next 85,000, and forty-two 
cents for a taking over 100,000 cubic 
feet, by the Peoples Natural Gas Com¬ 
pany and the Equitable Gas Company; 
and a straight rate of sixty cents by the 
Manufacturers Light and Heat Com¬ 
pany has been promulgated to take ef¬ 
fect on or about April 30, 1937, by the 
withdrawal of its Temporary Optional 
Rate Schedule No. 6, whereunder any 
domestic consumer in Pittsburgh could 
purchase gas at lower rates than sixty 
cents per 1,000 for all use over 5,000 
cubic feet per month, constituting in 
effect a rate advance for such users; 
and< 

WHEREAS, The rate for domestic use 
was raised in 1921 from forty-five cents 
to fifty cents, and in 1924 was again 
unwarrantably raised from fifty cents 
to sixty cents, which rate continues to 
the present time as the first charge in 
the domestic consumer schedule of the 
aforesaid companies; and, 

WHEREAS, It appears after investiga¬ 
tion that the open market price of gas 
purchased by these companies is around 
twenty cents per 1,(X)0 cubic feet, and 
the companies charge Into the aforesaid 
rates their own produced gas at thirty 
cents per 1,000 cubic feet or better, and 
so raise the rate charged in an artificial 
manner without cause or reason and to 
the detriment of the citizens of Pitts¬ 
burgh; and, 

WHEREAS, Excessive rentals are paid 
by the aforesaid companies to underliers 
and affiliates so that their own net 
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earnings are concealed, with the result 
that the present level of rates has an 
apparent foundation which is grossly 
distorted; and, 

WHEREAS, There is no shortage of 
natural gas in Pennsylvania and de¬ 
pletion charges now reflected in these 
rates arei excessive; and, 

WHEREAS, Large supplies of natural 
gas have been discovered in i-ecent years 
in Pennsylvania, and a large supply of 
gas is now* brought into Pittsburgh at 
a cost of about fifteen cents per 1,000 
cubic feet; and, 

WHEREAS, It appears that charges 
for depletion and depreciation have been 
made so excessive that they have largely 
provided fresh capital for the operation 
and expansion of the operations of the 
aforesaid natural gas companies; and, 
WHEREAS, It is highly desirable for 
the public interest that these companies 
exchange pipe facilities to the end that 
there shall be only one operating com¬ 
pany on one street and that the dupli¬ 
cation of services cease in order that 
costs shall abate; and, 

WHEREAS, Tire City of Pittsburgh is 
willing to amend franchises in order 
to effectuate an inter-company policy 
that will reduce the distributing costs 
to its citizens: Now, Therefore Be It 

RESOLVED, That the City Solicitor 
is hereby directed to advise Council on 
the desirability and advisability of re¬ 
newing the rate cases against the Equit¬ 
able Gas Compavry and the Peoples Na¬ 
tural Gas Company, and of Instituting a 
rate case against the Manufacturers 
Light and Heat Company, to determine 
whether the facts set forth in this reso¬ 
lution afford sufficient basis to promise 
success in the prosectlon of these rate 
cases: or whether new rate cases should 
be brought against all three companies: 
and whether measures may not be adopt¬ 
ed by the City and the Companies to 
remove the unnecessary costs put on 
the service by the competitive opera¬ 
tions now carried on; And, be it further 
RESOLVED, That an invitation be ex¬ 
tended to the said natural gas compan¬ 
ies to appear before the Mayor and the 
Council to show cause why their rates 
should not now be. voluntarily reduced, 
and what steps they are willing to take 
to lessen the costs of their competitive 


operations, and what other adjustments 
in their operations they are willing to 
make in order to lessen the cost of 
their competitive operations. 

This was prior to the action taken 
by the Public Utility Commission of 
the State of Pennsyvania. Then in the 
Interim between March 9, 1937, and 
June 21, 1937, the Public Utility Com¬ 
mission on Its own motion started 
proceedings against the rates of the 
three gas companies doing business in 
the City of Pittsburgh: because under 
date of June 21, 1937, I again pre¬ 
sented the following resolution: 

“No. 3284. RESOLVED, That the 
City of Pittsburgh! intervene as a party 
complainant in the complaint entered 
by the Public Utility Commission of 
Pennsylvania on its own motion against 
the Equitable Gas Company, the Peo¬ 
ples Natural Gas Company and the 
Manufacturers Light and Heat Com¬ 
pany, upon the subject of the rates 
charged the public by such natural 
gas companies; and be it further ♦ 

RESOLVED, That the Department of 
Law be authorized and directed to 
prepare and file a petition to inter¬ 
vene; that it confer with the Public 
Utility Commission: attend hearings 
upon the said complaint, and that it 
advise the City Council from time to 
time as to the progress of such pro¬ 
ceeding.” 

This resolution was unanimously 
adopted by Council. 

No furt.her action was taken by Coun¬ 
cil on the subject-matter until Sep¬ 
tember 19, 1938, when I Introduced 

the following, resolution; 

“No. 1574. WHEREAS, Tire City of 
Pittsburgh is a party to the Natural 
Gas Rate case protesting the tariff of 
The Peoples Natural Gas Company in 
the City of Pittsburgh now pending 
belore The Pennsylvania Public Utility 
Commission; and 

WHEREAS, The said Peoples Natural 
Gas Company has recently applied to 
said Commission for approval of its 
merger and consolidation with Tiro 
Columbia Natural Gas Company; and 

WHEREAS, The said merger will af¬ 
fect the future rates of The Peoples 
Natural Gas Company; Now, therefore, 
be it 
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RESOLVED, That tjhe City Law De¬ 
partment be directed to opose said 
merger of the Natural Gas Companies.” 

This resolution was unanimously 
adopted by Council. 

Then, under date of March 20, 1939, 
I presented the following resolution, 
which after a slight amendment there¬ 
to, was unanimously adopted by the 
body: 

No. 2666. 

WHEREAS, City Council on March 9, 
1937, adopted a resolution directing the 
City Solicitor to instruct Council on 
the desirability and advisability of re¬ 
newing rate cases against the Equitable 
Gas Company and the Peoples Natural 
Gas Company, and instituting a rate 
case against the Manufacturers Light 
and Heat Company; and 

WHEREAS, On June 21, 1937, City 
Council adopted a resolution authoriz¬ 
ing and directing the Department of 
Law to prepare and file a petition to 
intervene in t.he complaint by the 
* Pennsylvania Public Utility Commission 
on its own motion against the atoove 
companies on the rates charged by 
them; and 

WHEREAS, The servicing of natural 
gas is performed by three Independent 
natural gas companies formed tmder 
the laws of Pennsylvania, to wit: the 
Equitable Gas Company, The Peoples 
Natural Gas Company and the Manu¬ 
facturers Light and Heat Company; and 

WHEREAS, The franchises were grant¬ 
ed by the City with the expectation 
that their competition would conduce 
to low rates and charges for the pub¬ 
lic service; and 

WHEREAS, T.he rates for domestic 
service was raised in 1921 from 45 
cents to 50 cents, and in 1924 again 
unwarrantedly raised from 60 cents to 
60 cents, which rate continues until 
the present time; and 

WHEREAS, According to press re¬ 
ports. the Peoples Natural Gas Com¬ 
pany will advance the rates to small 
consumers by about fifty per cent; 
Therefore, be it 

RESOLVED, That the City Solicitor 
and Utility Engineer John H. Smith 
be directed to go to Harrisburg and 
personally contact the members of 
the Pennsylvania Public Utility Com¬ 


mission and ascertain the present status 
of the gas cases pending for two years; 
And be it further 

RESOLVED, Tliat the City Solicitor 
and the Utility Elngineer protest vigor¬ 
ously against any proposed increases in 
rates to the citizens of the City of 
Pittsburgh, and request the Commis¬ 
sion to suspend the new gas rates 
as filed by the Peoples Natvual Gas 
Company, and to report back to Coun¬ 
cil as soon as they have a hearing be¬ 
fore the Public Utility Commission. 

At that time, in connection with the 
adoption of this resolution, I said, in 
part: 

Mr. President and Members of 
Council:—^You will note in the pre¬ 
amble of the resolution the fact that 
City Council on March 9, 1937, adopted 
a resolution directing the Law Depart¬ 
ment to instruct Council as to the de¬ 
sirability and advisability of instituting 
cases against the three gas companies 
serving t.he City of Pittsburgh for a 
reduction in rates. 

Again, on June 21, 1937, City Coun¬ 
cil adopted a resolution directing the 
City Law Department to intervene in a 
pending rate case, which was started 
after I introduced the resolution in 
Council, on motion of the Public Util¬ 
ity Commission of the State of Penn¬ 
sylvania, to investigate the gas rates 
in the entire State of Pennsylvania. 

As far as I have been able to ascer¬ 
tain the City Law Department had 
petitioned the Public Utility Commis¬ 
sion and Intervened in this case. 

This question has been pending be¬ 
fore the Pennsylvania Public Utility 
Commission since that time. Accord¬ 
ing to press reports the Peoples Natural 
Gas Company intends to ask the Com¬ 
mission to permit it to raise its rates. 
Tills increase in rates will apply prin¬ 
cipally to domestic users, bringing its 
price for natural gas above the cost of 
artificial gas. 

I presume this is an answer to the 
Conunission’s desire to reduce rates. 

Up until the present time I don’t 
know what the status of these cases 
are before the Public Utility Commis¬ 
sion. Prom time to time I contacted 
the Assistant City Solicitor and he, by 
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mail, contacted the Public Utility Com¬ 
mission, and they replied that they 
were preparing data and getting the 
cases ready. 

The purpose of this resolution. If 
adopted by Council, Is to have the City 
Solicitor and the Utility Engineer ar¬ 
range to go personally to Harrisburg 
and contact the Public Utility Comnvis- 
sion of the State of Pennsylvania, and 
object to any increase in gas rates at 
the present time. The Peoples Natural 
Gas Company alone is asking for an 
increase in gas rates at this time. 
There is no doubt, in my mind, if they 
are permitted to increase their rates, 
the Equitable Gas Company and the 
Manufacturers Light and Heat Com¬ 
pany will ask for the same privilege. 

It is not so long- ago that this Gas 
Company was transporting gas 200 
miles to the City of Cleveland from the 
same fields furnishing gas to Pitts¬ 
burgh at much cheaper rates, and they 
then were given permission to increase 
their rates above those of Pittsburgh. 

1 don’t know whether the change In 
complexion of the Commission is an 
incentive for this Company to ask at 
this time for permission to Increase its 
gas rates. 

I think it’is the duty of the City 
Solicitor and the Utility Engineer to 
look after the interests of the citizens 
of Pittsburgh and compel this Com¬ 
pany to show why it is entitled to an 
increase in rates. 

Many independent gas producers 
have informed me that they offered 
their gas for 17 cents. It is also re¬ 
ported to me that the) Gas Companies 
can produce gas for 12 cents and it 
is their custom to charge thenaselves 
87 cents at the wells. 

What I would like to find out is: 
if the City of Pittsburgh has granted 
to all public utilities—the water com¬ 
panies, the South Pittsburgh Water 
(Company, the Pittsburgh Railways Com¬ 
pany, the Duquesne Light Company, 
and the, three gas companies—certain 
concessions to use city streets, and If 
the citizens of Pittsburgh who have 
to maintain this costly form of govern¬ 
ment and who are not only burdened 
with the taxes to maintain the govern¬ 
ment, but who have to give over these 


concessions to these utilities, and under 
an old ruling of Court, why are they 
exempt from, paying taxes to the City 
of Pittsburgh? 

There is a bill pending In the Legis¬ 
lature at Harrisburg, sponsored by Rep¬ 
resentative Holland (which is practical¬ 
ly the same bill I sponsored in the 
Legislature in 1933) placing a tax upon 
the properties of the utilities in Pitts- 
biu-gh- 

When the original gas franchises were 
given by the City of Pittsburgh, one 
of the conditions was that the com¬ 
panies should furnish free to t.he Mu¬ 
nicipality—^and that privilege was en¬ 
joyed for years and years—gas for Its 
fire and police stations and other mu¬ 
nicipal activities. I have never been 
able to ascertain why that agreement 
was abrogated. I know that the City of 
Pittsburgh is one of the big consumers 
of these gas companies; and for. that 
reason these franchise privileges should 
be looked into. 

I never could understand why the 
Public Utility Commission, or whatever 
Commission was In operation, allowed 
these three gas companies, serving the 
citizens of Pittsburgh, to maintain the 
same rates. I know from personal ex¬ 
perience the practice of these companies 
in charging the same rate. I lived at 
2116 Sidney street, on the South Side, 
and was served by the Manufacturers 
Light and Heat Company, and moved 
across the street to 2119 Sidney street, 
at which place I was served by the 
Equitable Gas Company. Here Is an 
example of two gas companies serving 
consumers on the same street. There 
are similar cases existing all over the 
City of Pittsburgh—two companies serv¬ 
ing the same street. They have no 
competition. They have their price 
set by the Public Utility Commission 
and the citizens of Pittsburgh have to 
pay whatever price is fixed by the 
Commission. I believe there should 
be competition for this service. When 
the City permitted these gas companies 
to lay gas lines in the streets it was 
with the idea that there would be com¬ 
petition. 

If the Council will get back of this 
resolution and Instruct the City Solici¬ 
tor and the Utility Engineer to look

into these cases pending before the 
Public Utility Commission of Pennsyl- 
vania, they will be able to show that 
the Peoples Natural Gas Company is 
not entitled to an increase in rate. 

Iii the old rate case the Peoples 
Natural Gas Company was shown to 
have put less than $7,000,000 of its 
own cash into the company from 1904 
to 1924, to have paid stock dividends 
in the same period of $9,365,000.00 
bringing its total stock issue up to 
$13,200,000.00. Further, in the same 
period of 20 years, it declared cash 
dividends of about $20,000,000.00 

I also found out, in my investiga¬ 
tions, that the Peoples Natural Gas 
Company is controlled by the Standard 
Oil Company of New Jersey; and I 
think our Utility Engineer and our 
City Solicitor, with the information 
that is at hand, can prove to the Pub¬ 
lic Utility Commission of Pennsylvania, 
that there is no jxistiftcation in the 
proposed increase of gas rates in the 
City of Pittsburgh by the Peoples 
Natural Gas Company. 

I want to say that if they get away 
with it, the Manufacturers Light and 
Heat Company and the Equitable Gas 
Company will want the same privileges. 

The Council on October 16, 1939, 

unanimously adopted the following 
resolution; 

No. 3770. WHEREAS, In re¬ 
sponse to Bill No. 2666, adopted March 
1939, the City Solicitor has reported 
that by order dated April 20. 1937, the 
Pennsylvania Public Utility Commission, 
at C, 11,380 Sub. No. 20, instituted an 
Inquiry and investigation into the rea¬ 
sonableness of the rates and charges of 
the Peoples Natural Gas Company, in 
which proceeding the City has inter¬ 
vened as a party complainant; and 

WHEREAS, The City Solicitor has fur¬ 
ther reported that the Peoples Natural 
Gas Company has published a new 
Tariff described as Public Utility Com- 
ml.saion No. 19, effective May 16, 1939, 
which in his opinion is unjust, unrea¬ 
sonable and tends to produce an exces- 
.slve rate of return; and 

WHEREAS, The City Solicitor has 
fiuther reported that the Public Utility 
Commission has suspended the operation 
of Tariff Pennsylvania Public Utility 


Commission No. 19 of the Peoples Na¬ 
tural Gas Company until November 16, 
1939, and has authority under law to 
extend such suspension for a period of 
three months thereafter; and 

WHEREAS, The City Solicitor has fur¬ 
ther reported that the Public Utility 
Commission has consolidated its inves¬ 
tigation of rates with Its suspension of 
the proposed new Tariff; and 

WHEIREAS, The rates and charges of 
the Peoples Natural Gas Company are 
now excessive, and under the proposed 
Tariff will inflict a greater and more 
unjust burden upon the citizens of 
Pittsbm'gh and vicinity; Now, there¬ 
fore, be it 

RESOLVED, That the City Solicitor be 
authorized and directed in behalf of the 
City of Pittsburgh, to protest the ap¬ 
proval of the new Tariff proposed by 
the Peoples Natural Gas Company, and 
cooperate with the Public Utility Com¬ 
mission in its pending inquiry of the 
rates and charges of that Company. 

At a meeting of the Committee on 
Public Service and Surveys, held Oc¬ 
tober 11, 1939, when this matter was 
under consideration, the then City 
Solicitor, Alvan C. Stewart, appeared 
and among other things said, 

‘‘We have intervened in the rate case 
and have appeared at all the heai'ings. 

I think it would be well, in order to 
keep the record straight, if the Council 
would pass a resolution authorizing the 
City Solicitor to appear on behalf of 
the City as a complainant* in this rate 
increase case, so that no technical op¬ 
position could be taken against our 
right to appear in that case.” 

Since the time Mr. Stewart left the 
City Law Department for the armed 
service of his country, I believe the 
present City Solicitor has intervened in 
the rate case against the Peoples Natural 
Gas Company, as is shown by her re¬ 
port to Council. Notwithstanding the 
vigorous objections filed by the City, 
the Public Utility Commission of Penn¬ 
sylvania has ruled in favor of the Gas 
Company and against the small do¬ 
mestic consumers in Pittsburgh. 

Under date of February 26, 1944, the 
City Solicitor, Miss Anne X. Alpern, 
wrote the Council, inter alia. 
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"We are of the firm opinion that the 
decision of the Puiblic Utility Commis¬ 
sion is grossly unjust to the rate-payer, 
particularly the small domestic con¬ 
sumer who is entitled to the utmost 
protection. Since the case began almost 
seven years ago the City has consistently 
fought the Company’s, efforts to Increase 
its rates. A careful study will be made 
by this Department to ascertain the 
next step in this long-drawn-out battle 
to protect 'the taxpayers of the City.” 

When this communication, known as 
Bill No. 283, was read at the Committee 
of Public Service and Surveys on Tues¬ 
day, February 29, 1944, I said: 

“I am heartily in accord with the 
opinion of the City Solicitor. I do not 
think that the Public Utility Commis¬ 
sion of the State of Pennsylvania gave 
the small consumer any consideration 
at all. They are refunding $500,000.00, 
whereas it should have been Five Mil¬ 
lion Dollars. After reading the com¬ 
munication I called the Law Depart¬ 
ment, but Miss Alpern ia( out of town 
fighting another case. I think Council 
should vigorously protest the ruling 
made by the Public Utility Commission 
in the case of the Peoples Natural Gas 
Company. As I said, the small con¬ 
sumer did not receive any consideration 
at all. This ruling will set a precedent 
for the other gas companies to increase 
their rates. The Council should back 
up any protest the City Solicitor makes. 
As soon as she returns to the City I 
propose consulting her and later pre¬ 
senting legislation to Council for its 
action vigorously protesting the ruling 
of the Commission in the case against 
the Peoples Natiu’al Gas Company.” 

Mr. Wolk then made a statement 
analyzing the case from its inception 
to t.he time the ruling was handed down 
by the Public Utility Commission; which 
statement he read before the Conunittee 
on Public Service) and Surveys. At the 
conclusion of the reading of his paper 
before the Committee on Public Service 
and Surveys) last week, I said in sub¬ 
stance : 

"I am very happy to see that Mr. 
Wolk went to the trouble to make an 
analysis of this case, and I concur in 
everything that he has read from his 


paper, and I agree with his comments 

« >k « » 

I reiterate that I am pleased to see 
that Mr. Wolk has taken such an active 
interest in this matter and hope that 
Council will give unanimous approval 
to everything that can be done to bring 
about a saving in the rates by the 
Peoples Natural Gas Company to the 
small domestic consumers of our City. 

For the record, I want to say that 
the sub-committee of the Committee on 
Public Service and Surveys appointee 
by the Acting Chairman at the meet¬ 
ing held last Tuesday, consisting or 
Messrs. Wolk, Duff and myself, will 
confer with the City Solicitor and, as 
she said in her letter, “ascertain the 
next step in this long-drawn-out battle 
to protect the taxpayers of the City.” 
As one member of that sub-committee, 

I am of the opinion that the ruling of 
the Public Utility Commission of Penn¬ 
sylvania is unfair to the small con¬ 
sumers and is establishing a precedent 
whereby the Equitable Gas Company 
and thel Manufacturers Light and Heat 
Company will be in a position to gain 
the same concessions from the Public 
Utility Commission; and further, I am 
of the opinion, if it can be done, that 
the City through its Law Department 
should appeal from this ruling of the 
Public Utility Commission. 

In conclusion, I am reliably informed 
that in a similar rate case, where a 
municipality thought the rates allowed 
by the Public Utility Commission were 
unfair, the case was brought to the 
attention of the Federal Power Com¬ 
mission, and this latter body overruled 
the action of t.he Public Utility Com¬ 
mission. Whether this case can be 
taken before the Federal Power Com¬ 
mission, I am not in a position to 
state, but it is my Individual opinion 
that the City of Pittsburgh should con¬ 
tinue the fight and if it can be done, 
to take the case before t.he Federal 
Power Commission. 

Air. Demmler arose to a question of 
personal privilege and said: > 

Mr. President:—In the Munici¬ 
pal Record for the Council meeting of 
January 31, 1944, I am recorded as say¬ 
ing: 








































































“Mr. President;—^There were distributed 
on January 27th, 1944, to the Directors 
of the various departments, carbon 
copies, on plain paper, of a communi¬ 
cation from the Mayor ‘To all Depart¬ 
ment Heads’, dated January 26, 1944, 
asking for the ‘revision of Departmental 
Request Form A-103, in order to put 
into operation the quarterly allotments 
for 1944 on the same basis as has been 
in operation the previous year.’ 

“Since the present Council has not 
made a request or issued instructions 
about a quarterly appropriation, I per¬ 
sonally, requested the Directors to hold 
in abeyance the filling out of this form 
until Council acts.” 

Again in the Council meeting of Mon¬ 
day, February 21, 1944, 1 am recorded 
as saying: 

“On Saturday, February 19, 1944, 

there were sent out from the Mayor’s 
office to the! various department heads, 
again on plain paper, carbon copies of 
an executive order which is as fol¬ 
lows : ♦ * * 

“I wish it plainly understood that I 
do not question the authority of the 
Mayor In, making this order, nor do I 
wish to embarrass the administrative 
branch of the City government in any 
way. 

“So that there may be no question of 
my position, I am making these remarks 
a part of the printed record of Council 
proceedings. 

“In the first communication referred 
to, it is stated that the purpose was 
'to put into operation the quarterly 
allotments for 1944.’ As I understand 
this matter, the only body which can 
make quarterly allotments for the year 
1944 is the City Council. This Cotmcil 
has not enacted any resolution regard¬ 
ing this matter, and it is' for the pur¬ 
pose of making this point clear that I 
am making these remarks; The Mayor 
can order the departments to give him 
the corrected forms he desires, but 
should the Mayor want the appropria¬ 
tions for 1944 set up quarterly, he 
should request Coimcil to enact the 
necessary legislation. 

“I hope that I have made myself 
clear and understandable in this mat¬ 
ter.” 


I know of no action being taken by 
the present Council or during the 
budget meetings of 1943, requesting the 
departments or the Budget Controller 
to set up quarterly allotments. 

The only record which I find regard¬ 
ing quarterly allotments is in the Com¬ 
mittee on Finance meeting April IG, 
1943, which reads aS follows: 

“Mr. Wolk moved 

The adoption of quarterly allot¬ 
ments for expenditures for the year 1943 
in accordance with the attached compu¬ 
tations and that the City Controller be 
Instructed to put Intoeffeot immediately 
the allowable quarterly expenditures in 
accordance with the attached computa¬ 
tions. 

“Which motion prevailed.’’ 

Should the Mayor desire quarterly 
allotments he should request Council 
to enact the appropriate legislation. 

Mr. DemmJer also said: 

Mr. President:—Ordinance No. 
43, approved February 19, 1916, recorded 
in Ordinance Book, Voliune 27, page 
372, provided for the organization of 
the Bureau of Building Inspection, and 
in Section 2 gives the required qualifica¬ 
tions of the Superintendent for this 
bureau. Mr. H. L. Seaman well meets 
these requirements. 

On Sunday, January 16, 1944, there 
appeared in the Pittsburgh Sun-Tele¬ 
graph a report or rumor of a contem¬ 
plated change in the positions of 
Superintendent of the Bureau of Build¬ 
ing Inspection in the Department of 
Public Safety, and the Chairman of 
the Board of Water Assessors. 

I had verbal discussion and also 
written correspondence about the 
changes and prepared a statement about 
this matter. This statement I never 
made, for the dismissal and change 
was not made at that time. 

Now that this dismissal and change 
have been ordered, I have added to my 
statement prepared on January 18, 1944. 
I will refrain from making the entire 
prepared statement. However, I will 
quote parts of the same. 

“In the issue of the Pittsburgh Sun- 
Telegraph for Sunday, January 16, 1944, 
under the column ‘Curbstone Politics’ 
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there was printed a report or rumored 
statement tha;t there would be a cliange 
In two positions in the City govern¬ 
ment.' 

“Throughout the entire time that I 
have been interested in public affairs, 
I have always contended that public 
service can be made and should be 
made as efficient as private service. My 
ten years in Council have confirmed me 
in this opinion, and I contend that 
public service should be made attractive 
to the appointed officers andi employes, 
as well as satisfactory to the public. 

“I realize that these changes can be 
made by the Mayor without any obliga¬ 
tion on his part to discuss the same 
with me as a member of Council. I, 
however, as Chairman of the Committee 
on Filtration and Water, should have 
been extended the courtesy of being in¬ 
formed that a change w'as under con¬ 
sideration. 

“So that all employes of thei City of 
Pittsbui-gh may know my position, I 
here state, that unless an employe is 
shown to be inefficient or otherwise 
unsuited fop the position which he oc¬ 
cupies, this employe should not be 
moved to a minor position or removed 
entirely from the public service. A 
trained and efficient employe is an 
asset to the City and I shall do all 
that is in my power to see that he 
remains secure In his position as long 
as his services are satisfactory.’’ 

So much for quotations from my 
statement prepared January 18, 1944. 

Now for quotations from my state¬ 
ment prepared on March 3, 1944: 

"On March 1, 1944, there was given 
to Mr. H. L. Seaman a letter which 
reads: 

‘March 1, 1944. 

‘H. L. Seaman, 

Superintendent, 

Bureau of Building Inspection. 

Dear Mr. Seaman: 

I regret to advise that it will be 
necessary to make a change in your 
position as of March 8, 1944. If you 
care to, you can take the ensuing time 
between now and that date as vacation 
allowance or whatever may suit your 
plans. 

I regret that you are leaving the 


Department and wish you success In 
any future activity in which you may 
engage. 

Yours very truly, 

George E. A. Fairley, 
Director.* 

“I feel sure that Director Fairley 
knows and appreciates the value of the 
services which Mr. Seaman has rendered 
during, the many years he has been the 
Superintendent of the Bureau of Build¬ 
ing Inspection. I cannot believe that 
the removal of Mr. Seaman is the wish 
and action of Director Fairley, I feel 
sure that the Director wants his depart¬ 
ment, as well as all other departments, 
to give the best possible service to the 
citizens of Pittsburgh.” 

H. L. Seaman is well qualified for 
the position he occupies both by edu¬ 
cation and experience. He was educated 
in the public school and had three 
years of high school. His experience 
prior to becoming Superintendent of 
the Bureau of Building Inspection on 
April 1, 1935, was several years in whole¬ 
sale lumber, retail lumber and supply 
yards and planing mills, and twenty- 
four years in building construction (in¬ 
dustrial and industrial housing) includ¬ 
ing five years in the field and 18 years 
as an officer of his company. 

In closing, I would ask leave to have 
printed in the record two letters which 
I have received. The one is from Mr. 
W. F. Trimble, Jr., of The Trimble Co., 
General Contractors, and the other from 
Mr. E. N. Hunting, Engineer, of Hunt¬ 
ing, Davis and Dunnells, all of Pitts¬ 
burgh.

Dear Mr. Demmler: 

I see by the daily papers that some 
changes are contemplated in the office 
of Superintendent of Building Inspec¬ 
tion, the position now held by Mr. H. 
L. Seaman. 

I have known Mr. Seaman for the 
last twenty-five years and I was always 
very happy to have him at the head 
of the Department of Building Inspec¬ 
tion. In my opinion he has taken care 
of the affairs of the office in a very 
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honest and worthwhile manner. Having 
been a contractor, he knows the prob¬ 
lems of building construction and where 
to look for defects, negligence and mis¬ 
representations. It would be a step 
backward for the City to relieve him 
from the office while he is serving so 
admirably. 

He is a member of the National 
Association of Building Superintendents 
which is composed of men from various 
Cities holding the same office as Mr. 
Seaman. I have attended meetings 
where some of the National Group have 
been present and Mr, Seaman is con¬ 
sidered a leader among them and they 
look to him for advice and opinions on 
situations of national importance. In 
my opinion he has brought honor and 
credit to our city. 

He has always been most considerate 
not only of the public interest, but has 
endeavored to interpret the laws in a 
careful and equitable manner. It is my 
hope that Mayor Scully will give care¬ 
ful consideration before any move is 
made to disrupt an office which is so 
important and should at all times be 
headed by a very capable superintendent. 

As a member of the Master Builders 
Association of Allegheny County and a 
member of the Pittsburgh Builders 
Exchange, and with my contact with 
architects and engineers throughout the 
city I have heard no one condemn Mr. 
Seaman for any acts in connection 
with the duties of his office. Prom the 
great majority of these people I hear 
nothing but praise for him.

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 

Mr. Leonard arose to a question of per¬ 
sonal privilege and said: 

Mr. President:—I arise to a question 
of personal privilege. I am sorry that I 


got here a little late. I find introduced 
by request a bill renaming the play 
ground in “Soho” the “Judge Ralph H. 
Smith Playground and Recreation Cen¬ 
ter” and repealing the resoutlon nam¬ 
ing this playground the “Beulah Ken- 
nard Playground and Recreation Cen¬ 
ter.” The resolution was referred to 
committee for consideration tomorrow. 

If I had been here at the beginning 
of the meeting, I would have asked the 
Chair who presented the resolution to 
withhold putting it into Council. The 
newspapers within the last few days 
have carried articles commenting on 
this subject. A lot of civic clubs are 
also interested in the matter. I was 
called three or four times at my home 
yesterday by people who are also Inter¬ 
ested in not changing the name of this 
playground. 

I can see the sincerity of the Pro- 
thonotary, Dave Roberts, in ^king 
City* Council to change the name of 
the Kennard Playground: but on the 
other hand, I feel this way about it. 
Judge Smith was a very dear friend of 
mine, and I had as much respect for 
him as anybody else. I feel if Judge 
Smith were living he would not want 
this playground named in his honor. 

History shows that Miss Beulah Ken¬ 
nard, for whom this playground is 
named, was, before and after World War 
I, interested in playgrounds; in fact 
she served as a nurse during World 
War I, and during her term of service 
advocated the establishment and de¬ 
velopment of playgrounds. The news¬ 
papers state that the only way to curb 
juvenile delinquency is through play¬ 
ground activities, and this is what Miss 
Kennard has done for some 30 years. 

I do not think that her name should 
be removed from that playground. Too 
few public places are named honoring 
outstanding women of our city and 
country. The naming this playground 
for Miss Kennard shoiUd stand. 

In the letter from Mr. Roberts, which 
was no doubt written by a high 
powered press agent, he states that 
the people refer to this playground as 
the “Soho” Playground and not as the 
Kennard Playground. I do not see any¬ 
thing wrong with the name “Soho.” It 
helped to build this city, and the

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mills located in the lower end of the 
district were named “Soho.” 

I live near Lawrencevllle, and there 
is a playground located in Lawrence- 
ville, and although this playground is 
named after a prominent citizen of our 
city, Max G. Leslie, the people of the 
neighborhood call it Lawrence Park, 
and, you never heard of any Individual 
or groups coming in here asking us to 
change t-he name of that playground. I 
believe Miss Kennard has done as 
much for Pittsburgh as Mr. Leslie. 

I do not know what the procedure is, 
Mr. President, but I would like to 
appeal to you to withdraw this bill 
and not have it made a part of the 
record of this Council. I feel if the 
family of the late Judge Smith, or his 
many friends, were consulted, they 
would not agree to this name change. 
If this resolution is withdrawn, there 
will be no further debate in Coun¬ 
cil regarding it. 

Mr. McArdIc arose and said; 

Mr. President:—The fact of the mat¬ 
ter is that the bill is in Council, and 
was pre,sented in a legal way. I do not 
know why the Kennard Playground was 
named after Miss Kennard. Contrary to 
what the previous speaker has said, 
there are quite a few people interested 
in changing the name of this play- 
g;round to the Ralph H. Smith Play¬ 
ground. I think the people behind this 
movement are sincere. I do not think 
that anyone in this Council is in a 
position to say what Judge Smith would 
want. As I understand It, it Is the 
usual practice to name public buildings, 
public parks and playgrounds and swim¬ 
ming pools for prominent people who 
are dead. I am going to oppose with¬ 
drawing this bill from the records of 
Council I want it discussed in Coun¬ 
cil. It should be left to the wisdom of 
Council as to whether the name should 
be changed or not. I have not talked 
to anyone about it. The resolution was 
presented, and I want it discussed the 
same as any other piece of legislation 
that comes before the Council. 

Mr. Leonard said: 

Mr. President;—^Before closing, I want 
to say in answer to the previous speak¬ 
er that, I did not say what might be 
in the minds of other people; I know 


what is in my mind. I said that I was 
a follower of Judge Smith, especially in 
the last Gubernatorial fight in Penn¬ 
sylvania. 

Mr. President, I would like to add 
to my remarks. After the war we will 
have many post-war projects. I think 
Mr. McArdle is right in his remarks. 
The playground was named after a 
person who was Interested in curbing 
juvenile delinquency. I do not know 
much more than the previous speaker 
about her accomplishments. However, 
in the post-war program some public 
improvement could be named after 
Judge Smith. He was a great jurist 
and, civic leader. I do not know Miss 
Kennard. I am willing to vote to name 
some outstanding post-war public im¬ 
provement in honor of the late Judge 
Ralph H. Smith, but I feel the Kennard 
Playground should stay as it is present¬ 
ly named. 

The! Chair said: 

I honor the memory of Judge Ralph 
H. Smith. He was a hard working and 
outstanding jurist. I also know of the 
work done by Miss Kennard and of the 
many people who are interested in this 
name change. I am not going to vote 
to cause some hurt at least to a very 
worthy woman and her admirers. Never¬ 
theless a number of our citizens are In¬ 
terested in this matter, and at their 
request I presented the bill. I think the 
proper thing Is to have the bill con¬ 
sidered. Therefore, the bill will stand 
referred to the Committee on Public 
Works. 

IMr. Dcminlei’ aro.se to a question of per¬ 
sonal privilege, and said: 

Mr. President:—^Printed in the Mu¬ 
nicipal Record of the Minutes of Coun¬ 
cil meetings held January 31st, Febru¬ 
ary 21st and March 6th, 1944, there 
are statements regarding the question 
of quarterly allotments of appropria¬ 
tions to the various code accounts for 
the year 1944. 

So that the record may be complete, 

I ask leave to have printed in the 
Record the following sta.tement: 

In the meeting of the Committee on 
Finance held on Tuesday, March 7th, 
1944, there was presented by Mr. Wolk 
a statement regarding this matter of 
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quarterly allotments. This question, was 
discussed, and then Mr. Wolk presented 
the following motion: 

Mr. Wolk moved 

That the quarterly allotments 
as submitted by the Mayor be approved 
and the City Controller be instructed 
to restrict thq expenditures in accord¬ 
ance with the said quarterly allotments 
unless the same shall Jrave been ap¬ 
proved by the Committee on Finance of 
Council. 

This motion was passed with only 
one dissenting vote. 

At no time have I claimed that Mr. 
Wolk’s activity* and the actions of the 
Finance Committee of Council in the 
past regarding quarterly allotments 
have not been productive of some sav¬ 
ings. I, however, renew my statement 
made in the meeting of Council held 
January 31st, 1944: 

“I do not believe that the work re¬ 
quired in making this quarterly allot¬ 
ment is of enough value to Justify the 
same. I believe that strict instructions 
to all departments that they live within 
their appropriations for 1944 is a better 
and more satisfactory procedure.” 

For Illustrations, which confirm me 
in this opinion, I would present the 
following: 

In approximately 16 code accounts 
the cumulative appropriation allotments 
from January 1st, 1944, presented from 
the Mayor’s office, the full amounts of 
the appropriations are granted in the 
first quarter. 

In approximately 16 code accounts 
the entire yearly appropriations are 
allowed in the first two quarters, and 
in approximately 14 code accounts the 
yearly appropriations are allowed in 
the first three quarters. 

It does not appear reasonable to me 
to think that in these code accounts 
there will be no expenditures in the 
second, third and fourth quarters. 

In Code Account No. 1484, Supplies, 
in the Department of Public Safety, 
Bureau of Building Inspection, there is 
appropriated for the year, $300.00. Of 
this appropriation, $243.25 is allowed 
for the first quarter, which makes only 
$56.75 available in this account for the 
remaining three quarters. In this code 


account there was expended in the year 
1942, $389.53, and In the year 1943 the 
expenditures were $294.32. Since $243.25 
is set up for the first quarter of the 
year 1944, It is only reasonable to ex¬ 
pect that this account will require more 
than $56.75 for the remaining three 
quarters. 

In Code Account No. 1494, Materials, 
Department of Public Safety, Bureau of 
Traffic Planning, there is appropriated 
for the year 1944, $5,500.00. For the 
first quarter there is set up in this code 
account $1,957.27, which surely must be 
a mistake. According to the Controller’s 
report for December 31, 1943, the ap¬ 
propriations cancelled in this code ac¬ 
count for 1943 amounted to $7,693.57, 
which means that there must have been 
a number of unpaid; bills against this 
code account for 1943. The Department, 
in making up its budget requests for 
1944, based its request upon the thought 
that this vmexpended appropriation 
would be carried over into 1944, so as 
to meet these 1943 unpaid bills. The 
1943 unpaid bills amount to $2,400.00. 
From these figures we see that this code 
account must have additional funds 
transferred to it during 1944. 

In Code Account No. 1515, Materials, 
Department of Public Works, Division 
of Garage and Repair Shop, there is set 
up an appropriation of $250.00 for 1944, 
which entire appropriation is allocated 
to the first quarter. The original request 
to the Mayor for this code accour# was 
for $500.00. This amount was reduced 
in the Mayor’s budget by the Mayor’s 
office to $250.00. In 1943 the amount 
expended in this code account was 
$294.32, and to March 8, 1944, the Con¬ 
troller’s vouchers show an expenditure 
in this code account of $109.00. 

From the above illustrations one can 
•see that it is extremely difficult for any 
one to set up quarterly appropriations 
without taking all facts into considera¬ 
tion. 

I, personaly, cannot understand how 
the Mayor’s office was able between 
I February 24 and March 6, 1944, to pre- 
1 sent to us a satisfactory quarterly allot- 

I ' ment statement. 

I cannot make a motion in Finance 
Committee asking for the reconsidera¬ 
tion of the vote by which these quarter- 
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ly allotments were approved, but I hope 
some member may make such a motion 
In Committee on Finance tomorrow. 

In a letter dated March 10th, 1944, 
from Mr. William H. Wendt, Comptroller 
for the City of Milwaukee, Wisconsin, 
he states: 

“Referring to your letter of March 
8th, the City of Milwaukee does not 
make allotments of the budget ap¬ 
propriations. I am of the opinion, how¬ 
ever, that the cities of Philadelphia, 
Cincinnati, New York, St. Paul, Detroit, 
St. Louis, Kansas City, and Rochester, 
N. Y., do use the allotment system.” 

In the 1944 budget for the City of 
Milwaukee, the debt free city, Mr. Wendt 
has this sentence at the close of the 
preface: 

"I doubt if any city in the' country 
can show as carefully planned a finan¬ 
cial program as Milwaukee.” 

Tire following is a copy of a letter 1 
have received from Mr. W. B. Kellogg, 
City Manager of the City of Cincinnati, 
Ohio, under date of March 10th, 1944: 
“Mr. Walter B. Demmler, 

Council of the City of Pittsburgh 
Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania 
Dear Mr. Demmler:— 

I have your letter of March 8th, in 
which you ask about the allotments of 
our budget appropriations for the year 
1944, 

Tl# City of Cincinnati does not make 
quarterly allotments of our appropria¬ 
tions. The Appropriating Ordinance was 
passed on the first of January for the 
year, and expenditures are made by 
each department as needed. We believe 
that this allows the greatest flexibility 
in the handling of our funds and par¬ 
ticularly with regard to both labor and 
purchases. The expenditures of some 
of our departments ai'e fairly constant, 
but in others we try to take every ad¬ 
vantage of seasonal conditions. For in¬ 
stance, in our street repair program, if 
the weather is favorable and the frost 
out of the groxuid, there is a great deal 
of activity in getting the work under 
way, which calls for large expenditures 
both for labor and material. In the case 
of our River Pumping Station, coal is 
brought in by barges when river con¬ 
ditions are satisfactory. Time limita¬ 


tions on appropriations would not per¬ 
mit us to secure the greatest benefits 
in our municipal operations. 

I do not know of any city which sets 
up its yearly budget in quarterly allot¬ 
ments.

Mr. President, so that no time may 
be lost in having Council take action 
on the question of quarterly allotments 
for* the year 1944, I have presented a 
resolution and it was referred to the 
Finance Committee for consideration at 
its meeting tomorrow. 

Mr. Wolk arose to a question of personal 
privilege, and said: 

Mr. President: In answer to Mr. Demm¬ 
ler, I wish to state for the record that 
in the Finance Committee last Tuesday 
when the question of allotments was 
approved, he did not answer my re¬ 
marks with respect to the quarterly 
allotment system or make any state¬ 
ment whatsoever. But he attempts to 
do so today in the paper which he Just 
read and asks to be inserted in the 
printed record. 

I prepared a very lengthy statement 
for presentation to the Finance Com¬ 
mittee, and I -am not going to repeat 
at this time, all I had said. I did not 
intend to have that statement printed 
in the record. It is filed in the Finance 
Committee, and I did not want the 
City to go to the expense of printing 
a long statement which anybody in¬ 
terested can obtain by looking in the 
files. But inasmuch as Mr. Demmler 
has made a statement today for the 
printed record, I am compelled to ask 
that the statement I made on that oc¬ 
casion be made a part of the printed 
record also. 

I do not claim the quarterly allot¬ 
ment system is perfect. Improvements 
are made each year. Much has been 
done and it cannot help but do some 
good. The code accounts are divided 
on the basis of the appropriations that 
Council made. Council has control at 
all times. Nothing but benefit can come 
out of this arrangement. No harm. Of 
course, there should be corrections from 
time to time. What we really ought to 
have is somebody to watch the expend!- 
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tures day by day. I made the sugges¬ 
tion a few years ago. I hope the time 
will come when this Council will provide 
for someone who will coordinate the 
quarterly allotment with centralized 
purchasing, and then you will approach 
the ultimate objective. I just want to 
read one thing from my statement, a 
quotation from A. E. Buck on budget 
control. (Statement read). 

I do not say that the only pvupose 
of a quarterly allotment system is to 
save money. It is to obtain an efficient 
spending of money and the control of 
spending, so that expenditures do not 
exceed Income. That is t.he purpose of 
this system, and no other. It is true, 
in the first years, we saved considerable 
money, and that was because of the 
practice in the past of permitting too 
much money to be placed in code ac¬ 
counts. We should live within otu 
means, just like a family must do. 

I do not say that the system is per¬ 
fect. When you assemble figures in a 
quarterly allotment system you also 
have the human element Involved. You 
learn by experience to put the proper 
amount in the proper quarter. I say, 
in passing, we are in a war period. Be¬ 
cause of the war a greater laxity exists; 
but I am telling you right now if you 
do not prepare to have greater control 
In the expenditures of city money, when 
the war is over, when we have peace, 
if you do not have this control, If you 
do not take advantage of the experience 
that you had in the last four years and 
watch your purchases and make them 
in the proper quarter, this city will find 
itself in the position of continuous de¬ 
ficit financing. We have the records of 
1940, 1941, 1942 and 1943 that we can 
be proud of, and the newspapers have 
commented on that. If you will read 
back in the Spring of last year, you will 
find that two of our newspapers, after 
analyzing the record that we made for 
the period of 1940, 1941 and 1942, praised 
the City of Pittsburgh for its fiscal ad¬ 
ministration in those three years. 

Mr. McArdle arose and said: 

Mr. President;—1 did not intend to 
get into this discussion. 1 listened to 
it last Tuesday for an hour, and inas¬ 
much it is brought up today, I want 
to reiterate what I said and to add a 
little more to that statement. In the 


first place, Mr. Wolk says that he hopes 
that this Council will provide someone 
to coordinate and supervise the expendi¬ 
tures of city finances. Let us look at 
the record, as A1 Smith says. The Mayor 
of the City of Pittsburgh submits to 
the Council of the City of Pittsburgh 
a budget which estimates what it will 
cost to operate the city for the next 
12 months. The City Council goes over 
that budget and makes its appropria¬ 
tions. It levies a tax to bring in suf¬ 
ficient revenue to meet those appropria¬ 
tions. The Treasurer begins to collect 
taxes. The money that is allocated to 
each department Is under the jurisdic¬ 
tion and expended, from an expenditiue 
standpoint, by the Mayor and the di¬ 
rectors of the several departments, with 
the approval of Council. You do not 
need any control over expenses. You do 
not need any quarterdly budget, or 
semi-annual budget along those lines. 

It is just a big hullabaloo to create a 
lot of fanfare for somebody to try to 
tell the Council how the City can be 
run cheaper. They do not come in here 
with concrete cases to show us how to 
save money. If the directors appointed 
by t.be Mayor and confirmed by this 
Council carry out their duties as re¬ 
quired by law, no check should be nec¬ 
essary on the money they spend. This 
is only March and money is being trans¬ 
ferred from one code account to another. 
Some departments are transferring this 
money supposedly appropriated for four 
periods of the year, and yet they will 
go out and argue that we are operating 
on a balanced budget. Every time a 
director of a department comes before 
Council and says he must have this or 
that amount of money, that it is an 
emergency, he gets it. Council controls 
the purse sti-ings and Council is the 
only body that controls the expendi¬ 
tures, whether the department wants 
to purchase something in January or 
December. They must keep within their 
appropriations because we only ap¬ 
propriate so much money to them. This 
business of quarterly budgeting, in my 
opinion, does not mean a thing. Be¬ 
cause of the war we are at a disad¬ 
vantage in making purchases. The Di¬ 
rector of the Department of Supplies 
continually appears before Council and 
asks authority to buy certain materials 
without taking bids. We cannot get 
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bids. If we need lumber, tlie depart¬ 
ment goes out in the open market to 
buy, and if we need asphalt within 
certain seasons of the year, they do the 
same thing. We need the cooperation 
of the directors in the matter of pur¬ 
chases. It is their duty to save as much 
money as they can. This is only the 
l.hlrd month of the year and already 
we are transferring money alloted for 
the four quarter payrolls. I do not 
think it is a fair statement for Mr. 
Wolk that this Council should provide 
someone to coordinate city purchases. 
The City has a purchasing agent and 
all materials and supplies, etc., are 
purchased through his department, and 
I think our purchasing agent is doing 
a good Job. The way to start balancing 
the budget is to refuse these transfers. 
The Chair said: 

Gentlemen, Mr. Wolk has requested 
that his statement made before the 
Finance Committee last Tuesday be 
made a part of the record of this meet¬ 
ing. Is there any objection to that? 
The Chair hearing none, the statement 
will be printed in full in the minutes 
of today’s meeting. 

The statement of Mr. Wolk is as 
follows: 

FOUR YEARS OP BUDGET CONTROL 
WITH CENTRALIZED PURCHASING 
by 

COUNCILMAN A. L. WOLK 

The most essential characteristic of 
a budget is equilibrium, that is the 
attainment of a balance between an¬ 
ticipated income and estimated expendi- 
tui’es. This balance should be preserved 
throughout t.he year. Usually, however, 
as soon as the budget has been voted, 
interest in budgetry equilibrium wanes. 
No attempt is thereafter made to ascer¬ 
tain whether, during the entire fiscal 
period, a balanced condition will obtain 
in the operation of the budget. 

With this in mind, on April 2nd, 1940, 
I made a motion which was adopted 
unanimously by the Finance Committee, 
to control the expenditures for the six 
months’ period ending, June 30, 1940, 
and for the nine months period ending 
September 30, 1940. To more effectively 
set t.he quotas for these periods, the 
Budget Controller was directed to make 


an investigation of the proposed ex¬ 
penditures and to recommend to the 
Finance Committee definite quotas for 
each code account for these periods, 
which recommendations were made and 
adopted. 

By September, 1940, it was Indicated 
that the income of the City would not 
come up to what Council had antici¬ 
pated. To avert a real serious financial 
situation, something drastic had to be 
done. On October 1st, the code accounts 
would be released with no control, par¬ 
ticularly as to the unexpended balances 
in the quotas for the nine months’ 
period ending September 30, 1940. 

On September 30, 1940, I made a 
motion before the Finance Committee 
that the quota of expenditures in each 
code account for the last quarter ending 
December 31, 1940, with the exception 
of salaries and wages, be fixed at a sum 
equal to the difference between the ap¬ 
propriation credit for the entire year 
and the quota that had been fixed for 
the nine months’ period ending Sep¬ 
tember 30, 1940, and at the same time 
I moved that all unexpended surpluses 
in al code accounts for the quotas for 
the period ending September 30, 1940, 
be frozen, subject only to the control 
of the Finance Committee. 

At that time, I made the following 
statement as to what must be done to 
obtain budget equilibrium:— 

“May I emphasize the importance of 
continuous balancing of both expendi¬ 
tures and income. On the expenditure 
side of the budget particularly, periodical 
definite detailed work programs should 
be projected for each spending agency. 
To obtain effective results, some agency 
must watch carefully day by day ex¬ 
penditures. This is not a simple task. 
It requires the full cooperation of Di¬ 
rectors and Bureau heads. Budgetary 
equilibrium cannot be attained by fol¬ 
lowing the path of least resistance. The 
Directors of the various departments 
must impress upon their subordinates 
the necessity of being budgpt control 
minded. However, I am firmly con¬ 
vinced that if a serious attempt is 
made in the last quarter of this year, 
to obtain the objectives sought by the 
motions I will now offer, that we will 
be on the road, through the experience 
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gained this year, to real budgetary con¬ 
trol in 1941.” 

In the first year of operation of 
budget control, the system may have 
been crude and cumbersome, but it 
laid the foundation lor the following 
years, and it did result in a savings of 
about two hundred thousand dollars. 

This was the beginning of a system 
for the control of current expenditures 
in the City of Pittsburgh by quarterly 
allotments of the annual appropriations. 

The experience of the first year (really 
nine months) did serve to establish a 
principle. In the preparation of the 
1941 budget, the Quarterly Allotment 
Budget Control System became a fixed 
part of the regular budgetary procedure. 

On December 27, 1940, after the ap¬ 
propriation ordinance for 1941 had been 
passed by Council, I made a motion 
requiring the department heads before 
January 31, 1941, to estimate in each 
of the four quarters on the basis of the 
appropriation ordinance, the expected 
encumbrances, except salaries and wages, 
on a form to be prescribed by the 
Budget Controller according to the fol¬ 
lowing instructions: 

"1. The appropriation for each code 
account is to be divided into code 
classes and each code class is to be sup¬ 
ported by a detailed list of commodi¬ 
ties, units, estimated unit prices and 
estimated costs, within each code class, 
similar to the Detail of Departmental 
Estimates prepared on Form C-134 for 
the Annual Departmental Estimates. 

‘‘2. These estimates shall also show 
for each commodity in four additional 
columns, one for each calendar quarter 
of the fiscal year, the calendar quarter 
in which the code account is to 'be en¬ 
cumbered for such commodity. 

"3. The totals for the cede classes are 
to be summarized showing, the amount 
to be encumbered ini each quarter for 
each code class, as well as the total 
amount to be encumbered in each 
quarter for each code account. 

‘‘4. In view of the fact that the ap¬ 
propriation ordinance for 1941 provides 
that all encumbrances incui-red prior to 
January 1, 1941, for which services have 
not actually been rendered or supplies, 
materials or equipment actually de¬ 
livered prior to December 31, 1940, 


should be charged to the 1941 appro¬ 
priation accounts, each department 
should ascertain the amounts of such 
encumbrances and chai’ge them as en-’ 
cumbrances for the first quarter of 
1941. 

“5. The department heads may sub¬ 
mit such additional data which they 
feel will justify their program of quar¬ 
terly encumbrances. 

"6. Code Accounts mean the code 
symbols which are set forth in the 
ordinance making appropriations to pay 
the expenses for conducting the public 
business of the City of Pittsburgh for 
the fiscal year 1941. 

“7. Code classes mean the classifica¬ 
tions promulgated February 1, 1913, and 
known as Standard Code Classification 
of Expenditures.” 

At that time I made the following 
statement, which I believe, applies as 
significantly today to the matter before 
us. 

“All we intend to accomplish by this 
motion is real scientific budget control. 
It is our intention to have a closer con¬ 
trol of budget expenditures in 1941, and 
to force the departments to live within 
the amounts of money allotted in each 
code account, and I am requesting them 
to give the Finance Committee certain 
detailed information whic.h will make 
our task in the future less burdensome.” 

The forms on which the departments 
make their budgetary requests were re¬ 
vised in preparation of the 1942 budget, 
and the Mayor issued rather lengthy in¬ 
structions to the departments, bureaus 
and divisions, instructing them on the 
preparation of the new form. Speaking 
on the quarterly allotments, the Mayor 
had this to say in his Instructions which 
inter alia, explained their objective and 
purpose:— 

"Purpose of Budget Control by Quarterly 

Allotments 

“The quarterly allotment system is 
set up as a means of budg;et control 
during the year. The major purpose of 
this budget control is to provide a 
method so that each department ex¬ 
pends no more than the amount orig¬ 
inally appropriated to it for each of 
its code accounts and that transfer to 
code accounts be eliminated wherever 















































































possible. The purpose, therefore, of 
budget control can be briefly stated 
that each department live within its 
original appropriations and that these 
appropriations should not be exceeded 
by requesting the Mayor and City Coun¬ 
cil to make transfers to code accounts. 

“Another major purpose of quarterly 
budget control is the establishment of 
a coordinated purchasing program, to¬ 
gether with a more systematic method 
of requisitioning items from the de¬ 
partment of supplies, that Is to issue 
requisitions for all known needs for 
each quarter at least fifteen days before 
the beginning of each calendar quarter. 
“Quarterly Allotments not limited to 
25 Percent of Code Account 
“It is intended that the appropriations 
be expended in accordance with the best 
administrative experience and that the 
quarterly allotments be made on the 
basis of actual needs and the best pro¬ 
curement policy rather than limiting 
them to 25 percent for each quarter. 
However, there is no reason for over¬ 
loading the first quarter or any other 
quarter for any year. Through careful 
planning the expenditures can be spread 
over the quarters in reasonable even 
amounts. Normally, departments should 
not expect to encumber more than 50 
percent of their appropriations for the 
first two quarters of the year. 

“In certain cases where food and 
other items are contracted for on a six- 
month basis, it will be necessary to 
provide for these purchases in the first 
and third quarter^ and this would be 
a reasonable exception to the even 
spread of expenditures over the quarter. 

“In the case of appropriations for 
equipment, especially where the funds 
requested are for large items, it would 
not be possible to spread funds evenly 
over quarters and it may be necessary 
to put the entire amoxmt of a code

account in one quarter. 

“When items are difficult to procure, 
they should be ordered as soon as the 
appropriations are approved by the 
Mayor, that is in the first quarter of 
the year, so that funds need not be 
carried over until the next year." 

At the request of Mayor Scully each 
year, the departments are following this 
procedure and have cooperated very 
well. Each department submits its 
budget requests with a detailed state¬ 
ment of all items which it plans to 
purchase and the quarter in which the 
purchases will be made. 

When the Mayor revises the budget 
requests, the quarterly allotments are 
adjusted accordingly before submission 
to Council. When Council makes its 
final appropriations, the allotments are 
again revised, as presented before us 
today for the year 1944. 

Council then reviews the allotments, 
and if satisfied with them, instructs 
the City Controller to permit no ex¬ 
penditures from any code account dur¬ 
ing any quarter in excess of the quar¬ 
terly allotment. If a department con¬ 
sumes its quarterly allotment, the Con¬ 
troller will authorize no further expendi¬ 
tures until the next quarter Is reached 
unless specifically so authorized by 
Council. 

It is rather difficult to measure the 
exact monetary savings Implicit in budget 
control. During the first year of its 
operation, a comparison was made by 
an impartial agency of the unexpended 
appropriations of that year with the 
three years previous, and this agency 
came to the conclusion that an annual 
saving of $200,000.00 could be honestly 
attributed to the budget control system. 

The following table shows an im¬ 
portant economy in the City’s opera¬ 
tions. Since 1940, unexpended balances 
each year have remained high.

is the difference between actual can¬ 
cellations of appropriations since tiie 
adoption of budget controls (which were 
3.07 per cent of total departmental ap¬ 
propriations) and the theoretical can¬ 
cellations which would have taken place 
if the pre-control rate of only 1.74 per 
cent cancellations had continued. 

It should be remembered that each 
year of budget control was reflected in 
smaller appropriations since the expendi¬ 
tures of the year before are the guide 
in budget-making. Despite this, the rate 
of cancellations has continued. It is 
also true that the four years in which 
budget control has been applied were 
years of rising prices, in which the 
final costs paid for commodities were 
often higher than those projected when 
appropriations were made. This too 
should have operated to reduce can¬ 
cellations. 

The savings heretofore mentioned are 
not confined to the year they first occur. 
It cannot be emphasized too often, that 
the savings of one year under the 
budget control system are partially re¬ 
curring savings in subsequent years. 
For example at least the savings of 
about $200,000.00 for 1940 were in the 
main definitely reflected in the budget 
for 1941, and were therefore, auto¬ 
matically savings for 1941. Every code 
account for 1940 was examined carefully 
as to unexpended balances, and the 
savings were reflected in the same code 
accounts for 1941 by appropriate reduc¬ 
tions. Eventually when the budget con¬ 
trol system is working perfectly, pre¬ 
paration of a budget should be so 


the approximate amounts required ex¬ 
cept in emergencies, and no further 
substantial savings should be antici¬ 
pated during the year. The ultimate 
piurpose of scientific budget control is 
to control and limit expenditures to 
those which are necessary and not 
wasteful, and to make expenditures so 
that they do not exceed revenues during 
any year. 

The Municipal Finance is a magazine 
published by The Municipal Finance 
Officers’ Association of the United States 
and Canada. Our City Controller is a 
member thereof. The issue of February, 
1941, was confined entirely to Budget 
Procedure. In one of the articles, 
‘‘Whither the Budget” by A. E. Buck, 
of the Institute of Public Instruction, 
New York City, Mr. Buck had the fol¬ 
lowing to say on Budget Control Allot¬ 
ments:— 

‘‘One of the most promising develop¬ 
ments of the depression period is the 
rapidly expanding use of executively 
controlled allotments or apportionments 
in the execution of the budget. ‘These 
allotments are usually supported by an 
administratively prepared work program, 
which means the extension of planning 
to the months and quarters of the year 
in which the budget plan is actually 
being realized. This method of control 
bids fair to supplant the old devices, 
such as penalties for exceeding legisla¬ 
tive authorizations, highly rigidly item¬ 
ized appropriations, and so on. It not 
only introduces continuous planning in 
the course of spending, but it enables 
control to be exercised over the rate at 
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which appropriations are spent during 
the fiscal year. Then it has another 
virtue; if estimated revenues fall to 
materialize within the year, it permits 
expenditures to be systematically re¬ 
duced below the level authorized by the 
appropriations . . . The allotment meth¬ 
od of controlling the expenditures of 
appropriations, usually on a quarterly 
basis, seems to be working effectively 
in several states, as well as in a number 
of cities and other local units.” 

There are many benefits of budget 
control which cannot be measured in 
terms of actual demonstrable savings. 
Among these indirect benefits are: 

1. It constitutes a work program by 
means of which the City will have a 
plan for its current operating expendi¬ 
tures. 

2. It provides an opportunity to re¬ 
view the administrative program every 
three months and so to revise It if 
necessary. 

3. A common experience in City gov¬ 
ernment is for a department head to 
announce in October that his funds for 
the year are exhausted, that he has 
perhaps 50 payroll employees and no 
materials for them to work with. It Is 
usual in such case for the City Council 
to appropriate extra funds to buy the 
materials and keep the men working. 
Budget control provides facilities for 
keeping department expenditures within 
the annropriations as provided by City 
Council. 

4. It .serves as an aid in keeping the 
year’s expenditures within revenues. If 
revenue estimates fail to materialize, 
expenditures can thereupon be syste¬ 
matically reduced below the original 
appropriation. 

5. It serves as a basis for more in¬ 
telligent annual budgeting. 

6. It provides proper correlation be¬ 
tween budgeting and purchasing pro¬ 
cedure. 

While all these merits of the budget 
control system exercised their beneficial 
effects upon the City’s governmental 
practices, its assistance in! keeping the 
City’s expenditures within its revenues, 
has been particularly important. 

It is no mere coincidence that for 
the years 1940, 1941 and 1942 that the 
City of Pittsburgh operated on a bal¬ 


anced budget for the three year period. 
And for 1943 in spite of the unfore¬ 
seen tremendous loss of revenue due to 
further reductions in assessments over 
which Council had no control, the de¬ 
ficit was only about $340,000.00 for that 
year. 

The large unprecedented amount of 
unexpended appropriations in 1943 is 
no doubt the dii'ect result of Council’s 
realization that the estimated revenues 
would not materialize. As early as June, 
1943, Council’s attention was called; to 
the decline in revenues. Thereafter 
Council made every effort to keep ex¬ 
penditures down, and in October froze 
unexpended quotas for the three pre¬ 
vious quarters, with the result that the 
City was able to offset a large portion 
of the loss of revenue amounting to 
$937,798.00, by keeping its expenditures 
down. 

It is apparent, therefore, that if the 
City is to keep out of the red in the 
future, as long as such uncertainly 
exists, that the budget control system 
will play a very important part in keep¬ 
ing expenditures within the revenues. 

The 1944 quarterly allotments for 
the various code accounts, except sal¬ 
aries and wages, are before the Finance 
Committee for approval today. 'The de¬ 
partments have used the experience of 
four years in t.heir preparation. There 
can be nothing but benefits realized 
from the approval of these allotments. 

Pittsburgh has been a pioneer in the 
field of allotment budget control. Other 
governmental units are fcdlowing the 
practice. We cannot go back. We must 
go forward. Let us strengthen the sys¬ 
tem, not weaken it. 

CENTRALIZED PURCHASING 

Budget Control presupposes a real 
centralized purchasing system to obtain 
the most effective results. 

It is my opinion that the Charter 
Act of Pittsburgh, as amended, provides 
the authority for such a system. Under 
such a system, the purchasing agent 
has full control over purchases, but also 
has complete power to refuse requests 
to purchase items if in his judgment 
the requests are unwarranted. 

The Act of May 11, 1911 and June 
29, 1923, provide as follows; 

“The Department of Supplies shall 
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have the direction, control, and admin¬ 
istration of the purchase and supply of 
all personal property, required in the 
conduct of the business of the City. 
All other departments shall obtain such 
personal property by requisition upon 
the Department of Supplies, and not 
by purchase direct. The manner and 
form of such I'equisition may be pre¬ 
scribed by ordinance, or, in default 
thereof, by standing rule of the Depart¬ 
ment of Supplies. All appropriations of 
money for the purchase and supply or 
such personal property shall be made 
to and expended by, the Department or 
Supplies: and all contracts for the pur¬ 
chase of such personal property shall 
be made and entered into by and with 
the Mayor and Director of the Depart¬ 
ment of Supplies, in the manner now 
required by law.” 

You will note that all appropriations 
of money for the purchase and supply 
of personal property shall be made to 
and be expended by, the Department of 
Supplies. This clearly indicates that the 
Legislature intended that the Director 
of Supplies should have complete con¬ 
trol as to whether or not certain sup¬ 
plies requested are needed. For con¬ 
venience Council has made the ap¬ 
propriations for supplies direct to the 
various departments. An impression has 
been obtained thereby that the Direc¬ 
tor of Supplies has no discretionary 
power as to the need of purchasing. 
This is fallacious and should be cor¬ 
rected. 

In the early part of 1940, I was asked 
by Mayor Scully to explain to the de¬ 
partment heads and the various chief 
clerks the program I had suggested to 
him for a real centralized purchasing 
system as a part of budget control. Mr. 
Henry J. Yute, the Director of Supplies, 
in charge of the purchasing, was in 
complete accord with the program. Tire 
Mayor informed t.hose present that he 
was in complete accord also with the 
program, and directed that in the 
future that the Director of Supplies 
would have complete control of supplies, 
and this control included the power to 
refuse requests for supplies if, in his 
opinion, they were not needed at the 
time, and the only appeal from such a 
decision was to the Mayor himself. Mr. 
Yute started immediately to develop a 


program of standardization of com¬ 
modities and specifications, and a pro¬ 
gram to obtain the maximum ef¬ 
ficiency in purchasing. It was a dif¬ 
ficult job and required tremendous 
patience. 

You will recall that the last item of 
the six merits of the budget control 
system states that “It provides proper 
correlation between budgeting and pur¬ 
chasing procedure.” This correlation was 
definitely established in 1941 when the 
budget control system was fully estab¬ 
lished. As indicated earlier, the quarterly 
budget allotment forms, prescribed for 
the compilation of data, show what each 
department is going to spend its money 
for and when. This division of expendi¬ 
tures into quarters, aside from the con¬ 
trol of expenditures, was intended to 
tie in with a proper purchasing system, 
so that the department of supplies could 
take these quarterly allotments and 
could ascertain when the various de¬ 
partments would do their buying and 
try to consolidate purchases so that 
there would not be so many requisitions 
issued each year. In order to put this 
system into effect, during the month of 
January, 1941, there were a series of 
meetings held with all the chief clerks 
of the various departments, bureaus, 
and divisions with the view of acquaint¬ 
ing them with the quarterly allotment 
system. The result of this series of 
meetings is very apparent as will be 
noticed in the following tabulation. 
The number of requisitions has been 
reduced from 12,782 in 1940 to 6,723 in 
1943, or a reduction of 47^^ per cent. 
The number of inquiries has also been 
reduced from 8,468 in 1940 to 4,640 iiv

On March 18th, 1941, the Mayor sent 
to every department head a manual 
prepared under the supervision of the 
Director of Supplies, outlining a pro¬ 
cedure for ordering items from the De¬ 
partment of Supplies. 

The letter of the Mayor, accompany¬ 
ing same explains the benefits of cen- 
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trallzed purchasing and is worth re¬ 
peating hei'e and is quoted below: 

"One of the Justified criticisms of 
municipal administration is its failure 
to adjust its administrative methods to 
changing conditions. Too often do we 
find municipal officials whose only rea¬ 
son for doing things in a certain man¬ 
ner is that it has been done so for the 
past twenty-five years. This administra¬ 
tion has been striving to furnish the 
people of Pittsburgh not only with the 
services desired under present economic 
and social conditions, but also to ad- ! 
minister its function in a manner 
adapted to present day conditions. 

"With this in mind, Director Henry 
J. Yute has been studying for two years 
the commodities purchased by the vari¬ 
ous City agencies through the Depart¬ 
ment of Supplies, as to kind, quantity, 
quality, and time of requisition and 
purchase, with the objective of develop¬ 
ing the mechanics of purchase so as to 
permit the City tO\ obtain its supplies 
not only at the lowest possible cost, 
but in the most timely and convenient 
manner. 

“The Department of Supplies, in full 
cooperation with the other City Depart¬ 
ments, has been standardizing certain 
supply items used by the several City 
departments. In developing these stand¬ 
ards the Department of Supplies has 
also adopted, with the aid of the other 
City departments, specifications for 
many items purchased. This has been 
done In order to eliminate the reliance 
on brand-named products, thus assur¬ 
ing the City of obtaining the proper 
commodity and, at the same time, af¬ 
fording every reliable dealer, providing 
his product is equal in content with 
those of his competitors, an opportunity 
to compete for the City's business, re¬ 
gardless of the trade name that his 
product may carry. 

"Through this practice, which is con¬ 
stantly being extended, the Department 
of Supplies has greatly increased the 
number of items it carries in its ware¬ 
house stock, and the number of items 
for which it has annual, semi-annual, 
and quarterly price contracts. With con¬ 
tinued inter-departmental cooperation, 
this practice will enable the Department 
of Supplies to furnish each department 
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with its purchases conveniently and 
with dispatch. 

"To that end, eac.h department is 
urged to examine the commodities it 
buys with a view of determining the 
advisability of placing them in the 
warehouse or under a price contract, If 
they are not now supplied in either of 
these manners. 

“In order to expedite the work of the 
Department of Supplies, each depart¬ 
ment head is requested to put in prac¬ 
tice the procedure outlined in the at¬ 
tached Instructions. These instructions 
outline a workable procedure for re¬ 
quisitioning items from the Department 
of Supplies. 

“It should be pointed out .here that 
laws relating to governmental purchas¬ 
ing are so framed as to protect the tax¬ 
payer against abuses by unscrupulous 
governmental officials, consequently, the 
purchasing procedure requires a certain 
amount of red tape and is sometimes 
annoying to those who need the com¬ 
modities quickly, especially those ac¬ 
customed to buying practices used by 
private agencies. This administration is 
in favor of laws that provide proper 
protection to the taxpayers without 
unduly complicating the machinery of 
government, and shall therefore expect 
every City employee to live up to the 
letter of the law. Proper budget, finan¬ 
cial, and procurement planning should 
enable the City departments to over¬ 
come most of these inconveniences. 

“All department heads and their em¬ 
ployees of the City administration are 
expected to cooperate to the fullest ex¬ 
tent in making this new plan success¬ 
ful. Suggestions for the further ex¬ 
tension of these improvements not only 
in the Department of Supplies but in 
all other City departments are solicited.” 

The manual of instructions for order¬ 
ing supplies described the various meth¬ 
ods by which supplies are acquired by 
the City of Pittsburgh so that the 
various ordering agencies could utilize 
t.he most expeditious system possible. 
The manual also indicated the approxi¬ 
mate length of time that would be re¬ 
quired to fill an order. The time re¬ 
quired for validating orders varies from 
seven days to sixty days depending on 
the type of system utilized and they 







are listed as follows:

It will be noted from this tabulation 
that the Items that can be delivered 
most quickly are those which are stored 
In the warehouse followed by those for 
which price contracts exist. It might 
also be indicated that in both of those 
items it is possible to do quantity buy¬ 
ing and obtain better prices under nor¬ 
mal circumstances. The table referred 
to earlier, which showed the reduction 
in the number of inquiries and requisi¬ 
tions, indicates definitely that the de¬ 
partments have become accustomed to 
using the warehouse and price contract 
system in preference to the inquiry 
system. This was also brought about 
largely by standardization of supplies. 
It should be pointed out here that it 
costs approximately $3.00 to clear each 
requisition, and a reduction from 12,782 
requisitions to 6,723 requisitions means 
a savings of about $18,000. The reduc¬ 
tion in requisitions also indicates that 
the departments are consolidating their 
various purchases into one requisition 
rather than requisitioning on the De¬ 
partment of Supplies as they need the 
material, thereby enabling the depart¬ 
ment to purchase in larger quantities. 
All of these factors tend to prove the 
value of the budget control system as 
an aid to centralized purchasing system. 

This manual of instructions not only 
indicated the method by which supplies 
are purchased by the City, but also 
gave instructions as to when requisitions 
should be filed. A schedule was set for 
the date when requisitions should be 
filed for delivery in the particular quar¬ 
ter. This was set up as follows: 

Filing Date Quarter 

December 15-January 1 to March 31 

March 15-April 1 to June 30 

June 15-July 1 to September 30 

December 15--October 1 to December 31 
In order to expedite delivery of ma¬ 


terials the manual also suggested that 
separate requisitions be prepared for 
items which were in the warehouse, 
items for which there were price con¬ 
tracts, etc., so that an entire requisi¬ 
tion does not have to be held up be¬ 
cause one of the items requires adver¬ 
tising for bids and may take about 45 
days instead of 7 days Indicated in the 
amount of time necessary for warehouse 
items. The manual also described how 
the quarterly allotment system should 
be tied in with the purchasing and 
ordering, system all the way through. 
Finally, the manual includes a list of 
all of the items arranged by code num¬ 
ber and also cross Indexed alphabetically 
that are available in the warehouse and 
a similar list of all of the items for 
which price contracts exist. All other 
items require either inquiries or special 
contracts. 

Accompanying this centralized pur¬ 
chasing system, which was described 
earlier, there was also a thought given 
to establishing standards for ordering 
and using of materials and supplies so 
as to eliminate the use of trademarks 
and obtain large scale buying advantages. 
For example, in the matter of stationery, 
it had been the practice, heretofore, for 
each department to order stationery 
separately, giving the name of the de¬ 
partment, department head, and the 
same thing for each bureau and di¬ 
vision. Envelopes were similarly printed. 
This system was abolished and a uni¬ 
form standard stationery was furnished 
to all departments and one envelope 
for the entire City of Pittsburgh. This 
system resulted in obtaining a much 
better price. In the entire City of Pitts¬ 
burgh there are approximately 200,000 
letterheads used and under the past 
system it was necessary to order as low 
as 1,000 letterheads and envelopes for 
certain bureaus. All of these orders 
are now being combined into one order, 
which has enabled the City to obtain 
a much better price. Standardization of 
many more commodities has enabled the 
City to place in the warehouse many 
items which formerly had to be pur¬ 
chased through separate inquiries. Un¬ 
fortunately, wartime conditions make 
it Impossible to extend this standardi25a- 
tion to the ultimate degree, however, 
efforts are continuing to keep the varla- 
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tions In use in so far as possible to a 
minimum. It is hoped that when the 
war emergency is over that this entire 
problem will again be revived and a 
real effort be made toward standardiza¬ 
tion. 

The emergencies of war conditions, 
with shortages of manpower and the 
difficulty of obtaining materials of all 
kinds, have given a certain plausibility 
to t.he arguments of those who would 
like to relax the controls. Certainly, the 
difficulties of operation in war time are 
Increased many fold, but it has proved 
possible and practical to continue the 
system and make progress in all direc¬ 
tions. Instead of relaxing in our efforts 
to achieve real centralized purchasing, 
we should prepare and lay plans for 
the post war period, so that the system 
will be complete in every respect. One 
forward step should be taken im¬ 
mediately, and that is the preparation 
of a complete running inventory of all 
personal property owned by the City. 

The Quarterly Allotment Budget Con¬ 
trol System with real Centralized Pur¬ 


chasing has been a significant achieve¬ 
ment of this Administration. We have 
not completed the Job, but we have 
made tremendous progress in both di¬ 
rections. Let us resolve to continue our 
efforts through these instruments of a 
sound fiscal policy, to make Pittsburgh 
outstanding among well-governed cities.

Mr. President:—Council Bill No. 343, 
Pile No. 167, provides for the purchase 
of a new automobile for the use of 
City Council. In fairness to the City 
and all City departments, Council should 
state whether or not the funds neces¬ 
sary for the purchase of this auw- 
moblle were included in the budget re¬ 
quests of Council for 1944 when sub¬ 
mitted to the Mayor. Council has been 
very careful in the purchase of new 
automobiles for any department of the 
City and has been asking for a detailed 
statement giving the reasons and needs 
for such purchase. In these times of 
stress, I do not believe that Council 
should purchase a new automobile in 
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view of the rationing of gasoline and 
tlie Government’s requests for coopera¬ 
tion. 

Council Bill No. 292, Pile No. 164, 
Includes the transfer of $2,500.00 for 
the puichase of this new automobile 
for City Council. With this request for 
transfer of funds there is no statement 
regarding the need, and it fails to 
comply with Council Resolution No. 31, 
passed by Council on February 7, 1944, 
relative to the transfer of funds. 

In a meeting of the Finance Commit- 
teee held March 14th, when this ordi¬ 
nance was under consideration, Pitts¬ 
burgh was compared with other cities 
in the use of city-owned automobiles. 
If Pittsburgh were to adopt and put 
into practice the control and operation 
of city-owned automobiles, the way it 
is done in some of the cities I have 
visited, it might be that I would vote 
for the purchase of a new automobile 
for the use of City Council. Mention 
was made of the fact that recently our 
Council automobile was not In proper 
condition. I know that automobiles can 
be made available to meet the needs 
of Council. 

In the purchase of a new automobile, 
Ordinance No. 13 of January 27, 1914, 
should be complied with. Part of this 
Ordinance reads as follows: 

“That on and after the approval of 
this Ordinance the Chief of Motor Ve¬ 
hicles in the Department of Mayor and 
the Directors of the several departments 
of the City government shall be and 
they are hereby directed to have all 
automobiles and auto trucks, except the 
passenger automobile assigned for the 
use of the Mayor, which are the prop¬ 
erty of the City of Pittsburgh and are 
used in the several departments or 
bureaus under their charge, lettered in 
a conspicuous place on both sides and 
the back of the body with the words 
‘City of Pittsburgh' in block letters of 
not less than four (4) inches in height 
and in a w.hite color on a black or 
blackened background.” 

Mr. McArdle arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I arise to oppose the 
motion of Mr. Demmler. I think that 
anyone who wanted to find out the 
condition of Council's car could very 
easily do that; he would find it is not 


in good condition; that it has been in 
the garage for repairs numerous times, 
and that it cannot be repaired. 

Certainly, there are a lot of argu¬ 
ments that could be advanced why we 
should not purchase a new automobile. 
On the other hand, transportation for 
members of Council on public business 
cannot be arranged for' by the various 
city departments. I think the gentle¬ 
man knows or ought to know that the 
members of Council could not get co¬ 
operation from the department in the 
matter of tow trucks. That knowledge 
was transmitted verbally to us last week. 
Everybody knows that gas rationing has 
nothing to do with it, because ever 
since we had the car it has not been 
without gas, and it comes under the 
regulations of the O. P. A. This is be¬ 
cause the car is used for city business 
only. 

Council is entitled to an automobile 
and always has had one. We are en¬ 
titled to an automobile more than a 
lot of directors of departments who 
have them—and Mr. Demmler has voted 
to provide these departmental cars. Are 
we supposed to walk to look at matters 
that are called to Council’s attention? 
Are we supposed to walk or ride in 
street cars while a lot of directors and 
chief clerks have automobiles? So far 
as the name “City of Pittsburgh” being 
printed in 4-inch letters in white on 
the Council car, I am opposed to it. I 
did not vote to put this lettering on 
city-owned automobiles. I think it is 
casting a reflection on the membership. 
If I use the car I do not care whether 
it has 12-inch letters on it. I am not 
going to vote for Mr. Demmler’s mo¬ 
tion. A number of members who voted 
against this ordinance in committee 
have voted to purchase new automobiles 
for department heads. If they want to 
economize, let them refuse to vote to 
purchase new cars for department heads. 

I hope this Council rejects the motion 
offered by Mr. Demmler and will vote 
to purchase a new car for Council. 

So far as furnishing a reason for the 
transfer of money, everybody knows 
that we are the ones empowered to 
make the transfer of funds. If a ma¬ 
jority of the members of Council ap¬ 
prove such a transfer, I think that is 
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sufficient notice or reason for its pas¬ 
sage.

REPORTS OF CO^r.MITTEES

■Mr. Denunler arose and said; 

Mr. President:—^These remarks refer 
to the resolution on quarterly allotments 
now properly before Council for action. 
Any one who wishes to leave now or 
during the course of my remarks should 
feel at liberty to do so. The resolution 
is Council Bill No. 329, Pile No. 176, and 
requires the setting up of quarterly 
allotments, for .some of the offices and 
for the departments of this City, of the 
1944 appropriations. I wish to call at¬ 
tention to some of the faults and 
failures of this resolution. 

First: This resolution states: 

“RESOLVED, That the quarterly allot¬ 
ments as submitted by the Mayor, be 
approved, and that the City Controller 
be instructed to restrict the expendi¬ 
tures in accordance with the said quar¬ 
terly allotments unless the request for 
any change thereof shall have been ap¬ 
proved by the Committee on Finance.” 

There is nothing official before this 
Council or its Committees from the 
Mayor stating that this schedule of 


quarterly allotments is the Mayor’s of¬ 
ficial action. I, however, wish to avoid 
making this schedule the official action 
of this Council or of any committee. 

Second: This resolution, to be effective, 
reqnire.s a great amount of work for all 
concerned; for Council as well as for 
other officers, which is not Juslifled by 
the experience of the pa.st, nor in the 
opinion of capable City Managers and 
executives. 

In a letter from W. R. Kellogg, City 
Manager of the City of Cincinnati, he 
states as follows:— 

“The City of Cincinnati does not 
make quarterly allotments of our ap¬ 
propriations. The Appropriating Ordi¬ 
nance was passed on the first day of 
Januai’y for the year, and expenditures 
are made by each department as needed. 
We believe that this allows the greatest 
flexibility in the handling of our funds 
and particularly with regard to both 
labor and purchases. The expenditures 
of some of our departments are fairly 
constant, but in others we try to take 
every advantage of seasonal conditions 
Time limitations on appropriations would 
not permit us to secure the greatest 
benefits in our municipal operations.” 

In a letter from L. P. Cooklnghatn. 
City Manager of Kansas City, Missouri, 
lie states as follows:— 

“Our City does not set up quarterly 
allotments for any activity in the city 
government. The charter provides for 
a review of income and expenditures by 
the City Manager at the end of each 
quarterly period, and provides that if 
revenues are not meeting expectations, 
the City Manager advises the Council, 
together with such recommendations as 
he may have in order that the budget 
may be kept in balance.” 

E. G. Schubkegel, First Assistant Con¬ 
troller of the City of St. Louis, Missouri, 
with a letter dated March 14th, 1944, 
sends a complete copy of their ordi¬ 
nance providing for a new budget cal¬ 
endar, the procedure In preparing and 
executing the annual budget, the pub¬ 
lication of a budget document in ad¬ 
vance of public hearings, the creation 
of a permanent budget bureau, and the 
allocation of annual departmental ap¬ 
propriations imder a quarterly allotment 
system, passed March 28, 1933. 
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If the City of Pittsburgh would adopt 
a similar ordinance and create a per¬ 
manent budget bureau, I vvoud be In 
favor of quarterly allotments. 

In a letter dated March 22, 1944, from 
Carl H. Chatters, Executive Director, 
Municipal Finance Officers Association, 
he states that the City of Los Angeles 
has one of the best budget bureaus in 
the United States. This bureau consists 
of a large .staff which not only helps 
prepare the budget, but makes inde¬ 
pendent studies for the benefit of the 
City Council and the general administra¬ 
tion. This city makes monthly allot¬ 
ments. 

Third: This resolution has not had 
the careful and thoughtful consideration 
of Council, nor of any of the Commit¬ 
tees of Council, such an important 
matter should have. 

The adoption of this' resolution would 
be unjust in many instances, and put 
into effect many unfair and discrim¬ 
inatory practices. To point out a few 
of these: First. Unfair, because all of 
the City offices, commissions and de¬ 
partments are not included in the 
schedule brought to the Finance Com¬ 
mittee from the Mayor’s ( ?) office. 
Second. Unfair, because some offices 
have their entire appropriation set up 
in the first quarter. Third. Unfair, be¬ 
cause, if the unexpended balances in any 
quarter are not carried over in the fol¬ 
lowing quarter, many code accounts 
would be exhausted at the end of the 
first quarter. If unexpended balances 
are carried over into succeeding quarters, 
what is the purpose of the quarterly 
allotments? 

A far better way to control t.he ex¬ 
penditures during the year than making 
quarterly allotments, is to insist that 
the various departments and officers 
keep within the appropriations made 
for the year. A more carefully studied 
and a better prepared budget for the 
coming year would prevent many of the 
transfers which are now required. Many 
of these transfers are due to the can¬ 
cellation of unexpended balances in the 
various code accounts at the close of 
the year. The departments, in making 
their budget requests for the ensuing 
year, rightfully calculated in t.he past 
that certain funds would be carried 
over to meet bills of the current year. 


The new budget fails to take this into 
proper account and very often budget 
requests are drastically slashed because, 
during the year the appropriations made 
were not expended, and without careful 
study the requests for the ensuing year 
are greatly reduced. 

A suggestion, which I would make for 
the future, is that the budgetary re¬ 
quests of each department for the en¬ 
suing year should be submitted. Intact, 
to City Council, for Council’s study and 
preparation, and not be subjected to 
scrutinizing and altering by an outside 
organization.

.MOTIONS AM) RESOLUTIONS 

Mr. Gallagher arose to a question of 
personal privilege, and said: 

Mr. President:—^There was presented 

to Council today by me an ordinance 
to change the name of the Mount Wash • 
ington roadway to “P. J. McArdle Road¬ 
way.” 

This is a fitting acknowledgement of 
the exceptional services rendered by Mr. 
McArdle in the construction of this 
splenaid arterial highway. The people 
of Mount Washington will recall the 

circuitous route they had to travel to 
get from their section of the city to 
the downtown business section of Pitts¬ 
burgh. Where it took 30 minutes or 
longer to get to the business section of 
the city, it now only takes 8 to 10 
minutes by automobile. 

I believe the citizens, generally, of 
Pittsburgh will agree that this is a 
splendid memorial to the generous as¬ 
sistance rendered by Mr. McArdle be¬ 
fore and during his term in City Coun¬ 
cil. 

Soon after making Mt. Washington 
his home—and by the way, all his chil¬ 
dren were born and reared in that sec¬ 
tion—he became interested in civic 
affairs, having been an active member 
of the Mount Washington Board of 
Trade, which advocated the construction 
of the roadway for many years before 
its final consummation. Many plans 
were considered before its ultimate lo¬ 
cation was approved. Many meetings, 
conferences and consultations were held. 
Mr. McArdle always willingly gave his 
time and service to these meetings. 
Many years before he entered public 
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life, he also gave a great deal of time 
and thought to bettering the conditions 
of his city and to help his fellow- 
citizens. 

Prior to his becoming a member of 
City Council, he held the office of 
President of the Amalgamated Associa¬ 
tion of Iron, Steel and Tin Workers of 
America, and because of his elevation 
to the head of that great labor organ¬ 
ization, he moved to Pittsburgh- It was 
not long after he established his resi¬ 
dence in Pittsburgh that he was se¬ 
lected to fill an unexpired term in City 
Council, He was industrious, faithful 
and loyal in the public office to which 
he was called. 

During his long service in the legis¬ 
lative branch of the city government, 
he devoted much labor and thought to 
the welfare of her people. He was a 
keen student of municipal affairs. He 
knew this city well—the location of its 
streets and everything else. 

He filled the office of City Council 
with fidelity to the people of this great 
community. He always respected the 
opinion of others. He held no animosity 
towards any person in or out of Council, 
His personal character and qualifications 
made him a most useful and valuable 
member of City Council. He indeed was 
a fine example of civic virtue. 

Endowed with a mind of great ca^ 
pacity, keen perception, an artistic 
temperament, and a well-nigh phe- 
nominal memory—with an almost life¬ 
long habit of “ravenous reading" of the 
best and most substantial literature of 
all times—with the vastly added store 
of information acquired during his long 
service in this body—his mental store¬ 
house was equal to any and all emer¬ 
gencies. Indeed, he came to be known 
among his friends and associates as “the 
best posted man in municipal affairs." 

Mr. McArdlc always gave unstintedly 
of his time and service to religious, 
patriotic, fraternal and labor programs. 
He was often called out of town to 
assist in these worth-while endeavors. 
It was rarely that an invitation to sucIm 
an affair, whether it was in his home 
town or many miles away, was turned 
down. He was always helpful in any 
program for the advancement • of man¬ 
kind. 


Mr. McArdle practiced daily all the 
principles he professed. He was a plain, 
straightforward and unassuming gentle¬ 
man. He was one whom any person 
would delight to honor. 

The Mount Washington Roadway is 
now a part of the major street system 
of Pittsburgh. In the renaming of this 
thoroughfare the city will be perpetuat¬ 
ing the name of one of the original 
sponsors for its construction. There arc 
few men in Pittsburgh who gave more 
of their time and energy to this project 
than did Mr. McArdle. 

When the ordinance comes before the 
Committee on Public Service and Sur¬ 
veys tomorrow for consideration, I hope 
it will receive the unanimous approval 
of all the members of Council. It is, 
as I said before, a fitting tribute to the 
memory of a man who did so much for 
his city.

I have to raise on this bill is with re¬ 
spect to the Scranton opinion. I am in 
favor of its passage if Council has the 
power to do it. I wrote to the City 
Solicitor for advice on the power of 
Council to pass an amendment to the 
salary ordinance, but up to date I have 
not received the opinion. If it exists 
within the power of Council, I am in 
favor of the enactment of this ordi¬ 
nance. 

.Mr. :\IoArtlle arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I am no lawyer, 
but I do not think the enactment of this 
ordinance comes within the provisions 
of that opinion. This is creating a new 
job, and certainly the Supreme Court 
did not hand down that decision to 
prevent us from creating new positions. 

Mr. DufI said: 

Mr. President:—It certainly does. 
The opinion cites that under the Char¬ 
ter Act of 1901, all appropriations must 
be made annually and no additional ap¬ 
propriations can be made thereafter ex¬ 
cept as an emergency certified by the 
Mayor and the City Controler. 

Mr. McAi'de said: 

What about these previous trans¬ 
fer ordinances and resolutions we have 
passed? If that ruling is going to apply 


to salaries, it certainly applies to 
transfer of funds also. 

Mr. Duff said: 

I think you are right. The effect 
of a transfer is to exceed the amount 
of the appropriation set up in the ap¬ 
propriation ordinance, and this Council 
has no right to increase it unless an 
emergency has been declared by the 
Mayor and the City Controller.

Mr. President:—^I would suggest 
that we pass this ordinance and let t.be 
Mayor secure an opinion from the City 
Solicitor as to whether it is legal for 
him to sign it or not.

It is up to the Mayor to get an opinion 
from the City Solicitor as to w.hether 
it is legal to adopt this ordinance. 

When the name of Mr. Weir was 
called, he arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I am voting aye 
and hope by next week we will have 
an opinion from the Law Department 
as to our powers to enact such ordi¬ 
nances, and if I am wrong, I will be 
glad to vote to reconsider the matter. 

When the name of Mr. W'olk was 
called, he arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I am 100 per cent 
in favor of this ordinance. I want to 
see this man get the Job created by this 
ordinance and at the salary stipulated 
therein. However, we should obtain an 
opinion from the Law Department so 
as not to put us in the position of 
having passed something that is .un¬ 
lawful. I am in favor of the passage of 
the ordinance if it is lawful. 

May I make this suggestion that if a 
majority of the members vote aye on

Mr. Leonard arose and said: 

Mr. President:—have something 
which I think Is unfinished business. 
There is an electriclon working in the 
Department of Lands and Buildings who 
was notified by the Director on March 
31, 1944, that with the close of business 
that day his services were terminated 
This man has worked for the -City for 
the past 5 or 6 years. His status has 
always been that of a temporary em¬ 
ployee. A mistake was made in the 
preparation of the salary bill for 1944. 
Instead of the ordinance reading three 
electricians, it read two electricians. It 
was merely a mistake. The error was 
later corrected. Upon advice of the Con- 
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troller's Solicitor, the following letter 
was sent Mr. Murray: 

•‘DEPARTMENT OF LANDS AND 
BUILDINGS 

Pittsburgh, March 31, 1944. 
Mr. John A. Murray,

Pittsburgh, Pa. 

Dear Sir: 

You are hereby notified that you are 
terminated from the position of elec¬ 
trician in the Department of Lands and 
Buildings, effective at the close of busi¬ 
ness, March 31, 1944. 

This letter is in accordance with the 
recent ruling of the Supreme Court of 
Pennsylvania. 

Yours very truly, 

James P. Barr, 

Director." 

I bring this question up under un¬ 
finished business for the reason that I 
would like some action taken on this 
question. If an emergency should be 
created by a breakdown of some of our 
electrical equipment at the Incinerator 
plant or some other city fimctlon, the 
City would be without the services of 
an electrician to make the necessary 
repairs. 

Under this ruling of the Supreme 
Court of Pennsylvania, this man is out 
of a Job. I do not think, personally, 
that this comes under the provisions or 
prohibition of that ruling. This Council 
has not notified any department to lay 
anybody off. I bring this up because it 
Is a very good ca.se. If he is continued 
on the payroll. Council will be asked to 
pay him under the Wallace Act. I think, 
Mr. President, the best procedure is to 
.send for the City Solicitor and ask her 
If she has a pocket opinion. Without 
action by this Council or the Mayor, 
the department heads are notifying cer¬ 
tain employees of their termination from 
the city payroll because of the Scranton 
decision. 

.Mr. Duff arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I think if a mis¬ 
take was made. Council can very easily 
correct that error. The fact that the 
position was omitted from the printed 
bill does not come under the Scranton 
ruling. Council has a right to correct 


mistakes in the making of the budget. 
Therefore, I feel Council has the power 
to correct Its owui mistakes. 

.Mr. ^MeArdle arose and said: 

Mr. President:—Tlrere were a lot 
of mistakes made in the preparation of 
the last budget, and when these mis¬ 
takes were called to Council's notice, 
they were corrected. Here is a case where 
it is clearly shown that a mistake in 
the typing of the salary ordinance was 
made. I do not think the Council is 
prevented, under the ruling of the Su¬ 
preme Court in the Scranton case, from 
correcting such mistakes or errors. 

Mr. Leonard said: 

Tlie reason I bring this up Is be¬ 
cause this man happens to be an elec¬ 
trician. Suppose we had a flood? Sup¬ 
pose we had something happen to the 
wiring in this building? Where would 
we be without the services of an elec¬ 
trician? The elimination of this man’s 
position from the budget was purely an 
error. How about it, Mr. Duff? 

Mr. Duff said: 

Where errors crept into the bill 
under consideration by the Budget Com¬ 
mittee and the Finance Committee, is 
within the power of Council to cor¬ 
rect them. 

.Mr. I.eoiwrd said: 

In order to clarify the record, 
this man .had been employed by the 
City, as I said before, 5 or 6 years. The 
salary ordinance approved by the Mayor 
December 21, 1943, only called for two 
electricians, eliminating one. Then in 
the first ordinance, passed by the new 
Council in 1944, the error was corrected 
in the bill approved by the Mayor Jan¬ 
uary 11, 1944. Now, under the ruling 
of the Supreme Court, this man Is de¬ 
prived of his position. I contend that 
this position does not come under that 
ruling, and for that reason I want an 
opinion from the City Solicitor. This 
man is out of his Job unless this Coun¬ 
cil can continue him on the payroll and 
pay him under a Wallace Act ordinance. 

The Chair said: 

I think this thing is going to be 
very confusing to all of us if we main¬ 
tain this approach. We are the legisla¬ 
tive body of the city, and we ought to 


















































act in that capacity. We are laymen 
and should take our law from the City 
Colicitor. 

iMr. Leonard said; 

What about the dismissal of this 

man? 

Tlie Chair said: 

We have no control over the Con¬ 
troller’s solicitor. 

Mr. Leonard said: 

I move that the Council send for 
the City Solicitor. 

The Cliair said: 

If there are no objections, that 
will be done. 

The Chair said: 

The Law Department has sent up 
a written opinion, which will be read 
in the meeting of the Finance Com¬ 
mittee tomorrow. 

Mr. L«*onard said: 

I move that that opinion be moved 
up and be read now. 

.Mr. Duff said: 

I have written the Law Depart¬ 
ment for a written opinion, but as yet 
have not seen it. I asked what our 
powers are under this ruling. 

Mr. Leonard said: 

There is no harm in sending for 
her. I am no attorney. I think the 
Solicitor for the City Controller has 
everything tied up. The department 
heads are notifying certain employees 
that their services are terminated. Coun¬ 
cil has no attorney. The only attorney 
we have is the City Solicitor. I again 
repeat my request that Council send 
for the City Solicitor. 

The Chair said: 

Council will understand that we 
have no control over the Controller’s 
solicitor. The Controller will listen to 
his solicitor. 

At this time, Anne X. Alpern, City 
Solicitor, appeared. 

>Ir. Leonard said: 

Miss Alpern, I brought up the case 
of a John A. Murray, who was employed 
as an electrician in the Department of 
Lands and Buildings. He has been em¬ 
ployed by the City of Pittsburgh for 
approximately 5 years through Civil 


Service. Up to this year he worked as 
an electrician under the caption “as 
needed." However, he worked the full 
year. When the salary ordinance was 
passed and approved by the Mayor on 
December 21, 1943, for the year 1944, 
it carried only two positions of elec¬ 
tricians, for 2G0 days. Subsequently the 
error was discovered, and the correction 
made in the ordinance approved by the 
Mayor January 11, 1944. He received a 
letter Friday from the Director of the 
Lands and Buildings Department, which 
reads: 

“DEPARTMENT OF LANDS AND 
BUILDINGS 

Pittsburgh, March 31, 1944. 
Mr. John A. Murray, 

1805 Funston Way, 

Pittsburgh, Pa. 

Dear Sir; 

You are hereby notified that you are 
terminated from the position of elec¬ 
trician in the Department of Lands and 
Buildings, effective at the close of busi¬ 
ness, March 31, 1944. 

This letter is in accordance with the 
recent ruling of the Supreme Court of 
Pennsylvania. 

Yours very truly, 

James P. Barr, 
Director.” 

The man is still employed and work¬ 
ing. I want to know what Council can 
do to keep this man on the payroll, and 
if Council cannot employ this elec¬ 
trician on an emergency basis, such a:5 
the St. Patrick Day Flood. I understand 
the Wallace Act provision is outlawed. 

Mr. Duff said: 

And if Council exceeds its author¬ 
ity by keeping this employee on the 
payroll. 

Miss .'Mpern said: 

Mr, President and Gentlemen of 
Couircil;—I have written a letter to 
Mayor Scully and I am writing a letter 
to Council, but I will give you a brief 
summary of that report as it relates 
to the Scranton decision. 

The opinion we gave is as follows: 
The Scranton case Involves the question 
as to whether the City of Scranton, 
after the budget was fixed and 
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the appropriation ordinance was made, 
could during the middle of the year 
.select 100 or 50 employees and give them 
a raise In wages. The Supreme Court 
of Pennsylvania held that they could 
not. 

The Act of 1901 and its supplements 
provide that an appropriation must be 
fixed before the beginning of the fiscal 
year so that the taxpayers may know 
what taxes they are to pay during that 
year. The City of Scranton is governed 
by all laws applicable to the City of 
Pittsburgh. It is practically the same 
situation If we had at similar question 
arise In the City of Pittsburgh. ^ 

In my opinion I have said that due 
to certain clerical and stenographic 
errors made in the budget, we feel that 
subsequent changes made are legal, 
valid and permissible under the decision 
of the Supreme Court. That is, if the 
printed budget adopted by Council 
failed to include certain positions 
throug.h sheer inadvertence.' Also in 
other Instances, raises agreed upon by 
Council lor certain classifications were 
also inadvertently omitted. It it also 
our opinion that corrections, made by 
Council subsequent to the adoption of 
the original budget, are legal. 

I wish to state that it is our opinion 
that in cases where the records of Coun¬ 
cil clearly show that there was no in¬ 
tention to eliminate the positions in 
question and that there was an inten¬ 
tion to give a specified raise to all em¬ 
ployees falling within a certain classi¬ 
fication, the positions and computations 
as corrected form an integral part of the 
original budget ordinance with the same 
force and effect as if originally included 
In the budget ordinance. 

In the last minute preparation of a 
budget, errors of this character fre¬ 
quently occur. It would be greatly vui- 
fair to the employees involved to allow 
.such clerical errors to deprive them of 
either their positions or their correctly 
computed salaries where the corrections 
place them on a parity with other em¬ 
ployees In the same classification at 
salaries originally agreed upon by Coun¬ 
cil. In other words, the Council in our 
opinion has a right to correct mathe¬ 
matical errors. We find no language in 
the Scranton opinion which militates 


against the conclusion of our depart¬ 
ment that such clerical errors, when 
corrected, shall be deemed to relate 
back to the original budget ordinance. 

When a new position is created which 
takes the place of a former position, at 
a lower salary than that attached to the 
original position, aird the appointing 
power certifies that the original posi¬ 
tion will not be filled, it is our opinion 
that the Scranton decision does not 
apply. In such a case no new ap¬ 
propriation Is involved and a reduction 
rather than an increase results. 

Any new position created subsequent 
to the adoption of the budget can only 
be legally created upon the certification 
of an emergency by the Controller and 
the Mayor, requiring an additional ap¬ 
propriation by Council. A declaration 
of an emergency by these officers must 
be predicated upon a genuine emergency 
and cannot be a paper emergency • im¬ 
pelled by expediency for the purpose of 
circumventing the clear prohibition of 
the applicable statutes and the interpre¬ 
tation of these statutes by the Supreme 
Court of Pennsylvania. In general, the 
emergency must be one that could not 
have been reasonably anticipated at the 
time of the preparation of the budget. 

I might further state that we are 
discussing the matter with the City 
Controller’s Office and its Solicitor. 

Mr. McArdle said: 

You are acquainted with the po¬ 
sition Council created In Juvenile Court. 

Miss .Upern said; 

I know about it. 

Mr. McArdle said; 

Would that be proper under this 

case? 

Miss Alpern said: 

We are taking each Job on its 
merit. If a position entails new duties 
and ill a sense is not a promotion, I 
think it is legal to create. Or if a po¬ 
sition had been left out of the budget 
through error, it can be corrected. 

>Ir. Mc.\rdle said; 

In this particular Instance, a 
policeman is working on the job and 
this new position is created at an in¬ 
creased salary for the same employee? 
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MiSvS Alpern said: 

The question is whether new 
duties were involved. 

Mr. Me.4rdle said: 

The Council passed the ordinance 
and it will no doubt go to you for an 
opinion. 

Mr. Ciallagher said: 

In this particular case of this 
electrician, as Mr. Leonard has pointed 
out, wouldn’t he fall within that cate¬ 
gory of a stenographic correction? 

Mi.s.s .\lperii said: 

I would think so. He would fall 
wlt.hin that classiflcation where the 
computation was purely an error in 
mathematics, and the Scranton De¬ 
cision does not apply. 

Mr. Gallagher said: 

Here is a man in the employ of 
the city five years and gets a notice 
of his termination of services because 
of this decision? 

.Ml.s.s Alpern said: 

Under my opinion to the Mayor, 
he is still in the Job. 

Mr. Gallagher said: 

According to the Scranton decision 
we cannot increase our appropriation so 
far as salaries are concerned. How does 
it apply to the transfer of money for 
materials, supplies,, etc.? 

Mi.s.s ,\lpern said: 

We are studying that phase of 
the question. Of course, some flexibility 
is allowable. 

.Mr. Gallagher said: 

I would like to have that clari¬ 
fied. 

Miss .Alpern said: 

We will clarify that as far as the 
law is Involved. 

^Ir. I.eonard said: 

If Council asked the Department 
of Lands and Buildings to continue this 
employee on the payroll, how would he 
be paid, if you said he can be con¬ 
tinued in his job and the Controller 
says he cannot? 

Miss said: 

His recomse would be in court. 


Mr. Leonard said: 

In the meantime, where is the 
employee? 

.Miss Alpern said: 

He gets the assistance of our de¬ 
partment to help him to hold up that 
decision. 

Mr. Leonard said: 

I am glad to see that you see the 
light of day. Suppose a Labor Union— 
I see three representatives of Organized 
Labor here; they are going to carry on 
the battle—fixes a scale of wages for its 
craft effective June or July, and the 
City of Pittsburgh always recognizes the 
scale agreed to between the particular 
Labor Union and private Industry, does 
the ruling of the Supreme Court pre¬ 
vent the City from granting an in¬ 
crease? 

Miss Alpern said: 

The legislation only refers to 
cities of the second class. The question 
of Labor Unions was not contemplated 
and Labor Unions were not strong in 
1901. It is a point that we will have 
to give strong consideration. 

.Mr. Leonard said: 

If a carpenter now receives $14.00 
a day and under a new scale his wage 
is increased $1.00 a day, then can we 
pay him that Increase? 

Miss .Alpern said: 

It is one of the problems that we 
are considering. It is not covered in 
the Scranton case. 

Mr. Leonard said: 

If this happened this week? 

Miss .Alpern said: 

Every one of these cases must be 
studied as they arise. 

.Air. Gallagher said: 

I would like to point out to Miss 
Alpern, there seems to be an opinion 
prevailing among the members of Coun¬ 
cil, according to the Scranton decision, 
if a Labor Union gets an increase they 
cannot be recognized. As Mr. Leonard 
has pointed out, there are various labor 
organizations, and some of these organ¬ 
izations have members working for the 
city, if they get an increase in wages 
from outside employers—and as long as 
I have beeii a member of Council, it is 
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and unwritten law that the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh pays the prevailing rate of wages 
—will we be prevented from granting 
the particular craftsmen an increase? 
Now, there is an impression among 
some members of Council because of 
the Supreme Court decision in the 
Scranton case, we cannot pay that in¬ 
crease under the new agreement because 
the appropriation and salary ordinances 
have already been adopted for the year? 
There ought to be some clarification of 
that aspect of the case. It is not going 
to cover anything as a blanket. 

Miss .llpern said: 

It does not except that it dis¬ 
cusses the whole budget ordinance. It 
is one of the things we are studying 
and want to give satisfaction to all 
parties concerned. 

Mr. Leonard said: 

So far as your opinion is con¬ 
cerned, it is all right. We are up against 
the problem of the Controller’s opinion 
Another thing running through my 
mind, it doesn’t blanket out everything. 
Under Mr. Bentley’s opinion it does. 
How about our inserting in the salary 
bill a provision that city employees must 
work 10 hours instead of 8? 

•Miss .\lpem said: 

We are working with the Con¬ 
troller’s Office on this subject, and trust 
we can work out a satisfactory solution 
of the whole problem. 

Mr. I^tonard said: 

I understand the employes of the 
Bureau of Refuse are very much con¬ 
cerned about this matter. The Con¬ 
troller will not pay over 8 hours a day. 
I think it is serious. I think the Con¬ 
troller ought to do a little explaining. 

Mr. President:—What about this 
case? What can we do to keep Mr. 
Murray on the job ? Is the man through 
tonight? 

Mr. Wolk said: 

If Anne Alpern is right, she will 
get his back pay. 

Mr. Leonard said: 

I think the Director of the De¬ 
partment of Lands and Buildings should 
be notified to keep this man on the Job 


until he is further advised, by Council 
or the City Solicitor. 

Mr. Leonard moved 

That the Department of Lands 
and Buildings be notified to continue 
Mr. John A. Murray on the payroll 
until further notice. 

>fr. Denimler arose and said: 

Ml-. President:—The only question 
I would like to raise is: Is there any 
way we can assure this man that he 
will be paid? We as members of Coun¬ 
cil cannot assure him. If we pass a 
Wallace Act ordinance, we may be ruled 
out in court. We cannot assuie him hLs 
pay. 

Mr. Leonard said: 

I know that. This man is a mem¬ 
ber of the Electrical Workers Union. I 
feel that organization and the Pitts¬ 
burgh Central Labor Union will look 
after his interests so far as his pay is 
concerned. This is a sad case and a 
commendable case. I know we cannot 
assure this man his pay. In the mean¬ 
time maybe they will find a loophole: 
the City Solicitor and the Controller’s 
Solicitor may work it out. The man is 
willing to take a chance. A few days’ 
time may do some good. 

The Chair said: 

The Chair will entertain this mo¬ 
tion, not as an amendment to the salary 
ordinance, but merely as a declaratiori 
of policy. 

Mr. Evans said: 

I understand this man was put 
on the first of the year as a temporary 
employee. 

Mr. Leonard said: 

The salary bill for 1944 was ap¬ 
proved by the Mayor on December 21, 
1943, and the mistake was not discovered 
until December 27, 1943. Several mis¬ 
takes were made in the budget and 
these errors were taken care of by an 
amendment to the salary ordinance, 
which was approved by the Mayor on 
January 11, 1944. The man has been 
working since that time. Originally the 
salary ordinance read two electricians, 
now it reads three. 

Mr, Duff said: 

This case falls within the opinion 
of the City Solicitor wherein she said 
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t^iat we had power to correct a mistake. 
A mistake was made in the budget, the 
error was discovered and corrected by 
a subsequent ordinance. If the man is 
rightfully employed, he should be paid 
for his services. If an error had) been 
made in his case, I will be glad to pre¬ 
sent whatever legislation is required to 
rectify it. 

And the question recurring on the 
motion of Mr. Leonard. 

That the Department of Lands and 
Buildings be notified to continue Mr.

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Mayor and the Council, in conjunction 
with the various civic, fraternal and 
patriotic organizations of the City, co¬ 
operate in a public reception to Sergeant 
Charles E. Kelly who is expected home 
on a furlough. 

It is not definitely known when Ser¬ 
geant Kelly will arrive in the City, and 
tjie purpose of this resolution is to 
bring it to the attention of the citizens 
ot Pittsburgh, many thousands of whom 
would like to see him while he is here. 

It is my intention that the Mayor, 
the Council and these other organiza¬ 
tions arrange some kind of a public re¬ 
ception. This of course will have to be 
decided upon definite information when 
Sergeant Kelly will arrive in Pittsburgh. 
This can take the form of a public re¬ 
ception in the Council Chamber or In 
front of the City-County Building. I 
think there is sufficient interest in the 
heroic deeds performed by this soldier 
to warrant a public reception for him. 

Mr. Leonard arose and said: 

Mr. President:—Just as a sug¬ 
gestion, I think the proper thing to do 
would be to appoint a welcoming com¬ 
mittee to meet him upon his arrival in 
the city, then hold a celebration in his 
honor with a parade or any other sort 
of public demonstration, just as has 
been done for other celebrities who visit 
the City. A committee should be ap¬ 
pointed to make these arrangements, 
and this committee to ascertain from 
the War Department when Sergeant 
Kelly will arrive here. 

.Mr. (Jaliagher said: 

Mr. President:—That is the pur¬ 
pose of this resolution. It is possible 
that Sergeant Kelly will not want to 
come into the City with any fanfare. 
The reason he is coming home is to see 
his mother who is partly blind and 
deaf. We do not know when he Is 
coming home. We have no information 
when he will arrive in Pittsburgh. He 
will be here 30 days on a furlough, and 
during his stay in the city a time and 
place suitable for a public celebration 
in his honor can be decided upon. In 
order to pay him the honor he deserves. 

It has been suggested by Councilman 
Evans that the President of Council 
appoint a committee of Council to work 
with the Mayor and the organizations 


aforementioned who desire to participate 
in the celebration. 

The Chair announced the appoint¬ 
ment of Messrs. Gallagher, Demmler, 
Evans and Weir on the committee on 
arrangements for the reception in 
honor of Sergeant Kelly. 

And the question recurring on the 
adoption of the resolution. 

The motion prevailed. 

Mr. Gallagher arose to a question of 
personal privilege and said: 

Mr. President:—The Sun-Tele¬ 
graph last week carried a story to the 
effect that Dr. I. Hope Alexander, Di¬ 
rector of the Department of Public 
Health, took exceptions to some remarks 
I made in committee, when I said that 
there were 100 indigent people on the 
waiting list who desired admission to 
Mayview. My information was that these 
indigent people are now housed in 
rooming houses, without anybody to 
take care of them. Dr. Alexander, ac¬ 
cording to this newspaper article, said 
that his department has the money and 
that there were about 385 empty beds, 
but he could not get the nurses, the 
Internes and other employees to take 
care of the patients. 

For the Information of Council, 1 
wish to report that I checked with 
those in authority at the City Home 
and Hospitals at Mayview and found 
that Dr. Alexander is very careless with 
the truth. This newspaper article tried 
to make me out a liar. In my checkup 
with Mayview, I found that there were 
102 people on the waiting list,—44 of 
them women, and out of this 44, 20 
are urgent cases and unable to take 
care of themselves. The balance, or S8, 
is men, and 15 of these are urgent 
cases. There are no empty beds. Dr. 
Alexander tells a newspaper reporter 
that we have 305 empty beds at May- 
view. According to my information, 
such is not the case. 

As for the Leech Farm Sanatorium, 

I put a call through to this institution, 
and they were cagey there; Instead of 
answering my question, they referred 
my call to Dr. Alexander, I found that 
there are 105 empty beds at Leech Farm. 
They have 341 patients. Eighteen nurs¬ 
ing positions are imfllled, 15 nursing 
aides’ positions are unfilled, 9 maids’ 

















And the bill was read a second time. 
Mr. McArclle arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I am opposed to Bill 
No. 440, not that I am opposed to an 
appropriation for the purchase of 
asphalt, but because I think with such 
a huge amount of money we probably 
could save money if we re-advertised or 
took bids on the specific jobs that we 
intend doing. Under the existing 
practice the department takes bids and 
awards a contract or contracts for its 
needs for the entire year. I do not 
think any legal barrier would prohibit 
the City from advertising for bids for 
each individual street proposed to be 
resurfaced, and even if it did, and the 
City did not get as good a price as 
it has today, it could have the work 
done under the existing contract or 
contracts. For that reason, I want to 
be recorded as voting No on Bill No. 
44Q.

An Ordinance en- 
titied, “An Ordinance amending Sec¬ 
tion 2 of Ordinance No. 45, entitled, 
‘An Ordinance fixing the golf fees and 
regulating the granting of permits to 
play golf within the public parks of the 
City of Pittsburgh,’ approved February 
16, 1937, as amended and supplemented. ’ 

In Parks and Libraries Committee, 
April 18, 1944, bill read and amended 
in Section 1 by striking out the amount, 
“$20.00” and by inserting in lieu there¬ 
of the amount “$15.00,” and by striking 
out the amount, “$10.00” and by in¬ 
serting in lieu thereof the amount, 
“$7.50,” and as amended ordered re¬ 
turned to Council with ah affirmative 
recommendation. 

Which was read. 

Mr. Weir moved

.Mr. Demmler arose and said; 

Mr. President;—^These remarks 
refer to Bill No. 456, File No. 256, re¬ 
garding the schedule of fees to play 
golf at Schenley Park. 

It is interesting to note, from the 
83rd Annual Report of the Board of 
Park Commisisoners of the City of 
Hartford, Connecticut, for the year 1943, 
a fee of fifteen dollars per season is 
charged for a nine hole course, the same 
as we fix in this bill. 

The City of Hartford, Capital of the 
State of Connecticut, had a population 
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of 166,267 according to the 1940 
census. 

The annual budget for 1943 for this 
city for the care and maintenance of 
public parks was about $472,000.00, and 
the budget allotment from the City 
Treasurer was $285,000.00, with a bal¬ 
ance of $187,000.00 from service opera¬ 
tions and sundry receipts from business 
operations. Tills means that the citizens 
using the parks were willing to con¬ 
tribute over one dollar per person for 
special services. 

It is also Interesting to note that the 
two golf courses maintained by the 
parks had expenditures for 1943 of 
$43,045.17 and the receipts were $44,- 
409.66, making a net profit on golf of 
$1,364.49. 

The experience of this city would 
show that the schedule of fees in Bill 
No. 456 is very reasonable. 

■Mr. Gallagher arose and said; 

Mr. President:—I am going to 
vote No on Bill No. 456. I am not a 
golfer, neither am I a golf enthusiast. 
I feel that this is a public recre^itlon, 
and I am almost certain that the vast 
majority of people who use this golf 
course are ordinary persons who can¬ 
not afford to belong to a country club 
or some exclusive golf club where the 
lee is out of proportion to their income. 
I believe the amount of money re¬ 
sulting from the Increase in the golf 
fees will be very little; however, it will 
be a hardship on people unable to 
play elsewhere, especially those peo¬ 
ple who are working during the daytime 
in defense plants and like to play golf. 
Inasmuch as this is a public recreation, 
1 do not think that the City Council 
should Increase the golf fees. With all 
the other increases in the cost of 
living, we should not increase the fees 
for those who want to play golf in our 
park. For these reasons, I am going 
to vote against the ordinance. 

.Mr. MoArdle arose and said: 

Mr. President;—^The matter of 
Hartford making a thousand dollars on 
its golf course, in my opinion, has no 
place in the argument for the passage 
of this bill. We have a lot of recrea¬ 
tion in the City of Pittsburgh that 
does not pay for Itself. Not only recre¬ 


ation; we have a lot of flower shows 
in the City of Pittsburgh which do not 
pay for themselves. I do not see any¬ 
body coming here advocating an ad¬ 
mission fee to these flower shows. On 
Easter Sunday nearly 3,000 people stood 
in line at the Conservatory in Schenley 
Park and were denied admittance be¬ 
cause the Conservatory was locked. In 
my estimation, I think Mr. Griswold 
is opposed to golf. He Is trying to make 
the golf course pay for itself. This Is 
a recreation the same as our baseball 
fields. It has been going on for a num¬ 
ber of years. As Mr. Gallagher has said, 
it is a poor man’s golf course. A lot 
of clerks and office people who do not 
have transportation facilities to get to 
our North and South Parks utilize the 
course in Schenley Park. At this time, 
I do not think the City of Pittsburgh 
should make a profit on its golf course. 
For these reasons, I am going to vote 
No on Bill No. 456. 

Mr. Leonard arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I have not had 
sufficient time to study this ordinance. 
Mr. Demmler, in his remarks, mentions 
the city of Hartford. I do not know 
how many of you are familiar with 
the layout of that city. I have been 
there many times. The city of Hart¬ 
ford has two municipal golf courses. 
One course is close to the business 
district. Hartford Is the home office 
for a large number of big insurance 
companies of the world. It has a large 
transient trade. People in t.he insurance 
business stop over in that city, and 
because of the proximity of this one 
course to the business district, a great 
many golf enthusiasts among the in¬ 
surance fraternity utilize this course. 

Mr. Demmler mentions the amount 
of money taken in by the city of Hart¬ 
ford from its golf courses. I would like 
to hear what amount of revenue it 
takes in at the golf course which is lo¬ 
cated in the outlying district. 

The golf course in Schenley Park is 
very small. It is not a regulation course. 
The average golfer can shoot it in 
the eighties. Our President, who I 
understand is a good golfer, can shoot 
it in the seventies. 

It is true that a lot of people, who 
belong to golf clubs with larger courses. 
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use the course in Schenley Park, but 
on the other hand, a large niunber 
of people who cannot afford to belong 
to these exclusive clubs also use this 
course. A prominent attorney, who hap¬ 
pens to be in the audience today, and 
by the way, was interested in the dog 
question last week, is interested in golf 
today, and he is of the opinion that it 
would be a hardship on many people 
who use the Schenley Park golf course 
to raise the fees. It is also true that 
there is a larger number of players 
using the Schenley Park course, and 
this is because of gas rationing. No 
doubt that is also one of the reasons 
why the department proposes to keep 
the course open 12 months of the year, 
weather permitting. 

I think a matter of this kind should 
be taken up at the time the Council 
is considering the budget, when all 
questions affecting the fiscal affairs of 
the City should be considered. Council 
is prevented by a Court decision from 
raising salaries and wages of city em¬ 
ployes after the budget has once been 
fixed; and I think the same should 
apply to all charges for the use of 
the city's recreational facilities. 

Mr. Duff arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I did not in¬ 
tend to make any extensive remarks on 
this bill today. The city is in need of 
additional revenues, and it is time 
that we begin the reaping of some of 
the advantages which the City pos¬ 
sesses. Now they say that this is a 
small course. It is, but it furnishes a 
fine playing course for numerous class¬ 
es of people, and I venture to say that 
if that golf course were in the hands 
of a private individual, the people who 
play there would be paying $40.00 or 
$50.00 a year. Some people regard the 
city as a kindly uncle; they ought not 
to pay anything. If we are consistent, 
so far as recreational facilities are con¬ 
cerned, we ought not to charge any 
fee for playing on this golf course. Some 
of the people who play there wager 
more money on a game than is in¬ 
volved in this paltry Increase of $5.00 
a year. 

Mr. Weir arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I presented this 
bill on request, and I spoke for its 


passage in committee last week, and I 
speak for its passage by Council today. 
This bill is not going to affect any 
person who is unable to pay the small 
increase provided for in this ordinance. 
As I said in committee, and as Mr. 
Duff has said today, the city is badly 
in need of additional revenue, and this 
is one place where we can get more 
revenue. Even if this increase should 
become effective by the passage of this 
ordinance, the fees will be smaller than 
those charged by the County for the 
use of its golf courses. 

Mr. Gallagher arose and said: 

Mr. President:—Can the spon¬ 
sor of the bill give us an estimate of 
the amount of revenue that the city 
will receive by increasing these fees? 
I imagine if the increase were to go 
into effect a lot of people will quit 
utilizing the golf course because they 
could not afford to pay the increased 
fees. We are living in strenuous times. 
The people who use this golf course are 
in the lower-income bracket. If any¬ 
one can show me the justification for 
the ^increase in these golf fees, I would 
change my views. In the absence of 
this information, I am compelled to 
vote against the ordinance. 

Mr. Wolk arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I am voting 
against this ordinance because I think 
the fees fixed in this ordinance are 
too high. 

I assume that when this public golf 
course was created that the people of 
Pittsburgh demanded this recreational 
facility as a public service, and as 
golf playing has developed since that 
time I do not think there is any 
doubt that there is a great demand 
among the ordinary citizenry for the 
use of this course. If that is the case 
we should not charge more than the 
cost of its regulation. No profit should 
accrue to the city by its operation. 
The most we should charge for a recre¬ 
ation service is the cost of regulating 
that service and nothing more. As 1 
see it, a charge of $10.00 amply pays 
for the cost of regulating the play at 
this golf course. There should be no 
charge for the maintenance of the 
course itself. I am going to vote against 
this bill. 
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Anc3| tjie bill as read a second time, 
was agreed to. .

After the letter is read, I want 
to say a few words on Bill No. 558.

ANIMAL WAR RELIEF

Dear Mr. McArdle: 

The Animal War Relief is alarmed 


over a portion of the proposed Dog 
Ordinance—That a dog without a license 
be immediately destroyed. During 1943, 
one-fourth of dogs redeemed from the 
Dog Pound were recovered by their own¬ 
ers through Animal War Relief efforts 
and a large percentage of these were 
without collai's when found. Some of 
the collars had been fastened with a 
lock and must have been cut from the 
dog—other dogs had been lost by slipping 
their collars or chewing through their 
harness. Cases have been reported to 
our office of thoughtless adults or chil¬ 
dren removing a friendly lost dog's collar 
and after they have tired of it, turning 
It back into the streets. 

We are asking that these conscientious 
dog owners who only through a misshap 
have lost their pets be given three days 
time to identify their dog, as a licensed 
dog—^before it is destroyed. Further¬ 
more, may we suggest that a dog, im¬ 
mediately on, being weaned and placed 
in a home should be required to have 
a license. This at once places respon¬ 
sibility on the owner and gives the dog 
identification. 

The contract with the Animal Rescue 
League is completely adequate to take 
care of stray dogs, provided they are 
given the gas to run their trucks and 
providing they do their work. It was a 
lack of gas that brought on the crisis. 

May we also suggest that the Humane 
Society should have our full support in 
counteracting cruelties. When we with¬ 
draw that support, then their work is 
made doubly difficult. The use of the 
net was stopped because it breaks the 
backs and legs of captured animals. Let 
us not have Pittsburgh take a backward 
step in Humane work but rather let us 
go forward and demand that the dog 
contract be completely fulfilled and that 
$12,000.00 worth of work be forthcoming.

ANIMAL WAR RELIEF 
Which was read, received and filed, 

Mr, McArdle said: 

Mr. President:—I have had a 
few telephone calls over the weekend 
concerning the dog situation in Pitts¬ 
burgh. I have been informed, and know 
of my own knowledge, that quite a few 
dogs, licensed and unlicensed, slip their 
collars, and are picked upon the streets. 








These people think, and I agree with 
them, that when a dog is picked up and 
taken to the: dog pound, it should be 
kept there at least three days to allow 
the owner to reclaim it. These people 
are not only Interested in the licensed 
dog, taut the unlicensed dog. Some pro¬ 
vision should be made in the ordinance 
to require the Animal Rescue League to 
hold the picked-up dog for three days. 
Can the bill be amended on the floor 
of Council to comply with their request, 
or should it be returned to committee 
to be amended? 

The Chair said: 

The bill can be amended in 
Council. If it is, the hill will lay over 
for reprinting. Or it can be recommitted 
to the committee for further considera¬ 
tion and amendments. 

Mr. Deiiimler arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I am provoked 
at the dogs rooting up gardens, and this 
morning a dog rooted up my neighbors’ 
gardens, and mine. I am going to vote 
to pass this ordinance today. 

Mr. Leonard arose and said: 

Mr. President:—have kept out 
of this dog argument which has been 
going on for almost two months, and 
am reluctant today to inject myself into 
the argument. However, I think there 
is some merit to what the Animal War 
Relief has written in the letter which 
was just read. I do not think any harm 
would result by keeping a dog picked 
up three days at the pound. We have 
a dog and, as stated in the letter Just 
read, the animal often slips off his collar. 
When a dog does that, it is no fault of 
the owner. And the owner should not 
be held responsible when such a dog 
wanders onto people’s lawns and into 
their gardens. Because a dog slips out 
of his collar and is picked up on the 
street, does not mean that the dog 
should not be held for a reasonable time 
to permit the owner to reclaim it. 
Therefore, I think the Council should 
acquiesce in the request of this organ¬ 
ization and include a provision in the 
ordinance that when a dog is picked up 
It should be held at the pound for at 
least three days. I have given this ques¬ 
tion careful consideration since our 
committee meeting. I think it is unfair 
to pick up dogs and throw them in the 


hopper and gas them. If they are good, 
valuable dogs, the Animal Rescue League 
does not destroy them. The rmlicensed 
dog when picked up is also thrown in 
with the licensed dog. I j;hink the Coun¬ 
cil should penalize those people who 
are careless about letting their dogs run 
at large. However, when a child inno¬ 
cently slips off a dog’s collar and the 
dog wanders on the street and is picked 
up, it should not be promptly gassed. 
If you do that, you will have another 
case like the Shulgold case, where the 
city and not the Animal Rescue League, 
will be held responsible, although the 
owner is at fault for letting his dog out. 
I think there is a humane side 
to this question. During the past two 
months, because of the publicity given 
the subject, the City has taken in thou¬ 
sands of dollars from the sale of dog 
licenses. I think the drive to clean up 
the stray dogs is commendable. I also 
think Dr. Alexander should be com¬ 
mended for the active interest he has 
taken to clear our city of rabid dogs. 
Mr. Evans arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I do not think 
the kennel capacity at the .headquarters 
of the Animal Rescue League is sufficient 
to take care of all the dogs that will 
ibe picked up. 

Mr. Leonard said: 

Mr. President:—I visited the 
headquarters of the Animal Rescue 
League within the past few days, and 
it is no different than No. 6 Police Sta¬ 
tion. They have five or six large cages. 
They are nice, clean cages. Three or 
four of these cages are used for the 
large dogs, and one for the small dogs. 
Another called a “bird cage’’ is for the 
retention of the rabid dog. They are 
quarantined separately. The rabid dogs 
are kept until they die, and that is 
usually within three days. A dog they 
think is sick is put in a compartment 
on the left of the building. It is like 
a jail. They are screened in. They are 
kept away from the healthy dogs. If 
they feel a dog has rabies, and dies, the 
head is sent to the West Penn Hospital. 
They don’t kill dogs they think have 
rabies. 

Mr. Evans says the Animal Rescue 
League does not have room to keep dogs 
for three days. I say, from my observa- 
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tion while at their headquarters, they 
do have enough room. For that reason 
I think the Council should give careful 
consideration to the request of the 
Animal War Relief to hold the dogs for 
three days to permit the owners to re¬ 
claim them. 

Mr. McArdle moved 

To amend Bill No. 568 in 
Section 1, third paragraph, by striking 
out the words, “where such dog shall 
forthwith be destroyed In some humane 
manner,” and by inserting in lieu thereof 
the words, “where such dog shall be 
maintained for a period of three days 
and if not then claimed, shall be de¬ 
stroyed in some humane manner.” 

Mr. Evan.s arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I would, like to 
say this. I am not opposed to laying 
the ordinance over for a week; but it 
has been suggested by somebody, it is 
not my suggestion, that the police de¬ 
partment should issue the receipt for 
the release of the dog and not the City 
Treasurer’s office. If they go to the 
police station, everybody will get his dog 
back without paying a fine. I think that 
would be a toad thing to do. 

Mr. Wolk arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I want to call 
the attention of the members of Cotm- 
cil to the fact that the existing ordi¬ 
nance on the books of the City is a 
stronger ordinance than the bill now 
under consideration if amended as sug¬ 
gested by Mr. McArdle. If you pass 
this ordinance, you will have a weaker 
ordinance. The present ordinance dur¬ 
ing quarantine provides for keeping the 
dog incarcerated for two days, and the 
owner must pay a fine to secure its re¬ 
lease. I reiterate, that if you pass this 
ordinance with the proposed amendment 
you will have a much weaker ordinance 
than the one now in force. 

I am a lover of dogs, but I am think* 
ing of the children of our city who may 
be bit by a stray rabid dog. When you 
legislate against the unlicensed dog, 
there can be no complaint. The licensed 
dog we have protected by the ten day 
provision. The ordinance now before us 
provides for the elimination of the un¬ 
licensed dogs. There may be a few 
exceptions here and there where a 


licensed dog for some exceptional reason 
may have had his collar removed, but 
it is unfair that for these few cases we 
should jeopardize all the children of 
Pittsburgh who might be bitten by a 
stray dog. That principally is all this 
ordinance provides against. Just becau.se 
a few dogs that are licensed and have 
had their collars removed under excep¬ 
tional circumstances and are picked up, 
is no reason why stray dogs should be 
incarcerated for three days instead of 
being destroyed promptly. While in¬ 
carcerated these few exceptional cases 
may come in contact with rabid dogs, 
and thereby make conditions worse. 

I agree in the main with everything 
that has been said on this subject. I 
am opposed to shooting the dog on 
sight. Let us be fair and reasonable. 

I say the present ordinance is stronger 
than the ordinance with the proposed 
amendment now before us. All this fuss 
could be eliminated. We seem to agree 
that the unlicensed dog does not have 
any rights. If we would eliminate the 
stray dog, the chances for a rabies epi¬ 
demic would be negligible. 

For the sake of the children of the 
city, do not amend this ordinance, be¬ 
cause a few dogsi here and there may 
lose their collars. It is the thousands 
of stray dogs and the rabid dogs we 
want to rid the city of. 

Mr. McArdle arose and said: 

Mr. President:—^You heard Mr. 
Leonard say they keep the rabid dogs 
for three days and let them die. They 
are talking about the stray dog. Cer¬ 
tainly the stray dog might get a break 
under this amendment. There are many 
licensed dogs who slip their collars and 
are picked up and taken to the pound 
of the Animal Rescue League. It is this 
type of dog that should be held at the 
pound for at least three days to permit 
the owner to reclaim it. If the Animal 
Rescue League performed Its duty and 
picked up these stray dogs, they would 
not t»e on the streets of the City. When 
a group like the Animal War Relief 
makes a request of this Council to do 
a certain thing, I think they are en¬ 
titled to that courtesy. 

And the question recurring on the 
amendment as offered toy Mr. McArdle,

UNFINISHED BUSINESS 

The Chair took up 

Bill No. 558. An Ordinance en¬ 
titled, “An Ordinance amending Section 
4 of Ordinance No. 18, which became a 
law February 24, 1936, entitled, ‘An 

Ordinance providing for the fixing of 
dog and kennel licenses within the City 
of Pittsburgh; the duties of the City 
Treasurer in connection with the col¬ 
lection thereof; the continuation of the 
office of Dog License Collector, and 
limiting the rights and authority of 
instituting legal proceedings for viola¬ 
tions of the ordinance solely to the 
Director of the Department of Public 
Safety and an authorized officer or 
agent of the Animal Rescue League,’ as 
amended by Ordinance No. 78, approved 
April 11, 1936.” 

In Council, May 1, 1944, bill read. 
Committee amendments agreed to, rule 
suspended, read a second and third 
times and failed to pass finally. 

Which was read. 

The Chair said: 

Gentlemen:—As you know I was 
absent in Washington during your last 
formal meeting of Council. I note that 
the dog ordinance came up for discus- 
Sion and that it is on our calendar to¬ 
day as unfinished business. I view this 
bill as a compromise of a difficult situa¬ 
tion and, like all compromises, it gives 
complete satisfaction to very few people. 
I am not completely satisfied with It, 
but I intend to vote for it. 

Mr. McArdle arose and said; 

Mr. President:—I am going to 
vote against this ordinance for the rea¬ 
sons stated at previous meetings. 

Mr. Gallagher arose and said; 

Mr. President;—^When the bill 












was under discussion last week I re¬ 
frained from making any remarks. I 
merely voted against the hill. I Intend 
to vote against the bill today. 

I maintain that we would not have 
any menace from dogs if the Animal 
Rescue League lived up to its contract 
and rid the streets of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh of stray dogs. Stray dogs are the 
cause of the alarm. Dr. Alexander uses 
all kinds of arguments that you cannot 
catch these stray dogs, that they are 
vicious. I reiterate what I said before 
that if the Animal Rescue League would 
use a net it could clear the streets of 
Pittsburgh of all stray dogs, I can re¬ 
member when I was a boy I followed 
the dog wagon and at that time the dog 
catchers used a net large enough to 
cover a man’s body. The City of Pitts¬ 
burgh is paying the Animal Rescue 
League $12,000.00 a year to catch these 
stray dogs and it is not performing its 
duty. 

Mr. M'elr arose and, said; 

Mr. President:—I am going to 
vote against the bill because I think 
the present ordinance is as good as the 
one proposed here. If the Animal Rescue 
League would get down to business and 
collect the stray dogs, there would be 
no menace here. 

Mr. Lennard arose and said; 

Mr. President:—I voted against 
the bill last week and I intend to vote 
against it today. I am still of the same 
opinion on this ordinance as I was last 
week. Nothing has taken place in the 
interim to cause me to change my mind. 

Last week I earnestly urged that a 
provision be included in the ordinance 
that no dog be destroyed immediately 
upon its capture. I asked that a pro¬ 
vision be inserted in the ordinance that 
a dog after being picked up be held for 
at least three days to allow the owner 
if he so desired to reclaim it. That was 
voted down by a majority vote in Coun¬ 
cil. I believe that in many cases a dog 
slips out of his collar and strays out 
on the street, and if that dog is picked 
up he should not be destroyed. An op¬ 
portunity should -be allowed its owner 
to reclaim it. 

Since our last meeting, I have made 
further investigation as to the pro¬ 
cedure of the Animal Rescue League 


and found that the dogs are destroyed 
immediately. The dogs are destroyed 
where they are picked up. "piiere is a 
gas chamber on the trucks of the Ani¬ 
mal Rescue League, and when a dog is 
picked up he is put in this chamber 
and destroyed immediately. We are go¬ 
ing to get ourselves into hot water if 
we deprive people of an opportunity to 
reclaim their dogs when picked up. As 
an illustration, I might cite a case 
which happened last Friday or Satur¬ 
day. A family who had a mother dog 
and five pups called up the Animal 
Rescue League. The truck called at the 
home of this family, collected the dog 
and the five pups and they were im¬ 
mediately destroyed. I do not think we 
ought to encourage this brutality. If 
some kid’s dog is picked up on the 
street it is gassed immediately. 

I also want to merely recite what the 
authorities did in the City of New 
Kensington. The police went around 
and wherever they saw a stray dog they 
shot him, and in many cases the dog 
did not die from the bullet wounds, 
and in those cases the police took a club 
and beat the dog to death. That is 
what they did in the model city of New 
Kensington. We do not want our police 
officer^ to go around shooting dogs on 
sight, and Council bitterly opposed this 
when it was proposed in the ordinance 
submitted by Dr. Alexander. 

Mr. President, you truly said some 
time ago in discussing the dog question 
that our police officers have endeared 
themselves to the children of our city 
by taking them by the hand and lead¬ 
ing them across dangerous street inter¬ 
sections near our schools. If these same 
police officers shot dogs under that pro¬ 
posed ordinance submitted by Dr. Alex¬ 
ander, the children would soon lose that 
confidence in our patrolmen, even to 
the point of fearing them. That pro¬ 
posal was imanimously rejected by the 
members of Council. This ordinance is 
a compromise, and all I ask is that a 
provision be included that the Animal 
Rescue League hold a dog which 
has been picked up for three days in 
order to allow the owner to reclaim it. 
That to apply to licensed as well as 
unlicensed dogs. The Animal Rescue 
League is prepared to take care of all 
dogs that it may pick up and hold them 
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for three days. We are paying this 
League $12,000.00 a year to do this work, 
and it does not cost more than 10 cents 
a day to feed a dog. There htis been a 
misapprehension as to the headquarters 
of the Animal Rescue League. They have 
nice clean quarters and plenty of room 
to keep all the dogs they might pick up 
on any one day In the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh. It has not had more than 50 
dogs at one time, and some days this 
drops down as low as 10 dogs. 

Dr. Duff arose and said: 

Mr. President:—^This ordinance 
when introduced was a compromise for 
the one recommended by the Director 
of the Department of Public Health. 
However, the committee emasculated the 
bill by amendments. 

As far as Mr. Leonard’s objection is 
concerned, there is a clause in the ordi¬ 
nance which reads: 

“Any unlicensed dog found running at 
large upon the public streets, highways, 
public parks or other public places 
within the City of Pittsburgh, or upon 
the property of any person other than 
the owner, shall be seized by any city 
policeman or by any employee of any 
firm or corporation authorized by ex¬ 
isting contract with the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh and promptly sent to the dog 
pound maintained by the person or cor¬ 
poration authorized by existing contract 
by the City of Pittsburgh to maintain 
such dog pound, where such dog shall 
forthwith be destroyed in some humane 
manner.” 

So he need not fear, under the pro¬ 
vision of this bill, that the dog will be 
destroyed on the street, this clause 
provides that the dog shall be taken to 
the pound and destroyed in some hu¬ 
mane manner, and that I take it, is 
gassed. 

We are facing a serious condition of 
dogs running about the streets, and 
particularly unlicensed dogs. This bill 
imposes a duty upon the owner to keep 
the dog on the premises. Instead of 
placing the duty on the Animal Rescue 
League to chase the dog and capture 
him. It imposes a duty on the owner to 
keep the dog on the premises. If we 
want to eliminate the stray dogs from 
the streets, we must impose a severe 


duty upon the owner to keep his dog 
tied up. 

Mr. Leonard said: 

Mr. President:—^My one prin¬ 
cipal objection to the ordinance is that 
the Animal Rescue League does not hold 
an unlicensed dog for any length of 
time. He is destroyed forthwith- I think 
tliree days should be allowed an owner 
to reclaim his dog. 

Mr, Duff said: 


Mr. President:—^In answer to 
that, how can the Animal Rescue League 
know who the owner is? It involves the 
keeping of a large number of animals 
over a period of days. If the dog is 
forthwith destroyed, it will be a lesson 
to owners of dogs to prevent them 
running at large on the streets. 

And on the question, “Shall the bill 
pass Anally?”

.MOTION'S AND RESOLUTIONS 


.^Ir. Gallaghei^ presented 

No. 650. WHEREAS, Our great 
country is in a state of war, and by 
reason thereof there exists a National 
Emergency; and 


WHEREAS, The men and women of 
our great country, the United States of 
America, are giving of their entire time 


and effort unrestrainedly in the armed 
forces of our country; and 

WHEREAS, The great majority of the 
uniformed personnel have limited funds 
available for travel during their short 
hours of furlough home to see their 
loved ones; and, 

WHEREAS, The public transportation 
facilities in other large cities have been 
made available to members of the armed 
forces free of charge; and 

WHEREAS, The Trustees of the Pitts¬ 
burgh Railways Company, in February 
1943, refused a request of City Council 
that uniformed men and women of the 
armed forces of the United States be 
permitted to ride the street cars free 
of charge; and 

WHEREAS. The Trustees of the Pitts¬ 
burgh Railways Company based their 
refusal on the fact that Section 304 of 
the Public Utility Law of May 28. 1937. 
P. L. 1053. prohibits the granting of 
these privileges, and further informed 
City Council that their counsel believes 
that a reasonable interpretation of the 
foregoing .section would constitute an 
unreasonable preference or adyantage to 
such members of the armed forces and 
an unreasonable prejudice or disadvant¬ 
age to other passengers; and 

WHEREAS. It Is the sense of the 
Council that the granting of free trans¬ 
portation to uniformed men and women 
of the armed forces would in no manner 
constitute an unreasonable preference 
or advantage to them or an unreasonable 
prejudice or disadvantage to other pas¬ 
sengers, but that, on the contrary, all 
public spirited citizens would gladly 
favor the granting of free transportation 
to men and women of the armed forces: 
and 

WHEREAS. The Pittsburgh Railways 
Company and the several bus companies 
operating within the City of Pittsburgh 
have enjoyed unprecedented prosperity 
as a result of wartime conditions, and 
the loss in revenues which would result 
from the granting of free transportation 
to men and women of the armed forces 
would not constitute a serious sacrifice 
on the part of the Pittsburgh Railways 
Company or of any of the several bus 
companies; Therefore, be it 
RESOLVED, That the Council and the 
Mayor of the City of Pittsburgh request 
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the Trustees of the Pittsburgh Railways 
and the officials of the several bus com¬ 
panies operating within the City of 
Pittsburgh to join with the City of 
Pittsburgh in a petition to the Penn¬ 
sylvania Public Utility Commission to 
issue an order or ruling authorizing and 
permitting the Pittsburgh Railways 
Company and the several bus companies 
to allow all members of the armed 
forces of the United States, when in 
uniform, to ride free of charge on all 
public conveyances operated by them; 
and in the event that the said Trustees 
of the Pittsburgh Railways Company oi 
officials of the said bus companies shall 
refuse to Join with the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh in such request, then that the 
City Solicitor be authorized and directed, 
on behalf of the Council and the Mayor 
to petition the Pennsylvania Public 
Utility Commission to authorize and 
direct the Trustees of the Pittsburgh 
Railways Company and the officials of 
the several bus companies to permit all 
members of the armed forces of the 
United States, when in uniform, to ride 
free of charge on all public conveyances 
operated by them.

The adoption of the resolution. 

Mr. Gallagher said; 

Mr. President;—>1 wish to clarify 
the intent of this resolution, for the 
reason that I do not think all the mem¬ 
bers of Council paid attention to its 
reading, and do not comprehend what 
it tries to accomplish. 

In February, 1943, I presented a reso¬ 
lution in Council, which requested the 
Pittsburgh Railways Company to allow 
members of the armed forces to ride 
street cars free of charge. When the 
matter was called to the attention of 
the Timstees of the Pittsburgh Railways 
Company, they sent me a letter, under 
date of February 7, 1943, quoting a law 
on the statute books of the State of 
Pennsylvania and after giving it very 
careful consideration they replied and 
regretted that they could not grant the 
request because it would be unlawful 
for them to do so. 

When this matter came up in the 
committee meeting last week, I readily 
knew then that if the request to the 


Pittsburgh Railways Company were re¬ 
newed, we would get the same answer 
as we did last year. 

The purpose of this resolution if 
adopted requests the Pittsburgh Rail¬ 
ways Company to join with Council and 
the Mayor in petitioning the Public 
Utility Commission of Pennsylvania to 
grant the Railways Company and bus 
companies in Pittsburgh the power to 
give free transportation to members of 
the armed forces of the United States. 
If the Pittsburgh Railways Company re¬ 
fuses to join with the City in this pe¬ 
tition, the resolution goes a little farther 
and authorizes the City Solicitor on 
behalf of the Council and the Mayor 
to request the Public Utility Commis¬ 
sion to make an order allowing the rail¬ 
ways and bus companies in Pittsburgh 
to permit members of the armed forces 
to ride free of charge on their con¬ 
veyances. I do not see why the Public 
Utility Commission, under the law, can¬ 
not grant this request. The law pro¬ 
vides that at no time are public car¬ 
riers allowed to give free passes or re¬ 
duced fares; yet the Pittsburgh Rail¬ 
ways Company got around that when 
they issued reduced weekly passes to 
high school students a few years ago. 

"if the Pittsburgh Railways Company 
refuses to join with the Council they 
are not showing a patriotic spirit, ' 
especially in view of the fact that their 
revenues are larger today on account 
of the war emergency than at any 
previous time; in fact, it is earning 
more money today than at any time in 
its history. 

The serviceman gets only a meager 
supply of gasoline when he comes home 
on furlough, and It is pretty expensive 
for him to pay for trolley and bus rides 
on all the visits he wants to make 
around the city, seeing his relatives and 
friends. If the Pittsburgh Railways 
Company will join with the City in the 
petition to the Public Utility Commis¬ 
sion, I am sure that the latter will grant 
an order on the Railways Company to 
permit soldiers to ride free of charge 
on public conveyances. 

Mr. Duff arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I am heartily 
in accord with the spirit of the resolu¬ 
tion, but I doubt very much whether it 
lies within the power of the Public 
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utility Commission to make an excep¬ 
tion in this case. It runs in my mind 
that the only way that the railways 
company can be ordered to allow sol¬ 
diers to ride free of charge on their 
street cars is by an amendment to the 
Act creating the Public Utility Commis¬ 
sion, and this can only be done by ac¬ 
tion of the State Legislature. If that 
be the case, nothing will be accomplished 
by addressing a petition to the Public 
Utility Commission. If it is an Act of 
the Legislature, the Public Utility Com¬ 
mission is bound Just as we are to obey 
the law. What we should do is address 
ourselves to the State Legislature. 

.Mr. Gallagher said: 

Mr. President:—It is true that 
an Act of Assembly passed by the State 
Legislature governs the actions of the 
Public Utility Commission. The first 
act was enacted into law In 1874 and 
no doubt the reason for Its passage was 
to eliminate a lot of graft in giving free 
transportation to certain persons with 
Influence in the State. The law is very 
plain that they are not supposed to 
give free rides or reduced fares, yet the 


Pittsburgh Railways Company a few 
years ago Issued reduced weekly passes 
to school students. 

Mr. Duff said: 

That was in line with the statute 
which allowed a reduction in fares to 
school children. 

Mr. Gallagher said: 

Mr. President:—I see no harm 
in adopting this resolution and ascer¬ 
taining what action the Public Utility 
Commission will take on our request. 
As far as the Legislature is concerned, 
let us pray to God that the war will 
be over before the next Legislature meets.

To the President and Members of Council 
Gentlemen;— 

I return herewith Bill No. 558 with¬ 
out my approval. I have studied this 
ordinance very carefully and am com- 
vinced that it does not sufficiently 
strengthen the ordinance, as it presently 
exists, to accomplish the desires of the 
Director of Health and myself. We de¬ 
sire the ordinance sufficiently strong to 
put it in the hands of the City to prop¬ 
erly respond to its obligations, to pro¬ 
tect the health and welfare of the 
people. The only gain in this amend¬ 
ment is to permit the destruction of 
stray dogs immediately after capture, 
rather than after a lapse of two days. 

I should like to see Council enact a 
law which would give administrative 
authority to take whatever steps may 
be necessary to prevent the spread of 
the deadly disease. The position of the 
Director of Public Health has been mis- 
understodd from the beginning. If you 
will refer to his original letter, you will 
find he never proposed indiscriminate 
shooting of dogs in the street. I quite 
understand Council’s fear of accidents, 
but if police officers have authority to 
shoot evil men, if necessary, for the 
protection of public order, and do not 
abuse that authority, why is it assumea 
that similar authority to shoot pariah 
dogs would be abused? Something must 
be left to the good Judgment and dis¬ 
cretion of the administration. 


I It is plainly Council’s duty to give a 
[ workable alternative to the obligation of 
capturing dogs which are a menace to 
life. We cannot allow sentimentalism, 
nervous fear and foolish apprehension 
to cause horrible death for even one 
Pittsburgh child.

I still maintain that the hysteria 
that Director Alexander tried to create 
was nothing more than a publicity 
stunt. I also maintain that if the Ani¬ 
mal Rescue League would live up to its 
contract and pick up stray dogs, there 
would need be no fear of a rabies epi¬ 
demic in this city. Also, I am not going 
to give my approval to the indiscrim¬ 
inately shooting of dogs on sight. I 
think that also was a publicity stunt, 
Mr. Wolk arose and said; 

Mr. President:—I merely want 
to say this. I voted for this bill not 
because I was satisfied with it in every 
regard, but it does accomplish one thing, 
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and that is the elimination of stray 
dogs. To my mind, that will solve at 
least 95 per cent, of the problem. I am 
firmly convinced if the Animal Rescue 
League gets on the Job, seizes the stray 
dogs and then destroys them, that we 
will have, perhaps, solved this rabies 
problem as well as we can. As some of 
us, who voted for it said, we are not 
100 per cent in favor of this bill, and 
we only obtained ftve votes for its pas¬ 
sage. In order to be consistent, I am 
going to vote to override the Mayor's 
veto. 

Mr. McArdle arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I am going to 
vote to sustain the Mayor’s veto, not 
because of what he says in his letter, 
but because the ordinance does not 
meet with my approval. There is no 
need for me to reiterate my reasons for 
opposing this ordinance.

And there not being two-thirds of the 
votes of Council in the affirmative, the 
bill failed to become a law over the 
objections of the Mayor.

COUNCIL OP THE CITY OP PITTS¬ 
BURGH, 

Gentlemen:—In regard to Bill 
No. 617, being a Resolution authorizing 
the Department of Law to engage the 
services of a Tax Consultant, which was 
referred to this Department as to its 
legality under the Scranton decision, we 
advise you, as follows: 

It is our opinion that Council has 
the legal authority to make an ap¬ 
propriation which was not provided for 
in the annual Appropriation Ordinance 
only if an emergency has been duly 
declared on certificate of the Mayor and 
the Controller, or if the appropriation 
was omitted from the annual Appropria- 
.tion Ordinance through inadvertence or 
mistake. 

In this case, it appears that an error 
was made by Council in falling to in¬ 
clude in the 1944 Appropriation Ordi¬ 
nance an appropriation of funds to pay 
for the services of a Tax Consultant on 
a fee basis in connection with the in¬ 
tervention of the City of Pittsburgh In 
various tax assessment appeals. It is 
clear that Council intended to secure 
such services so that it might be prop¬ 
erly advised as to when intervention by 
the City would be warranted. 

When the Appropriation Ordinance 
was being considered, however, the right 
of the City to intervene in such cases 
was in litigation, and it was considered 
unwise to engage a Consultant until 
that right was settled. Council there¬ 
fore decided to engage no one for the 
time being, but it obviously did Intend

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to preserve its rigjit to secure the serv¬ 
ices of a Consultant when and if the 
City's right to intervene might be de¬ 
termined. Its failure to do so has now 
been discovered, and we believe that 
Council now has the power to correct 
its error. 

We believe that it would be more 
logical for Council to correct this error 
by providing that Council itself may 
engage the services of a Tax Consultant, 
for it was Council itself which previously 
did engage such services in 1943. How¬ 
ever, we do not believe that it is Illegal 
for Council to delegate to the Depart¬ 
ment of Law the authority to engage 
such services. We advise you, therefore, 
that the Bill may be approved.

Mr. President:—On Bill No. 782, 
the offer of the Marshall family to turn 
over their property to the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh for park purposes. I am going 
to vote No on this bill, not because I 
do not appreciate the generous offer of 
the Marshall family in donating this 
property to the City of Pittsburgh. 

My reason for voting No on this bill 
is that we must soon arrive at the time 
when we stop taking taxable properties 
off the tax list and adding further bur¬ 
dens to the small taxpayers of the City 
of Pittsburgh. 

While this is a generous offer, and 
if the City accepts it, it means an 
additional expense of maintenance 
and supervision, and who is going 
to bear that expense but the small 
property owners? As I look at it, we 
have a very fine park not far from this 
location; in fact, we have two parks in 
that vicinity, and I cannot see why the 
City of Pittsburgh should put a heavier 
burden on the small property owner 
by accepting this gift. 

The members of this Council must 
realize that the time is coming when 
we, like other municipalities, have to 
find other sources of income to operate 
the city government. We cannot furnish 
the people of Pittsburgh the services 
they now demand on the amount of 
revenue that we take In annually. We 
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have requests for more police, better fire 
protection, better disposal of rubbish 
and garbage, and other services that 
the citizens demand. If we continue to 
take taxable properties off the tax list, 
how are we going to function ? How 
are we going to give the services t.hat 
the citizens require? We see it all around 
us: buildings being torn down for park¬ 
ing lots in order to escape taxation. 
Right now, because of the financial 
condition of the City, we should not 
reduce our Income by accepting gifts 
from people, who might have good in¬ 
tentions, but at the same time the 
reason they want to give away their 
properties is to escape paying taxes. 

Mr. Leonard arose and said: 

Mr. President:—As you know, I 
have opposed the acceptance of this gift 
from the beginning, and in order to 
conserve time during this meeting, I 
ask unanimous consent to have printed 
as part of my remarks the statement 
I made in the Finance Committee when 
this subject was under discussion. 

The Chair said; 

If there are no objections, that 
will be done. 

The statement of Mr. Leonard is as 
follows: 

“I appreciate the honest, patriotic, 
and civic minded motives of the Mar¬ 
shall family in donating their mansion 
to the City of Pittsburgh as a park. 
This would be a good addition to the 
Mellon Park nearby. I would not hesi¬ 
tate to accept this gift to the City if 
the* only issue involved was adding an¬ 
other park to a community abounding 
in richly landscaped grounds. 

“The issue grows deeper than the mere 
acceptance of a generous gift of the 
Marshall family. The real Issue involved 
is the elimination of tax paying prop¬ 
erty from the taxable list. Are we to 
adopte a policy of permitting rich men 
to saddle the taxpayers with tax free 
monuments to themselves? In the face 
of a consistent shrinkage of assessments 
m the City of Pittsburgh we cannot 
adopt a policy of further shrinking 
assessments. There was a reduction of 
at least twenty million dollars in tax¬ 
able value of real estate in Pittsburgh 
last year. There will be another reduc¬ 
tion of about ten million when all ap¬ 


peals are heard. When tax assessments 
are reduced, and the expense of operat¬ 
ing city government is not equally re¬ 
duced, the remaining home owners and 
property owners pay a larger share of 
the cost of government. 

“The choice we have is whether to 
further increase the burden of the tax¬ 
payers or see that the property that is 
not needed for park purpose should be 
used for the construction of such needed 
apartments similar to the apartments 
that have been constructed on Negley 
avenue Immediately following a change 
in zoning. 

“We cannot continue to Ignore the 
realistic. That section of the city should 
be rezoned. The real estate board calls 
this Fifth avenue section the ‘Black 
Forest.’ Many old mansions are being 
torn down and no new homes to re¬ 
place them. There are 29 properties for 
sale along Fifth avenue, and no buyers 
for them under present zoning regula¬ 
tions. This section of the city would 
be an ideal place for the construction 
of modern court apartments for high 
Income families. 

“There is no chance of new war 
made millionaires building mansions in 
this section again. We should turn this 
land over to a group of builders who 
would build high-type small apartments 
and homes for families who would fit 
into the general neighborhood. 

“I am in favor of more parks and 
playgrounds for sections of the city 
that need them. I will always vote for 
improvements of the recreational and 
cultural facilities of the city, but this 
is one case where I prefer much needed 
homes to unneeded parks. 

“When this matter was before the 
Finance Committee, I asked that cer¬ 
tain Information be furnished the 
Council, particularly an estimate of the 
cost for developing and maintaining 
this property for park, purposes. I be¬ 
lieve as a member of Council I have 
a right to ask for and demand such 
information. This information was not 
forthcoming. 

Pinal action on the proposal should 
not be taken until a public hearing has 
been held. An opportunity should be 
given the citizens of Pittsburgh to 
voice their opinions as to whether the 
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property in question should or should 
not be accepted for park purposes. 

As I stated in committee, the Marsh¬ 
all family is to be commended for 
making this generous gift to the City, 
but there is a history back of this 
proposal. I am reliably Informed that 
a proposal was made by persons in¬ 
terested in the Ellis School for Girls to 
purchase this property for school pur¬ 
poses. The Ellis School is a prep school 
for students desiring to enter the Penn¬ 
sylvania College for Women. The Ellis 
School is a very fine educational insti¬ 
tution, and children of our finest fam¬ 
ilies are and have been enrolled there. 
At present this school maintains two 
properties on Ellsworth avenue, which 
are assessed for taxable purposes, and 
if they acquired the Marshall property 
they would continue to pay taxes on 
that property. An unofficial group, I 
am reliably Informed, has been organ- 
Ized to create an endowment fund, and 
one of the objects of that endowment 
fund would be to pay for the upkeep of 
the property, and to pay whatever taxes 
are assessed against it. It has been said 
that' If we do not accept this gift from 
the Marshall family, the property will 
be turned over to another institution. 
The only institution is this Ellis School 
for Girls. If that were the case, taxes 
would be paid. 

I might also state that another group 
consulted me about taking over this 
property for a charitable institution 
after it was obtained by the City, and 
I advised these people that once the 
City accepted the property, it could 
only be used for park purposes, and 
that the City could not, under the deed 
of gift, turn this property over to any 
group for civic, cultural or charitable 
purposes. 

The reason I will not vote for the 
passage of this resolution is because I 
do not have the figures as to what it 
will cost to maintain this property for 
park purposes once ft is accepted. Prob¬ 
ably other members of Council and the 
Mayor may have this Information, but 
I am kept in the dark. Therefore, a 
public hearing should be .held, at which 
time all these facts could be developed, 
and an opportunity given to the citizens 
of Pittsburgh to voice their opinion as 
to whether the property should or 


should not be accepted for park pur¬ 
poses. Furthermore, I concur in the 
remarks of Mr. Gallagher, because It is 
the' small home owner who has to pay 
his proportionate share of the cost of 
any additional expenditures made by 
the City.

Great 
sacrifices must be made before victory 
is attained. We at home must do every¬ 
thing in our power that .not a single 
life is lost that otherwise might be 
saved. We must firmly resolve that 
those who have died and will die shall 
not have died in vain. 

On D-Day, as our boys were crossing 
the waters of the English Channel, as | 


they came upon the coast of Prance 
ready to give up their lives, if need be, 
and as some were making the last su¬ 
preme sacrifice, we in America prayed 
to God to protect our loved, ones; we 
prayed to merit the power and the 
strength to achieve victory, and we 
further prayed for divine guidance in 
the attainment of a Just and lasting 
peace so that those who made the last 
supreme sacrifice shall not have died 
in vain. 

On the evening of that day at the 
same moment the American people 
Joined in prayer with the President of 
the United States. By that prayer, made 
at the same time, we were united 
spiritually more strongly than a chain 
of iron could have bound us physically. 

Prayer can have no fulfillment unless 
it is accompanied by a mighty de¬ 
termination to realize Just hopes and 
aspirations. But on that evening of 
that significant day in our history, that 
prayer in which all of our people Joined, 
did have that) effect. We determined to 
do everything in our power to support 
our armed forces and to achieve a 
speedy victory for our righteous cause. 

The Invasion continues in Europe, 
and in otheif parts of this world where 
our loved ones are fighting. D-Day has 
passfid; on. Each of us in his own way 
continues each day to pray for our 
loved ones no matter where they may 
be, but the strength and the power 
and the determination that came from 
praying together at the same moment 
on D-Day must not be lost, but must 
grow through repetition. 

So, let us every single day until our 
task is finished with victory, and a 
Just peace has been established in this 
world, pray together at the same mo¬ 
ment as we did on D-Day. Let the 
.spiritual unity which on that day filled 
us with an overwhelming determination 
to do our best, be with us each day. 
Let that determination gather mo¬ 
mentum on each successive day, giving 
America the harmony and the strength 
to achieve speedy victory, and out of 
that growing spiritual unity and 
strength will come a no less equal de¬ 
termined desire to bring a Just and 
lasting peace to all the people of this 
world.

Mr. President:—I rise at this 
time to oppose the passage of Bill No. 
245, and also to say what I was denied 
to say at the committee meeting last 
Tuesday. There were three properties 
submitted to Council on which to erect 
an engine house. The bill that is be¬ 
fore us today for the purchase of prop¬ 
erty at $25,000.00, as I understand it, 
is a piece of property that a real estate 
broker has an option on at a lesser price 
than the sale price at which it is offered 
td the City, and that option, I am in¬ 
formed, expires in the very near future. 
If that be the case, then the City of 
Pittsburgh is paying a third party an 
amount of money to which the third 
party is not entitled. 

In addition, the purchase of the prop¬ 
erty in question involves a zone change 
in the neighborhood in order to permit 
the construction of a fire and police 
station. 

The other two properties which have 
been offered to the City are, in my 
opinion, a better purchase than the 
property under consideration. No zone 
changes are required on these two prop¬ 
erties. 

Supposing the City purchases this 
property in question, it is my belief 
that the properties in the immediate 
vicinity will be depreciated in value. 
Therefore, the City’s income from taxes 
will be affected. 

We tried to pass in committee last 
week what I believe to be a sane and 
sensible motion to have the Real Estate 
Board appraise the three properties. The 
argument, at that time, was that we 
were trying to delay action. The sites 
for the Oakland engine house has been 
before Council for some time. Never, 
since my membership in this Council, 
when a proposition was up for con¬ 
sideration, was debate shut off and the 
parliamentary rules invoked to prevent 
open discussion as was done on the bill 
now before us for action. It prevented 
a member of Council from obtaining 
additional information. Now, I would 
like to ask this committee that is recom¬ 
mending the purchase of this church 
property whether it had gone into this 
situation and found out whether, on the 


minute books of the church, or their 
organization, the price they put on the 
property; what is the option price, and 
what is the difference between the op¬ 
tion price and the price the City of 
Pittsburg.h is asked to pay for the prop¬ 
erty? These questions I would like 
answered before I vote on this ordinance. 
If there is an option existing on the 
property, and that option expires in 15, 
30 or 45 days, and if, in the judgment 
of the committee, we can purchase the 
property for less money than stipulated 
in the ordinance, don’t you think the 
taxpayers of thei City of Pittsburgh are 
entitled to that consideration? I do. 

I, therefore, move, Mr. President,

‘245 is a bill for the purchase by the 
City of the Oakland Baptist Church 
property. A study has been made of, a 
number of sites in the Oakland district 
by individuals and by a committee. 
Members of Council, as well as members 
of our various departments, have also 
studied these sites. For myself I am 
ready to vote on this purchase as 1 
have viewed the various sites a number 
of times during the past weeks and 
months. 

The Oakland Baptist Church property 
is located at McKee place, Louisa street 
and Semple street. As near as I can 
learn, this property is solid ground and 
has no fill. The assessment on this 
property is two parcels of land—one 
parcel assessed at $6,800.00 with a cfturch 
building assessed at $12,000.00; the other 
parcel of land is assessed at $2,500.00, 
a two-story house at $3,500.00, and a 
garage at $100,00. This makes a total 
a.ssessment of $24,900.00. The assess¬ 
ment on -the two parcels of land is at 
a different rate and the total land value 
would be higher if the higher valuation 
is considered. In 1944 this property is 
offered to the City at $25,000.00, ap¬ 
proximately $1.58 per square foot lor t.h® 
land. In 1937 this property was offered 
to the City at $32,000.00. In 1934 the 
property was offered to the United 
States Government for a site for the 
Oakland Post Office at $30,000.00. In 
1938, before the depression, this prop¬ 
erty was under consideration by the 
Oakland Y. M. C. A. at a price of 
$50,000.00. I believe that the price of 
125,000.00 is fair and reasonable.

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Judging from the experience with the 
engine house now being erected in 
Beech view, the salvage value of the 
church building to a contractor bidding 
on the new building, would be at least 
$3,000.00. 

In my opinion the placing of this 
engine house at McKee place and Louisa 
street will stabilize land values. This 
morning I passed the new engine house 
being erected on Union avenue. North 
Side, City, and noticed that the vacant 
lot to the south of this new house is 
being offered for sale. From informa¬ 
tion which I am able to obtain this 
lot with the house was offered for sale 
at $4,100.00 and for $5,000.00. The va¬ 
cant lot, measuring 30x115 feet, now has 
a sign which reads: “This desirable lot, 
30x115, lor sale: price $4,800.00.” This 
proves to me that our new type of 
engine house does not depress realty 
values, but tends to stabilize values. I 
am not a real estate expert and those 
experts may disagree with me when I 
state that in my opinion a new engine 
house at this Oakland site will stabilize 
real estate values for many years in the 
future. 

The City will lose no taxable property 
at the moment. We will if we tear down 
the parsonage, which will not be torn 
down at present. If we purchased other 
properties in the Oakland district, there 
would be removed from the tax books a 
considerable amount of money. I do 
not wish to go into the other sites that 
have been offered. I am firmly convinced 
that the city is making a good deal by 
the purchase of this church property. 

Mr. McArdle arose and said: 

Mr. President :-r-If Mr. Demmler 
is so convinced and if there is a di¬ 
vision—and there is a division in Coun¬ 
cil—as to the value, what is his objec¬ 
tion to letting a competent real estate 
appraiser appraise the three properties? 
Certainly he is not going to argue for 
this site against the Bates street property. 
If the station is erected on the church 
property, the fire apparatus will have to 
cross the Boulevard of the Allies to get 
to the Isaly Dairy property, and other 
properties to the south of the Boule¬ 
vard, where the fire hazards exist. I 
believe the property of the Outdoor 
Advertising Company is better adapted 
for fire station purposes than the church 


property. Mr. Demmler admits that he 
is not qualified to pass on the real 
estate value of the properties under 
consideration.

A letter from George E. A. Fairley, 
Director, Department of Public Safety, 
requests that an emergency be declared 
by the Mayor and the City Controller 
so that the City Council may authorize 
the temporary employment of two ma¬ 
chinists and provide for the payment of 
their services. This letter Is as follows: 

"We have had a number of serious 
accidents, as a result of which t.he Bu¬ 
reau of Fire equipment Involved is in 
need of urgent attention. 

Our Mechanical Force is small and 
must attend to the regular routine 
business of the Department, and I have 
asked City Council to approve an Ordi¬ 
nance authorizing the employment of 
Two Machinists for a period of not 
more than sixty (60) days, to enable 
us to return this damaged equipment 
to service as soon as possible. 

One aerial ladder and one pumper 
engine were damaged in -an accident 
at Stanton & Negley Aves., on May 24. 
1944, and one pumper engine was In¬ 
volved in an accident at Penn Avenue 
and 8th Street. Additional urgent re¬ 
pairs are required on the aerial ladder 
at No. 46 Engine Company. In this case, 
the Company furnishing the equipment 
is supplying a new engine without 
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charge, but our Mechanical Force will 
have to remove the present one and 
Install ,ith& new unit." 

Predicated upon this information as 
to this emergency, we, the Mayor and 
the Controller of the City of Pittsburgh, 
HEREBY CERTIFY, pursuant to the

Mr. President:—On Bill 1073, 
providing for the sale of 40 automobiles 
assigned to the Bureau of Police, De¬ 
partment of Public Safety, there was 
delivered to us, under date of August 
21, 1944, on the letterhead of the De¬ 
partment of Public Safety, signed by 
Andrew Charles, Assistant Superintend¬ 
ent of Police, a list of cars that should 
be sold. That list contained 31 cars 
that could be sold and stated that four 
other cars were assigned to other de¬ 
partments. So that the Council may 
know where the remaining seven cars 
are to be assigned, I move that Bill No. 
1073 be recommitted to the Committee 
on Finance for further study. 

.Mr. McArdle arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I oppose the 
motion offered by Mr. Demmler that 
Bill No. 1073 be recommitted to the 
Committee on Finance for further study. 

I oppose this motion on the basis of 
the statement made to us by the rep¬ 
resentatives of the Public Safety De¬ 
partment. 

If the new automobiles recently pur¬ 
chased by the Department of Public 
Safety for use by the Bureau of Police 
was done in the usual manner, the cars 
that we are now offering for sale would 
automatically have been traded in as 
part of the purchase price on the new 
cars, but inasmuch as we had an op¬ 
portunity to secure cars from the Fed¬ 
eral Government, there was no trade- 
in of these cars< 

If there is any merit to the request 
of the people who want cars, their 
request should be submitted to the 
Budget Committee when we make up 
the annual appropriations. As I said in 



































comnaittee, this is just a proposal to 
increase the number of automobiles in 
the city service. This (Council has been 
fairly liberal in the purcjiase of auto¬ 
mobiles when it has been shown us 
that there is a necessity for an auto¬ 
mobile. 

If we do not sell these cars now, we 
are going to be faced with the proposi¬ 
tion of the city directors finding some¬ 
one who will and can use them, and in 
a month or two from now they will tell 
us that these cars are worn out and are 
of no further use to the city, and tell¬ 
ing us, because of this condition, new 
cars will be required. If any one in 
the city service requires an automobile, 
let .him make such a request to Council. 
Council, as I said before, has always 
fairly considered such requests when 
presented to us. To re-assign these auto¬ 
mobiles to other departments or indi¬ 
viduals in the city service, we will be 
breaking faith with the people who 
recommended these cars be sold. In 
addition to that, the police need new 
motorcycles, and if the money derived 
from the sale of these automobiles can 
be legaly used for the purchase of these 
motorcycles, we should use it for t.hat 
purpose. At any rate, we must find 
money for new police motorcycles. The 
best interests of the city would be 
served if these old police cars were 
sold. If they are not, there would be 
no trouble getting 60 people to use 
them. It is one way for the directors 
to Increase the cost of government. 

.Mr. Duff arose and said: 

Mr. President:—On Friday, the 
Bureau of City Refuse called me on the 
telephone and reported that six of its 
cars were in a worn-out conflltion and 
asked If Council would allot six of 
the old police radio cars to it. In addi¬ 
tion, we had one request from the 
Bureau of Building Inspection, the allo¬ 
cation of which has been made by agree¬ 
ment with Council. I believe on last 
week’s calendar there was a request from 
a bureau head for a new car. Here Is 
an instance where the city could save 
money by allotting one of the police 
cars to this bureau, which is in need 
of a car. 

Mr. McArdle’s fear that by holding 
these old cars for other departmental 


uses would increase the number of auto¬ 
mobiles in the city service is totally 
unfounded, for the reason that Council 
is the body that determines the allot¬ 
ment of a car to a city employee. It 
is certain only with our consent that a 
city employee has a car, or has one 
allocated to hiS' use. I for one am not 
disposed to increase the number of 
city-operated cars, unless they are abso¬ 
lutely needed. 

I was informed by a responsible party 
that some of these cars are in good 
condition and an expenditure as low as 
$50.00 will put these machines in op¬ 
erating condition. It seems to me the 
height of bad business to dispose of 
t.hese cars and go out and purchase 
new cars, thereby Increasing our budget. 
What we ought to do is to keep such 
cars as are not worn out and dispose 
of the rest. I am not inclined to keep 
all the cars, but I do think if .some of 
these oars are in good condition we 
ought to use these cars to supplant the 
requests for new cars. 

Mr. Weir arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I am going to 
vote to recommit this bill to commit¬ 
tee. My chief reason is, I want to know 
where the cars already allocated have 
gone to. and what they intend to do 
with the rest of t.hem. I have heard 
Council is the authority to allocate 
these cars. If I am shown that .some¬ 
one needs an automobile for city busi¬ 
ness, I will agree to vote for it in 
committee. 

Mr. MCArcIle arose and said: 

Mr. President:—Mr. Duff says 
that he is reliably Informed that some 
of these cars can be put in good con¬ 
dition for $50.00 per car. When the 
question of the purchase of the new 
cars was discussed at the committee 
table, the Supierlntendent of Police and 
the Director of the Department of 
Public Safety informed us t.hat none of 
the 40 or 42 cars were any good, and 
the lives of the policemen' who drove 
them were in jeopardy. These city 
officials never told us that we could 
rehabilitate these cars and put them 
in good shape for $50.00 apiece. They 
either lied to us then or are lying to us 
now. I personally know that one of 
the cars was rehabilitated, but it was 
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never repaired for anythingi like $50.00. 

Mr. Gallaglier arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I am opposed 
to the motion to recommit Bill 1073 to 
the Committee on Finance. When the 
Superintendent of Police appeared be¬ 
fore the committee he said that these 
cars were worn out and could not be 
repaired. Another thing, if the new 
cars were purchased in the regular 
manner, these old cars would have been 
traded in as part of the purchase price. 
Inasmuch as the new cars were pur¬ 
chased from the Government, these old 
cars are still in the city’s possession. 
We have a chance to sell these old cars, 
because there is a market for them. As 
Mr. McArdle said, the police need new 
motorcycles, and if it can be legally 
done, the money received from the sale 
of these old cars could be applied to 
the purchase of these motorcycles. If 
any of these old cars are retained and 
assigned to use by city employees, there 
will be the added expense of maintain¬ 
ing them. 

I want to be recorded as voting 
against this motion to recommit Bill 
1073 to the Finance Committee for 
further study. 

.Mr. Leonard arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I am not as 
familiar with the facts concerning this 
question as the other members of Coun¬ 
cil, and for that reason I am going to 
vote for the motion to recommit Bill 
1073 to the Finance Committee in order 
to give me an opportunity to secure 
additional information. Maybe some of 
these cars could be repaired and put 
in proper condition. I recall that some 
three or four weeks ago I talked to the 
Superintendent of the City Garage and 
he thought some of these cars were in 
pretty good shape to be used by other 
department employees. On the other 
hand, it is possible that some of these 
cars arc not in good condition, because 
they .have been in constant use 18 and 
20 hours a day by our police cruising 
the streets. I want to know to whom 
the cars are to be assigned. It is 
sensible to hold at least 4 or 5 of them 
for further use by city employees. ■ 

And the question recurring on the 
motion. 

“'That Bill No. 1073 be recommitted 


to the Committee on Finance for further 
study.” 

The motion prevailed. (Mr. Gallagher 
voting NO.)

Mr. MeArdle arose’ and said; 

Mr. President:—I rise to a ques¬ 
tion of personal privilege. I rise to an¬ 
swer the purported statement of the 
Director of the Department of Public 
Safety, Mr. Fairley, In connection with 
the police radio cars that we have been 
discussing before Council. Mr. Fairley 
makes a denial of certain facts in his 
statement to the newspaper. The news¬ 
paper article reads. In part, as follows; 

“Col. Fairley denied this assertion in 
an Interview today, declaring he never 
made such a statement before Council 
members, but he defended the replace¬ 
ment of the 1942 cars by saying; 

‘Suppose somebody has been murdered 
and a call comes for a police officer. He 
doesn’t dodder along, but gets there in 
a hurry. Police cars must be In good 
condition, as they are driven 24 hours 
a day, with three different crews.’ ’’ 

I take exception to the statement 
given by the Director'to the newspaper, 
and I still insist that at the committee 
table before the Finance Committee the 
Director said the cars were not fit for 
further use and that he needed 42 new 
cars. These we have given him, and 
therefore the old ones should be sold. 
The newspaper article also quotes the 
Director as saying that he wants six of 
these old machines for use by certain 
employees In his department. I had the 
clerk check on this, and I am Informed 
that there was never a request made to 
City Council for cars for these people 
he says needs machines. It proves con¬ 
clusively that what Mr. Fairley Is con¬ 
cerned about is increasing the number 
of automobiles In the Department of 
Public Safety by taking advantage of 
the situation which exists today be¬ 
cause we did not trade in the old cars 
when we bought the new ones from 
the Government. Never In my three 
years’, experience as a member of Coun¬ 
cil has the Director been backward In 
requesting those things which he or 
any of his subordinates needed. I re¬ 
peat what I said In committee that 
Council authorized the purchase of 
these 42 automobiles for use by the 
Bureau of Police on condition that, the 
42 old cars would be put on the market 
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for sale, so that Council would not 
leave the taxpayers under the impres¬ 
sion that we bought 42 cars that were 
not needed.

Mr. President:—I rise to a ques¬ 
tion of personal privilege. The subject 
which I desire to speak on is the Fifth 
Avenue rezoning ordinance which I pre¬ 
sented to Council on May 29, 1944, and 
which is now pending before t.he Works 
Committee for action. 

I want to make it plain that for the 
past four years Council has requested 
that something be done with respect 
to the rezoning of properties on Fifth 
Avenue. I submitted the ordinance more 
In blanket form. I am informed that 
it has steamed up more Interest than 
any other piece of legislation that has 
been submitted to Council in many a 
month. Not only the Chambers of Com¬ 
merce are interested in the ordinance, 
but local boards of trade and civic 
bodies. It has really brought the sub¬ 
ject to light, and I hope that something 
tangible will result by its being dis¬ 
cussed at this time. 

Under the law the ordinance was sub¬ 
mitted to the Planning Commission for 
a report, and this report has been re¬ 
ceived, and a copy furnished each mem¬ 
ber of Council. 

As far as the report from the Planning 
Commission is concerned, disapproving 
the ordinance, I might tell you, Mr. 
Chairman, that I expected and predicted 
that would be the action of the Com¬ 
mission. Mr. Bigger, Chairman of the 
Commission, should have extended the 
courtesy of a meeting with the mem¬ 
bers of Council on the ordinance before 
taking the arbitrary action of disap¬ 
proving it and kicking it out the win¬ 
dow. 

As everyone knows the large honies 
on Fifth Avenue, from Clyde street to 
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Point Breeze have been, in many in¬ 
stances, vacated as dwellings by those 
who originally built them. Many of 
them have been razed and no new 
homes have been erected to replace 
them, resulting in a large loss of revenue 
to the City. Those small homes which 
have been erected within the past 10 
or 15 years are a credit to the City, and 
they should be protected as much as 
possible from encroachment by buildings 
which would be detrimental in character 
to the neighborhood. 

There are certain p>eople who have a 
monopoly on apartment buildings in 
Pittsburgh, and they are opposed to the 
construction of any additional apart¬ 
ments in the City, especially small 
apartments, where the rentals would be 
such as to permit the people in the 
lower income bracket to occupy them. 

It is true that under the "A” Resi¬ 
dence classification, multiple dwellings 
(such as apartments, hotels, row houses, 
double duplexes, rooming or boarding 
houses, fraternity houses, club houses, 
convents, asylums, hospitals, sanitaria, 
jails, et cetera, could be erected. I 
might also state here that public and 
semi - public institutions, educational 
and charitable, funeral homes (under 
certain conditions), telephone central 
exchanges, sub-stations of electric 
light works, gas regulating stations 
and accessory uses are permitted in an 
"A” Residence District. I want here and 
now to state emphatically that this is 
not my purpose In presenting this ordi¬ 
nance. If there is no other way we must 
Immediately change this classification so 
that we can accomplish the obvious 
thing which we desire, namely, opening 
this new unused ground for the build¬ 
ing of homes and at the same time ex¬ 
cluding other construction now per¬ 
mitted under "A'" classification which 
would be undesirable. It is my thought, 
if and when this ordinance is passed, it 
will permit the erection of three-story 
apartment buildings of the kind and 
type that have been erected on Negley 
avenue. Anyone who has seen these 
modern apartments will agree with me 
that they are no detriment. Rather than 
depreciating the value of the adjoining 
properties they enhance it. It is re¬ 
grettable that the Planning Commission 


cannot see eye to eye with those people 
who want to erect such a type of apart¬ 
ment building on Fifth avenue. They 
should recommend an amendment to 
the Zoning Ordinance which will permit 
such apartment buildings, eliminating 
the type of uses now permissible under 
the “A" Residence classification which 
are objectionable. 

I do not know of any city in the 
country where there is more demand 
for apartment buildings than in the 
City of Pittsburgh. 

As far as the members of the Planning 
Commission are concerned, when I sug- 
gestt this amendment to permit apart¬ 
ments of the type I have in mind to 
be constructed on Fifth avenue, I am 
not talking through my hat. For many 
years I have served on the Allegheny 
County Housing Authority, and criticism 
coming out of the Planning Commission 
says that I am Interested in slum clear¬ 
ance. Sure, I am interested in slum 
clearance. But you cannot condemn me 
for that. I have been misinterpreted in 
some quarters because of my statement 
to permit the construction of three- 
story "walk-up” apartments. I do not 
mean the "slum” type dwelling, but the 
modern type of apartment house. My 
interest—and everybody in the country 
Interested in better homes Is harping 
on the same thing—Is to get private 
capital to build these structures. It is 
true that both the City and the County 
Housing Authorities have constructed 
thousands of dwelling units for the 
families in the lower-income bracket, 
but it is not this type of apartment I 
would advocate for Fifth Avenue. 

When the subject was previously be¬ 
fore Council, I referred to the vacant 
property along Fifth Avenue as the 
“Black Forest.” 

If the large homes on Fifth Avenue 
are torn down in the next few years as 
they have been in the past, and no otjier 
type of dwelling is permitted, • the City 
will lose many thousands of dollatjS in 
revenue. I do not believe any large de¬ 
veloper of urban property wo\fid attempt 
to erect only single family dwellings on 
these large plots of ground. 

I need only refer you to the assess¬ 
ments on these properties, and you will 
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readily see the large reductions which 
have been made. The general trend iJi 
that neighborhood Is toward multiple 
apartment buildings. 

The resurgence ol this neighborhood 
can only be accomplished by permitting 
the construction of apartments along 
the most modern architectural lines. I 
want to see the city progress, not re¬ 
trogress. My prophecy is that none of 
the present owners of the large plots 
of land facing Fifth Avenue will ever 
again erect large mansions. The days 
of large palatial homes are disappearing 
from our American cities. Something else 
must take their place—and I say the 
small apartm«nt building is the answer. 
Prom an architectural standpoint, these 
apartment buildings can be made at¬ 
tractive. They will not spoil the sur¬ 
rounding property. 

I have read the report of the Planning 
Commission, and the only answer I can 
give Mr. Bigger is that he has been 
around here for a number of years, and 
is trying to sabotage a certain party. 
I have been a member of this Council 
for six years. Nobody In that period has 
done anything to allow the construction 
of small homes and apartments on Fifth 
Avenue. 

Council has passed laws to cut down 
rag weeds. I spent yesterday looking at 
the properties along Fifth Avenue. I 
saw many of these vacant properties 
literally covered with weeds. Many of 
the properties have no caretakers, and 
some of them are becoming an eyesore. 

The Planning Commission reports that 
they do not recommend any change in 
the zoning law; they do not want an 
amendment to the zoning law. They 
want to kill it. I know something about 
this Commission. This not only applies 
to Fifth Avenue, but other sections of 
the city. Anything constructive this 
Council proposes for Pittsburgh the 
Planning Commission turns down. We 
must get seven votes in Council to 
override them. 

The memberd of the Planning Com¬ 
mission are fine gentlemen. They want 
to help Pittsburgh, but they cannot 
help Pittsburgh because their hands are 
tied. I asked the Planning Commission 
to submit a report on this subject, and 
it was only after I raised the devil that 


they submitted a report, disapproving 
the ordinance. 

As I said before, I read the report of 
the Planning Commission on the sub¬ 
ject, and the same conclusions are 
reached as were given in previous re¬ 
ports. My bill, if passed would allow 
the construction of three-story apart¬ 
ments. ’We see millionaires’ homes razed 
all along this avenue. We are up 
against the problem of the March of 
Time. One member of the Commission, 
it is reported to me, said, “Pay no at¬ 
tention to Leonard: he is only Interested 
in building tradesmen” I say for the 
record, is it a crime to re-develop a 
neighborhood so that men will be em¬ 
ployed in post-war projects? Sure, I am 
for the tradesmen. Every public official 
should be interested not only in these 
workers, but everyone else who has to 
make a living by his hands. 

There is another misleading statement 
about which I want to take issue with 
Mr. Bigger. He refers to “walk-up" type 
of apartments that would be allowed 
under my proposed ordinance. These are 
the same they use on public housing 
projects. It is an unfair statement and 
should be explained. The term “walk-up” 
apartment is a term used on housing 
projects. What is a walk-up? The term 
is used because there would be stair¬ 
ways; a walk up of three stories. These 
buildings would have no elevators. They 
would be reception-hall court apart¬ 
ments. They would not be cheap struc¬ 
tures, but something that would be a 
credit to the City of Pittsburgh- In 
addition, private money would be in¬ 
vested in the construction of these 
apartments, not public money. 

Now, gentlemen, I say that I do irot 
want to see the bill get away from 
Council. In all fairness we sit here all 
year and when we try to do something 
for Fifth Avenue we run up a blind 
alley. Fifth Avenue is an ideal street 
on which to locate apartment buildings, 
and they have not done anything. When 
an attempt is made In Council to change 
the zoning, the Commission is against 
It and therefore it requires seven votes, 
not five, to pass such an ordinance. 
We do not want to do anything to 
hurt anyone living on Fifth Avenue. 
Some years ago a building permit was 
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Issued for the construction of a 12- or 
14-story building, and that was built 
out to the property line. When Fifth 
Avenue was widened they had to go 
around) bends. They made a nice Job 
of it. 

Let us take Fifth Avenue from Point 
Breeze in to Craig street. Look, at the 
traffic signs on It. ‘‘Route 22 and 30": 
“This Way to the Turn Pike"; “This 
Way to the West.” It Is a great thor¬ 
oughfare: It Is the main highway route. 
My Judgment Is that Fifth Avenue 
should be 120 feet wide. The first post¬ 
war Improvement on our program should 
be the widening of Fifth Avenue. 

But every time Council tries to do 
something constructive along this ave¬ 
nue, we are stymied. That Is what has 
been going on for years in City Hall. 

Twenty-nine homes along Fifth Ave¬ 
nue in the district In question have been 
torn down, and 30 homes have “For- 
Sale” signs on them. Some people have 
maintained their homes. Some of them 
are nice homes. Some of them have 
mortgages against them. We cannot 
hold up the development of the city. If 
apartments are not allowed to be con¬ 
structed, the avenue will remain a 
“Black Forest,’' with no revenue coming 
Into the city. 

Let us take the first property on Fifth 
Avenue which was rezoned. The Lillian 
Russell property at Fifth Avenue and 
Penn avenue. They rezoned that prop¬ 
erty so that the back yards face Penn 
avenue. Some 20 houses have been 
constructed on that property, selling 
anywhere from $10,000 to $24,000, with 
a little piece of land. You mean to tell 
me that a home costing from $10,000 
to $24,000 Is not the type that should 
be erected there. Similar .homes 
would be advisable for other large plots 
of ground along Fifth Avenue. 

Let us go out farther. The Heinz 
residence. Back In 1923 or 1924 they 
had a big house. They did a lot for 
Pittsburgh: they employed a lot of 
people. The Heinz people wanted to see 
their large mansion retained. They 
offered their property to the City as a 
park, and Council was farsighted enough 
not to accept It under those conditions. 
They tore down the mansion. They put 


In a short sticet and built small sub¬ 
stantial homes that cost upwards of 
$50,000.00. The land Is bringing In more 
revenue now than when the old man¬ 
sion was there. 

Now, let us go to the Penh am Plan, 
right off Fifth and Penn avenues. Small 
homes were developed there five years 
ago and they are fine t>T>e homes. 
People have Invested $25,000 In homes. 
They have courts and turn-arounds. 

I could stand here for hours and 
discuss these things, because I Jiave 
really been Into it. These are the types 
of developments I advocate for Fifth 
Avenue, but the Planning Commission 
is so obstinate It will not recommend a 
change In zoning that will permit their 
construction. 

I am telling you that you have a 
horse* and buggy planning commission. 
Some of the members are fine gentle¬ 
men, but they are dominated by other 
people. I know something about this 
commission. If the Planning Commis¬ 
sion does not want to cooperate with 
Council, we ought to propose legislation 
to rip them out. I know I am going to 
get the devil for making these remarks. 
I am going to be put on the “spot” 
because of my determination to have 
the properties on Fifth Avenue rezoned. 
However, In support of my plan, I have 
the backing of civic bodies. 

When legislation Is submitted to 
Council, and It does not meet with the 
approval of all the members. It Is 
amended. Don’t let this get out of our 
hands. We must take the bull by the 
horns and wake up the horse and buggy 
planning commission, and break the 
monopoly which they now have. 

Gentlemen, there Is no major city In 
the United States that does not have a 
shortage of homes renting anywhere 
from $50.00 to $100.00 a month. Show 
me where there Is a slum clearance in 
any of these things. 

When the War In which this country 
Is now seriously engaged Is concluded, 
and the soldiers return to their peaceful 
occupations, something must be done to 
provide gainful employment for them. 
In the construction of apartment build¬ 
ings many tradesmen would be engaged, 
and a large number of these craftsmen. 
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both skilled and unskilled, would be 
provided with employment. In addition, 
the employees in the mills and fac¬ 
tories, where the materials are made, 
that go Into the construction of build¬ 
ings. would also be working. Not only 
would building upon these areas give 
enormous employment while It was going 
on both for the builders and the supply 
people, but it would mean a large 
amount of permanent employment for 
the carpenters, painters, landscape men 
and scores of others who would con¬ 
tinue to maintain them in good condi¬ 
tion. Likewise there would be a great 
advantage because the whole area would 
be stabilized and those who purchase 
homes would know exactly what kind 
of a neighborhood in which they were 
going to live In the years to come. 

I take exception to the adverse recom¬ 
mendation of t.he Planning Commission 
on Bill No. 764, and hope that some 
means can be devised for the redemp¬ 
tion of these Fifth Avenue properties 
for the purposes I have in mind. I do 
not wish to destroy the beauty of any 
property along this street, but I do 
think that with the construction of the 
type of apartment I have in mind, that 
it will not seriously affect any of the 
adjoining properties. 

The ordinance whlcji we sent to the 
Commission, and which is now returned 
to us with a request that we disapprove 
it, is not before Council for action. But 
I earnestly beseech my colleagues when 
It does come up that they consider all 
phases of the proposed change, and that 
if the present "A" Residence classiflca- 
tlor would bring undesirable structures 
into the neighborhood that we take 
Immediate action to amend the law in 
some way so that this valuable land 
can be developed. 

Mr. President. I would like to ask one 
thing. I am going to ask that you set 
a time for a public hearing on the 
ordinance, so that we may hear the 
pros and cons, and let us hear why 
-Fifth Avenue cannot be rezoned. 


.Mr. Gallagliei- arose and said: 

I Mr. President:—I disagree with 

j the report of the Planning Commission, 
and I think Mr. Leonard Is right In a 
lot of his remarks. Fifth Avenue has 
deteriorated, and most of the home 
construction building is going out of 
the City. If this section of Fifth Ave¬ 
nue were rezoned, there are many in¬ 
vestors who would put up the type of 
apartments that Mr. Leonard talks about. 
Let us take the report of the Planning 
Commission, in their own figures, they 
say 18-1/25 per cent, of the property 
owners are In favor of the change; 50 
per cent, opposed; neutrals, 7 per cent.; 
no replies. 10 per cent.; and city prop¬ 
erties 12 per cent. Let us have a public 
hearing as Mr. Leonard suggests and get 
the property owners in. They say only 
50 per cent, are against the change. 
What about the other 50 per cent.? Let 
us do something to stimulate new build¬ 
ing construction in Pittsburgh. 1 do not 
agree with the report of the City 
Planning Commission.

Mr. President:—I am voting No 
on this resolution for the same reasons 
given by me when the resolution was 
affirmatively recommended by the 
Finance Committee. I believe this prop¬ 
erty should be- used for mercantile pur¬ 
poses, not as a gasoline station. 

Ayes 7. Noes 1. 

And a majority of the votes of Coun¬ 
cil being in the affirmative, the resolu¬ 
tion passed finally. 

.Mr. Demmler arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I rise to a ques¬ 
tion of personal privilege. 
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There has been Introduced Jnto Coun¬ 
cil today a resolution asking for Infor¬ 
mation regarding the widening of Straw¬ 
berry way, from William Penn way to 
Grant street. 

A widening of this nature has Its 
effect upon the type of building which 
might be erected on the vacant lots 
adjoining this Improvement. 

After the war I am convinced that 
Pittsburgh, In the downtown area, will 
require additional modern buildings, 
store rooms and lofts. These Improve¬ 
ments will be made In accordance with 
our zoning and building laws. 

On my recent visit to Boston I ob¬ 
served the Improvements which are be¬ 
ing made and have been made In the 
Back Bay section. I find that the zon¬ 
ing law there restricts t.he height of the 
buildings to one hundred feet, with 
certain exemptions permitting an addi¬ 
tional twenty-five feet for towers, ele¬ 
vator pent houses, etc. 

I believe that before extended plans 
are made for new buildings here In 
Pittsburgh, City Council should place 
Itself on record, either by enacting a 
new height restriction ordinance or by 
definitely stating its position regarding 
this problem. 

* On Wednesday, October 18. 1944, 

there was held In the Council Chamber 
a meeting of the Committee on Hear¬ 
ings, at which time a hearing was .held 
on Council Bill No. 1187, regarding a 
change of zoning In the Thirty-first 
Ward. The ordinance for this zoning 
vns enacted In November. 1934. The 
Planning Commission did not approve 
the zoning of this commercial area, 
which area Council is now being asked 
to change to a “B” Residence area, the 
same as the surrounding area. I believe 
Council should approve this change as 
requested by the residents. 

Our Zoning Ordinance Is not an ordi¬ 
nance which does not require amend¬ 
ments as conditions arise and time 
goes on. 

There has been coirsiderable discussion 
regarding the proper zoning of Fifth 
avenue property, from Craig street to 
Point Breeze, the. junction of Penn and 
Fifth avenues. 

In 1941 the Planning Commission pre¬ 


sented to Council a very extended study 
and report regarding the zoning of this 
Fifth avenue property. This report should 
have received the consideration which 
it deserved. 

Recently this problem of the proper 
zoning of Fifth avenue has again been 
the subject of discussion. 

Some years ago Council was asked to 
change the zone at Fifth and Morewood 
avenues, the Ferguson property. Later 
It was asked to change the zone at Fifth 
avenue and Boundary street, the Hostet- 
ter property. In both cases the requested 
changes were to permit the erection of 
tall apartment buildings. Some of the 
plans submitted for these buildings con¬ 
templated using most of the space for 
a building, and thus adversely affecting 
all of the surrounding area. Both 
changes were denied. 

Speaking to a prominent real estate 
man recently, he stated to me that the 
widening of Fifth avenue should be 
considered as well as limiting this dis¬ 
trict to the building of apartment 
houses three stories high. 

Visiting Cambridge, Massachusetts, and 
there seeing the number of three and 
four story apartment dwellings without 
elevators. I am convinced that the sug¬ 
gestion of this type for Fifth avenue 
is worthy of most careful consideration. 
The structures at Cambridge are at¬ 
tractive, well-built and a very decided 
improvement over the tall apartment 
houses which one finds in cities like 
Chicago, Buffalo, Cleveland and New York. 

I believe that when an amendment 
to the Zoning Ordinance is adopted for 
Fifth avenue, there should be very rigid 
requirements regarding the area per 
person, the height and style of build¬ 
ing, the required set-back from the 
street and provision for automobile 
storage and parking. 

Mr. Leonard arose and said; 

Mr. President:—I am glad of 
one thing. We have a convert. I am 
glad that he is sold on the apartment 
idea. I can only reiterate what Mr. 
Demmler has said about other cities 
where apartments are and have been 
constructed. They contain large side 
yards, and these can be beautifully 
landscaped, and be a credit to any 
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community. In regard to the other part 
of his statement, there is a lot to what 
lie says. We must face the situation 
and utilize the land and spread out. 
At the pre.sent time there is in con¬ 
templation the erection of a 40-stofy 
office building in the downtown dis¬ 
trict, and that is worth getting into. 
That is the thing we should not en¬ 
courage. But on the other hand we 
should encourage the construction of 
10 and 12 story buildings, untlllzlng 




larger ground area. Instead of one or 
two large skyscrapers, we would have 
many buildings. I agree with Mr. 
Dcmmlcr’a statement.

Mr. President;—On Friday after¬ 
noon, October 27th, as I came to the 
corner of Ferry street and Fourth Ave¬ 
nue I noticed a blast of dust and smoke 
coming out of the private alley way 
near Market street and Fourth Avenue. 
Thinking It came from an explosion, I 
walked up Fourth Avenue to see if there 
was any fire. Coming to the corner of 
Market street and Fourth Avenue, I 
heard the fire equipment sirens. Market 
street had automobiles parked on both 
sides of the street from Diamond Square 
to the Boulevard of the Allies, and the 
fire apparatus cmnlng to the fire had 
to proceed very slowly so as to be able 



































































to pass between tbe parked autonaoblles 
without damage. The Illegally parked 
automobiles on the east side of Market 
street caused the delay In the fire ap¬ 
paratus arriving at the scene of the Are. 

Fortunately this was a small fire, but 
considerable damage could have resulted 
due to these Illegally parked automobiles, 
causing the delay in arrival of the fire 
apparatus. 

The private alleyway In the rear of 
the building on fire was completely 
blocked with four parked automobiles, 
which blocked t.he approach to the fire 
from the alley. 

I do not object to an automobile 
driver drawing up to the curb on a 
"No Parking” side of a street If it is 
merely to pick up a package which Is 
ready for delivery or to deliver a pack¬ 
age or make a bank deposit. I have 
noticed that many machines are parked 
illegally from five minutes to a half 
hour. 

This morning, at 11:30, on Wood 
street, from Fifth Avenue to Fourth 
Avenue, there were twelve passenger 
automobiles and three trucks parked 
on the east side, and one truck double 
parked. On Fourth Avenue, at the same 
hour, on the north side, from Wood 
street to Smlthfield street, there were 


four parked automobiles without any 
person in the machines, and five trucks 
loading or unloading. 

Often you will find cars parked on 
both sides of Oliver Avenue, from Grant 
street to Liberty avenue, which prevents 
a double line of moving vehicles on this 
street. 

I believe that it Is time that the City 
authorities institute a campaign of 
education so that the automobile driv¬ 
ing public may realize the ' importance 
of obeying the various parking signs 
which have been placed on our streets 
after most careful study and considera¬ 
tion,

I for one refuse to stand by and let 
any one Brand us all as a Group of 
Law Breakers, and I am calling 
TWO SPECIAL MEETINGS 

The First Meeting will be held at 
8:00 o’clock, p. m., Sunday, November 
26, and the Second Meeting will be 
held at 10:30 a. m. sharp, Monday, No¬ 
vember 27, held at Moose Temple, 628 
Penn avenue, Pittsburgh, Pa. 

To see if we are going to continue 
to work under such pressure. Let’s show 
we are Real Red Blooded Men who 
today as in the past will not lie down 
under a pressure—whose main object 
is to eliminate Your Jobs.

William L. Robinson, 
Business Agent.’’ 

I assume that these meetings were 
called after this Council passed a resolu¬ 
tion instructing the police department 


to look into the violations of the rail¬ 
ways operators in the City of Pittsburgh 
after the accident which occurred lii 
Munhall in which 7 people so far have 
died. 

First of all, my understanding of a 
Gestapo is a secret police force. There 
was nothing secret about what this 
Council did. There is nothing secret 
about what the police are doing. For 
Mr. Robinson’s information, I, as one 
member of Council, want to serve notice 
on him that he will conduct himself 
under the rules and the traffic laws 
of the City of Pittsburgh the same as 
anybody else. As he goes down along 
the line he talks about trying to 
eliminate their jobs. Neither Mr. Robin¬ 
son nor anybody else connected with the 
Railways Company is going to stop me 
going through with my efforts to make 
the operators of street oars live up to 
the laws of the City of Pittsburgh. To¬ 
day there Is carried an item in the 
papers that there is a threatened 
strike. The car operators have no more 
rights on the streets of the City of 
Pittsburgh than men driving automo¬ 
biles andi trucks. So far as I am con¬ 
cerned the police will double their ef¬ 
forts and bring in a report as to 
what they have done so far to stop 
these vlola.tions by street car operators; 
also what disposition has been made 
of those cases where street car opera¬ 
tors have been given traffic tags. 

Since when are the street car motor- 
men a privileged group? Why shouldn’t 
they be bound by the safety laws the 
same as the rest of the people? They 
ought to be even more bound. ’Ihese 
measures are for the protection of the 
public, including the motormen them¬ 
selves, who are in the most dangerous 
position in the case of a collision. 
’They should be more responsible in 
matters of safety than any other per¬ 
son because of the numbers of people 
whose health and life is dependent 
upon their careful operation. As for 
this reducing employment, the fact is 
that if the schedules are too fast and 
are slowed down to the proper speed, 
will mean more cars and more jobs. 
Just today another accident was re¬ 
ported which might have had serious 
consequences.

President Kilgallen called Mr, Demm¬ 
ler to the Chair, and taking the floor 
said: 

Mr. President:—I rise to a ques¬ 
tion of personal privilege. The Economy 
League is a research organization 
financed in the main, if not wholly, by 
the financial interests of Pennsylvania. 
Its chartered purpose is to assist in 
obtaining a more efficient government 
in our counties, cities, boroughs, town¬ 
ships, and school boards. I became 
acquainted with this organization dur¬ 
ing my term some years ago as State 
Senator at Harrisburg. I found the 
working staff of this organization to 
be quite competent, efficient and always 


willing to be interested in a govern¬ 
mental problem. When I was elected a 
member of Pittsburgh City Council I 
again came in contact with these men 
—that is, the men of the Western Di¬ 
vision of the Economy League—and 
again I found them to be quite willing 
to analyze upon request any problem 
confronting us in city government. 
This is not to say that the viewpoint 
of the Economy League has always been 
accepted by me. As a matter of fact, 
it has seldom been accepted by me. 
The sponsors of the League adhere to 
a philosophy of government quite dif¬ 
ferent from my own, and it is quite 
understandable that we should be of 
different minds on some proposals. But 
on the point of securing the basic facts 
and presenting them in an informed, 
impartial, non-partisan way, up to this 
point in my public life, the Economy 
League has been extremely helpful to 
me, and to Mr. Leslie Reese, Dr. Kurtz- 
man and some others of their associates 
whom I do do not know so well, I want 
now to express my appreciation of their 
various studies. 

Last night my phone rang, and I said, 
in response to a question by a news¬ 
paper reporter, that I favored home rule 
and the fixing of city taxes on the 
judgment 'Of Pittsburghers and not on 
the judgment of Harrisburgers. I see 
by the morning paper that some three 
other councilmen also expressed an 
opinion. That opinion was quite like 
mine, that they do not look favorably 
upon a city wage tax. I left the Chair, 
Mr. Chairman, to come down here and 
talk because I do not like the trend of 
the present public discussion. I noticed 
in the papers today that the news items 
are headed "Councilmen Rap Pay Tax,’’ 
“Proposal of Economy League Gets 
Rough Treatment,” etc. Now, I hope 
that so serious a problem as this gets 
fair and impartial dicussion by the pub¬ 
lic press. This is a very serious mat¬ 
ter. ’The tax base of Pittsburgh must 
be broadened and it Is not going to 
be broadened unless those different 
groups—including the newspapers, the 
Chambers of Commerce, the Boards of 
Trade and the public as a whole be¬ 
come interested. The wage tax pro¬ 
posal of the Economy League is one 
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proposal of many. We do not reject 
the proposals of the Economy League. 
I think that this has been a very fine, 
very fair and comprehensive report. 1 
am glad that they are making the sub¬ 
ject one that has to be talked about. 
I could vote for a city vyage tax. 1 
would only vote for it as a last resort 
or next to last resort. As a last resort 
I would vote for a sales tax. There are 
other taxes that could be obtained be¬ 
fore we talk about city wage tax. Other 
cities tax utility real estate. I am truly 
sorry that the Economy League did not 
discuss that subject. Other cities im¬ 
pose a tax upon the gross business of 
gas companies. Other cities impose an 
automobile license tax, and still other 
cities impose a tax upon the gross 
business done by telephone companies. 
I will quit talking now, but I hope that 
this thing will not get the same unfair 
treatment that was given the Bentley 
bill two years ago. This Council and 
Mayor Scully received unfair treatment 
from the agencies, which have to do 
with forming public opinion in this 
city, two years ago, when they distorted 
and falsely misrepresented the Bentley 
bill. The Bentley bill was held out to 
the people of Pittsburgh as being a 
tax on all wages of workers in Pitts¬ 
burgh. Such was not the case. The 
bill was merely to give Pittsburgh home 
rule, and we in Council and the Mayor 
thought that that should be done. 

Mr. Leonard arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I was surprised 
to learn that the Economy League, from 
what I read in the newspapers, only 
recommended a wage tax as a source 
of new revenue for the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh. From what you have said, Mr. 
Chairman, other recommendations are 
made. However, what I have to say is, 
that if a wage tax is imposed the little 
fellow would carry all the freight. I 
believe that home rule legislation for 
Pittsburgh should be enacted. You re¬ 
fer to taxation on real estate of public 
utilities in Pittsburgh. I concur that 
that should be done. I also want to 
say that the City should impose a 
$100.00 license tax upon each street car 
operated in the City of Pittsburgh. If 
that were done, the City would receive 
approximately $600,000.00, enough to 


clear up our deficit. I am disappointed 
because the Economy League did not 
make other recommendations where the 
City could obtain revenue so as to re¬ 
lieve the already overburdened home 
owner and taxpayer. I was also disap¬ 
pointed that the Economy League did 
not recommend that the legislative 
bodies of the several cities, townships 
and boroughs of the State get together 
and try to have the law changed so as 
to place a tax upon public utilities. 
Besides the utilities, there are a lot of 
other places from which the City could 
obtain revenue. However, as I said, the 
place to get the authority is at Harris¬ 
burg, and I think someone should be 
authorized to secure the cooperation of 
such cities as Scranton, Wilkes-Barre 
and McKeesport, to have such a law or 
laws enacted. The street car company 
should be required to pay a tax into the 
City Treasury for the reason that they 
wear out our streets which must be re¬ 
paired at the expense of the taxpayers. 
The railways company, because of its 
unusually large profits due to wartime 
conditions, should be compelled to pay 
a car license tax. Such a bill should 
be introduced in the State Legislature 
and every effort put behind it to secure 
its enactment. I want to state for the 
record that I am disappointed in the 
report of the Economy League Insofar 
as it recommends an income tax for 
the little fellow who is least able to 
carry an additional financial burden. I 
for one will not vote for such a bill 
should it come before Council for 
action.

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 

Mr. Demmler arose and said: 

There appears to be no definite 
understanding as to what authority is 
responsible for the cleaning of the 
sewers and gutters along the Ohio River 
boulevard from the Pittsburgh city line 
at Bellevue to Superior avenue. These 
sewers and gutters have not been 
cleaned for more than a year. 

I move that the Department of Pub¬ 
lic Works inform Council how soon the 
responsibility of the respective parties 
for the cleaning of the sewers and gut¬ 
ters along the Ohio River boulevard, 
between the points above stated, can 
be established. 

Which motion prevailed. 

Mr. Demmler arose and said: 

Mr. President:—The Plttsbui’gh 
Press has performed a service to the 
citizens of the City of Pittsburgh in 
publishing a series of articles on the 
huge report of the Pennsylvania Econ¬ 
omy League called, “External Influences 
and Internal Fiscal Problems Confront¬ 
ing the Government of the City of 
Pittsburgh.’’ 

’These articles, no doubt, have been 
read by a great many people, and there¬ 
fore, the Press should also now call 
attention to some errors and false in¬ 
terpretations of this report and in the 
articles published. 












TJiie first article appearing in the 
issue of December 4th, 1944, is head- 
ilned, “City Going Down Hill Needs 
New Impetus, League Survey Shows.” 
A smaller headline reads: “Higher Costs 
of Government with no Gain in Revenue 
cited as Major Problem.” 

The first two paragraphs of this 
articie read: “In many respects, Pitts¬ 
burgh is going down hili, the Pennsyl¬ 
vania Economy League frankly admits 
in its big report of the City’s current 
situation.” “Its Metropolitan area, 
which in much better shape than the 
City, also has reached maturity.” 

Many people, I believe infer from this 
that Pittsburgh is the exception in 
large cities, which is not the fact. 
Checking the report of the United 
States Census of cities for 1930 and 
1940 we find that Akron, O.hio de¬ 
creased in population 10,249; Baltimore, 
Maryland increased by 54,226; which 
Increase I believe was due to annexa¬ 
tion; Buffalo, New York increased 2,825; 
Cincinnati, Ohio decreased 4,450; Mil¬ 
waukee, Wisconsin increased 9,223; 
Newark, New Jersey decreased 12,577; 
Pittsburgh, Pa., increased 1,842; St. 
Louis, Missouri decreased 5,912, and 
San Francisco increased 162. This 
shouid prove that Pittsburgh is not 
affected any differently than other 
cities. 

At the end of the first article is this 
announcement: “Next—Littie hope of 
new building.” 

The next article, appearing December 
5th, is headed, “Pittsburgh chances of 
resuming growth, slim, report shows.” 
This might be the opinion of the Penn¬ 
sylvania Economy League but I firmly 
disagree with the same. In spite of 
Pittsburgh’s topography, which makes 
it an expensive city to" build, operate 
and maintain, its chances for future 
growth, in my opinion, are good. The 
City has extended its services past 
many desirable locations which can 
be built upon and put to use. Good 
planning and wise administration will 
again make Pittsburgh a growing City. 
To illustrate, I would call your atten¬ 
tion to the remark made to me by a 
realtor who has the management of 
a number of properties both downtown 
and in other parts of the City. He 


said, “Remove the street cars from 
Fourth Avenue and real estate values 
on Fourth Avenue will increase at least 
ten per cent.” 

The end of this article sffys, “Next, 
Economies are not the answer.” 

The article for December 6th is 
headed, “City faces necessity of un¬ 
covering new sources of revenue.” The 
second sentence in this article reads: 
“Trouble looms even for 1945, the re¬ 
port indicates.” In reading this article, 
I cannot see how the same justifies this 
sentence, and therefore, will not attempt 
to go further through this article, 
which ends, “Next, Suggested Remedies.” 

The article for December 7th is headed, 
“Revamped Program on Finances Urged 
to Revitalize City.” Three proposals 
are outlined in this article, which are 
as follows: 

“1. It may expand its political 
boundaries to the place where they fit 
its economic boundaries. 

“2. It may transfer certain functions 
to Allegheny County, which is not 
faced with quite the same economic 
conditions as is the City. 

“3. It may broaden its tax base so 
as to acquire greater revenues from 
those who benefit from the city’s gov¬ 
ernmental services, including those 
who live outside its borders, but who 
earn theii* livelihood in it.” 

The article further states, "The fol¬ 
lowing are some of the possible meth¬ 
ods of securing additional revenues: 1. 
Wage tax. 2. Municipal Auto Tax. 3. 
Mercantile tax. 4. Tax Levy on Lodging 
Houses. 5. Sewer Service Charge. 6. 
Garbage Incinerator Charge.” These six 
proposals must be taken purely as the 
suggestion of the Pennsylvania Economy 
League and are in no wise to be con¬ 
sidered the suggestions of the City 
Council. This article ends with, “Next: 
Pittsburgh and other Cities.” 

This article of December 8th is headed, 
“Pittsburgh ranks low in money it 
spends on Municipal Services. In 
smaller headlines, “Unhealthy Situation, 
due to dependency on Real Estate Taxes 
cited in Report.” This headline can 
again leave a' wrong impression. In 
comparing Pittsburgh with other cities 
you will find that Pittsburgh holds a 













































good position and need not be ashamed 
In any way. 

In this article of December 8th, 1944, 
there appears this paragraph:— 

“Countftig in County and School prop¬ 
erty taxes levied on Pittsburgh property 
the total is 56.425 mills. This is slightly 
more than the average millage for the 
thirteen comparable cities.” 

This statement is entirely wrong and 
the Pittsburgh Press should correct it. 
The 1944 millage for t.he City of Pitts¬ 
burgh is 25 mills on the land assess¬ 
ment and 12.5 mills on the improve¬ 
ment assessment. To raise the same 
amount of taxes in the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh by having a flat millage on the 
combined land and improvement value, 
it would require 18.15 mills. Therefore, 
adding 18.15 mills City tax to the School 
tax of 11.75 mills and the County tax 
in the City of 7.625 mills, would be a 
total of 37.525 mills and not 56.425 mills 
as stated in the article. This total 
millage of 37.525 mills compares very 
favorably with all other cities in the 
United States of comparative size to 
Pittsburgh. 

I shall continue to advocate and work 
for the extension of the Pittsburgh 
Graded Tax Law, applying it to the 
revenues of the County and School Dis¬ 
trict. The principle underlying this 
law is Just and fundamental, taking 
from no one anything which he has 
earned. 

As an Individual I shall oppose the 
levying of any tax until the commun¬ 
ity has taken for its revenue the en¬ 
tire value created by the services which 
it renders. 

As a Councilman of the City of 
Pittsburgh, I shall advocate legislation 
which will give to the local community 
a greater power to enable it to better 
rule its own home affairs. I will not ad¬ 
vocate the placing of more taxes on 
industry or the Imposition of nuisance 
^axes. * 

On Saturday, December 9th, at a 
meeting sponsored by the Civic Club 
of Allegheny County, for the discussion 
of the School Code and the way of 
financing our schools: a man stated 
that only 17% of the citizens of Pitts¬ 
burgh pay real estate taxes. This bare 


statement is 100% wrong, but I sup¬ 
pose he means to say that 17% collect 
these taxes and charge for them, re¬ 
mitting them to the City Treasurer. 
I say that 100% of us pay the real 
estate taxes, and no one can escape 
paying the same until he dies. The 
youngster spending a penny for candy 
at the corner store and the person buy¬ 
ing a Cadillac pays real estate taxes in 
making these purchases. The person 
staying at a hotel, buying a meal or a 
soda, buying a flower, purchasing but¬ 
ter or groceries, pays these taxes. No 
one escapes. 

This article, which is the last of the 
series, ends with these two paragraphs: 

‘‘Sound Tax Urged’' 

“A sound tax system should be de¬ 
signed to properly distribute the sup¬ 
port of the City government and ap¬ 
portion the burden so that no one class 
of taxpayers should carry the entire 
load. Individuals, whether residents or 
commuters, and business concerns should 
be so taxed that the yield from each 
source would be .sufficient to pay for 
the respective services that each re¬ 
ceives. 

“Certainty and compliance should be 
created in the minds of all present 
and future taxpayers that they con¬ 
fidently may know what their tax lia¬ 
bilities are and will be, and accordingly 
may be able to plan ahead.” 

I wish to state that I am convinced 
Pittsburgh has a sound tax system, and 
if fair and honestly administered and 
extended to County and School Board 
revenue, it will prove to be the best 
example of raising municipal revenue 
in the Country. 

Personally I wish to state that I do 
not like the impression which is being 
made that the Pennsylvania Economy 
League speaks for City Council or the 
Administration. The report of the 
Economy League was delivered to me 
on December 4th, 1944, at 4:00 o’clock, 

P. M., which shows that this report was 
given to the newspapers before being 
given to the members of Council. I 
also wish to state that it seems to be 
a fact that the Economy League or its 
representatives apparently receive the 
City’s budget before the same is sub- 
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mitted to Council. If Council is to be 
blamed for the making of the budget 
I, for one, feel that the same should 
be given to Council before being pre¬ 
sented elsewhere. 

Mr. Gallagher arose and said: 

Mr. President: — Unfortunately, 
due to the serious illness of my wife, 
I was not present when the discussion 
took place in reference to the report 
of the Pennsylvania Economy League, 
and I note by the newspapers that 
several members of Council went on 
record as being unalterably opposed to 
the wage tax. I want to reiterate what 
I said last year, that I am opposed to 
a sales tax and; a wage tax. 

In reference to broadening the base 
of our source of taxes in the City of 
Pittsburgh, I feel, as I felt for a num¬ 
ber of years, that there is an Injustice 
being done the taxpayers of the City 
of Pittsburgh, according to the Con¬ 
troller’s report, of allowing Thirty-eight 
Million Dollars worth of public utility 
property to be exempt from taxation 
due to a ruling of the Court some 50 
years ago. 

I think this Council and every civic 
body of the City of' Pittsburgh should 
get in back of legislation to be pre¬ 
sented to the next State Legislature to 
not only take this property off of the 
exempt list, but to tax their gross re¬ 
ceipts. Why should the Bell Telephone 
Company make enormous profits from 
the citizens of Pittsburgh and not pay 
anything into the City Treasury for the 
privileges granted it? The same applies 
to the Pittsburgh Railways Company, 


the gas and light company, which are 
making enormous profits because of 
wartime conditions. We discussed in 
Council many times the question of the 
Duquesne Light Company charging the 
City of Pittsburgh exorbitant rates for 
street lighting. Because of decisions 
rendered by the Public Utility Commis¬ 
sion of Pennsylvania we cannot get that 
rate down. 

In the coming session of the State 
Legislature, every organization, that is 
Interested in the future of the City of > 
Pittsburgh, should get behind this 
Council in whatever legislation is 
going to be presented to the next Leg¬ 
islature to get some relief for the real 
estate taxpayers who are carrying the 
full burden. Take the City of Cleve¬ 
land. The City of Cleveland gets a 
portion of the inheritance tax from the 
State of Ohio. The City of Pittsburgh 
ought to get a portion of the inheri¬ 
tance tax from the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania. Our State Government 
cannot plead that it has no money. It 
has more money in the State Treasury 
than at any time in the history of the 
State. It is time that some of that 
money be returned by the State to 
the City of Pittsburgh. 

Mr. Wolk moved 

That the Minutes of Council 
of Monday, December 4, 1944, be ap¬ 
proved.

Jlr. Denimler arose and said: 

Mr. President:—^No one need be told j 
that Pittsburgh and vicinity was visited 
by a heavy snowfall last Monday. Tliis 
snowfall interfered with all manner of 
transportation. It is also a fact that 
were it not for the Pittsburgh Railways 
Company and its activities, transporta¬ 
tion virtually Ivould have been at a 
standstill. The Railways Company kept 
their tracks open and were it not for 
the interference by automobile traffic, 
the Railways Company would have 
rendered better, transportation service. 
Their service was interfered witja even 
by the Pittsburgh Motor coaches—these 
coaches falling to be equipped with 
chains. 

In addition to the interference with 
trolley movement by the automobiles 
which tried to move, the snowbound 
automobiles on our streets helped in 
this congestion. A better and fuller 
compliance with, and enforcement of, 
our traffic regulations would have 
helped a great deal in providing trans¬ 
portation last Monday and Tuesday. The 
snowbound automobiles parked down¬ 
town on limited and prohibited park¬ 
ing spaces prevented the clearing of 
streets and caused delivery trucks to 
block transportation by being compelled 
to stand in the track area while mak¬ 
ing deliveries. Our parking regulations 
are made for the benefit of all and 
.should not be abused by a few for 
their own selfish convenience. 

I appreciate the efforts which were 
made by the Pittsburgh Railways Com¬ 
pany in trying to provide transporta¬ 
tion during and after the snow storm, 


as well as at other times. 

Pittsburgh is dependent upon better 
trolley transportation to increase its 
business activities. Recently the Pitts¬ 
burgh Railways Company asked for a 
franchise to extend the Arlington Ave¬ 
nue car line. I then stated that if this 
franchise were dependent upon a fifty 
■year lease, I would not vote for the 
same. Twenty years is the longest term 
of a franchise for which I will vote, 
because I believe that any investment 
in track and materials should be 
amortized in that length of time. Pitts¬ 
burgh is suffering from 99 year, 900 
year and 999 year franchises granted to 
trans^jortation companies in the past, 
i The present generation is compelled to 
pay heavily for these franchises to 
companies which, in some cases, never 
laid a tie, but yet are included in the 
capitalization of the Pittsburgh Rail¬ 
ways Company. 

No publicly elected officer or group 
of officers are so all-wise as to know 
what will happen during 99, 900 or 999 
coming years. I cannot understand why 
the Courts can set aside certain fea¬ 
tures of these franchises as detrimental 
to the public interest and yet uphold 
these franchises for such a long period 
of time. 

In an editorial appearing in the Pitts¬ 
burgh Press on December 11th, 1944, 
entitled, “Must We Suffer Forever?’’, 
it is clearly set forth the injustice now 
Ijeing placed upon the public. An ex¬ 
tract from this editorial illustrates only 
one point: 

“A graphic demonstration of the cause 
of its sickness was given recently when 
the State Supreme Court upheld a con¬ 
tract entered into 42 years ago—and 
with 957 years still to run—under which 
the Philadelphia Co. has to pay to the 
Monongahela Street Railways Co. a 
rental of $315,000 per year. The Phila¬ 
delphia Co. has to pay both t.he taxes 
and Interest of this non-operating con¬ 
cern—which performs no service what¬ 
soever and has nothing of value except 
franchises granted more than 40 years 
ago by the old Select and Common 
Council of Pittsburgh. For 957 more 
years it is assured of its full $315,000 
per year—above taxes and all other 
expenses—for doing nothing.” 
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Farther in the editorial appear these 
questions: 

"Or must the people suffer? 

"Is there no relief for tliem? 

"Having made a mistake, must this 
city pay forever? 

“Is there no legal remedy by which 
public errors can someday be corrected? 
"Must our damnation be eternal?” 

I fully subscribe to the following 
final statement in this editorial: 

“Somewhere in law or equity we be¬ 
lieve there Is relief—that the mistakes 
of the past need not last 999 years.” 

The City, through the interest shown 
by Council and by the activities of the 
City Law Department, is making an ef¬ 
fort to seek relief from these Injustices. 
I ti-ust that all civic bodies and public 
minded citizens will take an interest in 
this problem and lend their support 
in securing relief. 

Mr. Gallagher arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I want to concur in 
the remarks made by Mr. Demmler, and 
I want to say further that last Friday 
I contacted Miss Alpern, the City Solci- 
tor, and made inquiry as to what in her 
opinion this Council could do to try 
to facilitate and advance her activities 
in reference to the long-term leases or 
franchises of the Pittsburgh Railways 
Company. 

This question has been brought be¬ 
fore this Council, in my experience of 
10 or II years, on many, many oc¬ 
casions. The City of Plttsburg:h—I don’t 
have the exact figures—spent at one 
time close to $300,000.00 in an effort 
to break these 999 year leases or fran¬ 
chises that the Pittsburgh Railways 
Company has. 

I asked Miss Alpern last Friday if 
an adverse decision is rendered against 
the City in the case which is now be¬ 
ing argued before the State Supreme 
Court, what would she think of the 
City Council getting back of the Law 
Department and taking the case to the 
United States Supreme Court. 

In the article in the Pittsburgh Press 
headed, “How Long Are We Going to 
Suffer Under These 999 Year Fran¬ 
chises?”, I think it is our duty as 


members of City Council, and in the 
interest of the people of Pittsburgh, 
to take this case to the United States 
Supreme Court. I cannot imagine how 
any Court could uphold a franchise 
that gives them the privilege for 999 
years to take revenue from the citizens 
of Pittsburgh- 

Many of the owners of these original 
franchises are dead. They have fran¬ 
chises, in some instances, to operate 
street cars where they did not even lay 
the tracks: in other cases, the original 
tracks and the cars and equipment are 
worn out, and I cannot see how a 
Com*t could uphold a franchise so un¬ 
just to the citizens of Pittsburgh. 

I think it is the duty of this Coun¬ 
cil to back up the Law Department in 
its effort to break this stranglehold on 
the citizens of Pittsburgh. 

Mr. Evans arose and said: 

M. President:—I just took the trouble 
to add up the amounf of money they 
will get in 957 years. It amounts to 
$301,455,000.00. 

Mr, McArdle arose and said: 

Mr. President:—^I rise to a question of 
personal privilege. I rise to answer the 
campaign sheet of Wm. L. Robinson, 
Business Agent, Division 85 of the 
Street Car Operators Union. 

I will put this in the Record. He 
states, "On November 14th, after the 
Munhall accident, McArdle said in City 
Council that the street car men had 
committed hundreds of violations per 
day, and were the greatest violators 
and law breakers in the City. Then 
Plorig was ordered to turn loose thirty 
men to hound and coerce our mem- 
oershlp.” 

He further states, “This Gestapo 
method I stopped, and will stop again 
if it is tried. We as an organization, 
and I as your representative, have al¬ 
ways been ready to meet our employer 
on any question, and we do not need 
any former prohibition or insurance 
agent to handle our problems.” 

This pamphlet was distributed ap¬ 
parently to members of Local No. 85 
to assure the re-election of Mr. Robin¬ 
son as Business Agent. I did not get 
into the street car question on a per- 





sonal basis, nor did I get into it on a 
union basis, and I was not interested 
whether there was an election coming 
up in this Union. I am not going to 
let go unnoticed such scurrilous state¬ 
ments made by their representative. 

The Pamp.hlet further charges that 
“On November 29th, after the Dillon 
accident, McArdle at the Manchester 
car barn misrepresented what I was sup¬ 
posed to have said at City Council. 
When challenged by Brother McCue and 
Griffin, and others, he said that no | 
record was kept of these proceedings. 

In the newspaper on December 8 he 
then said that this meeting was a 
secret meeting of Council from whlcji 
newspapers were barred, and that repre¬ 
sentatives of the operators said that 
schedules could not be maintained. On 
Sunday, December 10th, in the news¬ 
paper he said it was not a secret meet- * 
ing, but an open meeting, and that 
William L. Robinson, Business Agent 
of the Union, stated that the schedules 
were fair and that there was not one | 
that the men couldn’t make. At Man- \ 
Chester McArdle further said he had 
enough friends working on the job to 
defeat me on election day. He there¬ 
fore has a reason for his false state¬ 
ments.” 

In the first place, at the Manchester 
Barn, I said I thought records were 
kept of the meeting and so informed 
the members over there. I found that 
there was no record of the meeting 
because it was a conference between j 
the railways! representatives, the repre- ; 
sentatives of the men and the mem¬ 
bers of City Council. When I discovered 
there was no record of the conference 
kept, I so Informed the operators and 
our Clerk so informed the operators i 
who came over to get a copy. I said [ 
to the men at the Manchester Barn i 
that when I questioned Mr. Fitzgerald 
who sat in on the conference at the 
councllmanic committee table as to 
whether the schedules were fair, and 
Instead of Mr. Fitzgerald answering the 
question, Mr. Robinson answered for 
him, and said that there was no sched¬ 
ule that the men could not meet. The 
men at the Manchester Barn said 
there were schedules they could not 
meet. So much for that. 


If Mr. Robinson feels that there is 
anything wrong done in this Council, 
this is the place for him to come. Mr. 
Robinson, to this day, has never come 
to this Council to inquire what the 
method was. If he takes credit for 
stopping the investigation, and the rec¬ 
ord proves conclusively that It was 
stopped, then it is a precarious position 
for the City of Pittsburgh to be in. 

So far as the other statements he 
makes here in this pamphlet, they are 
not worth answering. Oh, yes, he refers 
to the Municipal Ownership Bill which 
was before the State Legislature at 
the time I was a member of that 
body. I want to say that the sponsor¬ 
ship of that Bill was one, who, in my 
opinion, is more concerned about the 
welfare of Labor than anybody in Pitts¬ 
burgh, both organized.and unorganized. 

He further states in this pamphlet, 
“I am very proud of this organization, 
and since I have been an officer our 
members’ yearly Income has gone up 
about one thousand dollars per man.” 
I can remember not so long ago when 
there were two men on each street 
car. I want to ask Mr. Robinson 
whether he saved the Street Car Com¬ 
pany money in wages, or whether it 
is costing the Company more money 
since the inauguration of one-man 

cars? He further says, “No City em¬ 
ploye ever received such benefits.” 

That is not what we are discussing.^ 
What I said, and I want it distinctly 
understood, that I am not concerned 
as to who represents the members In 
organized labor. I am only concerned 
with the safety of the people who 
ride the street cars; I am concerned 
about the proper observance of our 

laws regarding vehicular as well as 

pedestrian traffic. If there is any¬ 
body in the Police Department observes 
a violation of our traffic regulations, 
whether it be by a street car operator, 
a vehicle operator, or a pedestrian, I 
want it stopped, and the offender 
brought to trial. 

There is a lot more to this, but I 
will not take the time of the Council 
to answer all tjie statements made in 
this pamphlet issued by Mr. Robinson. 

I think I have covered the pertinent 
points related therein, and I have 
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answered them so that the record is 
clear.

That 
it is hereby determined and declared 
that the price or charge for the pro¬ 
curement on behalf of another, by 
purchase or otherwise or upon the sale 
or resale, within the City of Pittsburgh, 
of tickets, reservations or passenger ac¬ 
commodations issued by any railroad, 
parlor or sleeping car owner or opera¬ 
tor, steamship company, air line or bus 
line is a matter affected with a pub¬ 
lic interest and subject to the super¬ 
vision of the authorities of said city 
for the purpose of safeguarding the 
public against fraud, extortion, ex¬ 
orbitant rates and similar abuses. 

Section 2. It shall be unlawful for 
any person to require, charge, make or 
receive, within the City of Pittsburgh, 
for the procurement on behalf of an¬ 
other, by purchase or otherwise, of any 
ticket, reservation or passenger ac¬ 
commodation, issued by any railroad, 
parlor or sleeping car owner or opera¬ 
tor, steamship company, air line or 
bus line, a fee or service charge or 


any payment or consideration for ren¬ 
dering such service in excess of $1.00 
for the first transportation ticket, reser¬ 
vation or passenger accommodation or 
first parlor car or sleeping car reserva¬ 
tion or passenger accommodation, or in 
excess of $1.00 for any additional trans¬ 
portation ticket or parlor car or sleep¬ 
ing car reservation or passenger ac¬ 
commodation over the established tariff 
charge or charges therefor. 

Provided that for the procurement 
of any ticket reservation or passenger 
accommodation for a Journey of over 
600 miles, a fee or service charge of 
$2.00 may be charged; and. 

Provided that for the procurement of 
round-trip tickets reservations or pas¬ 
senger accommodations, the charge may 
be double that which is permissible 
for a one-way trip. 

Section 3. It shall be unlawful for 
any person to procure on behalf of an¬ 
other person, within the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh, by purchase or otherwise any 
ticket, reservation or passenger accom¬ 
modation, Issued by any railroad, parlor 
or sleeping car owner or operator, 
steamship company, air line or bus line, 
with the intent, with respect, to such 
other person, to require, charge, make 
or receive a service charge or any pay¬ 
ment or consideration for rendering 
service in excess of the amount or 
amounts hereinabove specified in Sec¬ 
tion 2 over the established tariff 
charge or charges therefor. 

Proof of the making of a service 
charge or of the receipt of any pay¬ 
ment or consideration, in connection 
with the procurement of such ticket, 
reservation or passenger, accommodation, 
for such other person, in excess of the 
amount or amounts hereinabove speci¬ 
fied in Section 2, over such established 
tariff chai-ge or charges, shall be pre¬ 
sumptive evidence of the Intent men¬ 
tioned in the next preceding paragraph. 

Section 4. It shall be unlawful for 
any person to sell, resell or cause to be 
resold, within^ the City of Pittsburgh, 
any ticket, reservation or passenger ac¬ 
commodation, Issued by any railroad, 
parlor or sleeping car owner or oper¬ 
ator, steamship company, air line or 
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bus line, at a price in excess of the 
amount or amounts hereinabove speci¬ 
fied in Section 2 over the established 
tariff charge or charges therefor. 

Section 5. It shall be . unlawful for 
any person to procure, within the City 
of Pittsburgh, by purchase or other¬ 
wise, any ticket, reservation or pas¬ 
senger accommodation, issued by any 
railroad, parlor or sleeping car owner 
or operator, steamship company, air 
line or bus line, with the intent to 
sell or resell the same, or cause the 
same to be sold or resold, at a price in 
excess of the amount or amounts herein¬ 
above specified in Section 2 over the 
established tariff charge or charges 
therefor. 

Proof of the sale or resale of such 
ticket, reservation or passenger accom¬ 
modation or combination thereof at a 
price in excess of the amount or 
amounts hereinabove specified in Sec¬ 
tion 2 over such established tariff 
charge or charges shall be presumptive 
evidence of the intent mentioned in 
the next preceding paragraph. 

Section 6. The term “person" as 
used In this section includes any officer 
or employe of a corporation or a mem¬ 
ber or employe of a partnership who, 
as such officer, member or employe, 
is responsible for the act in respect 
of which the violation occurs. 

The term “established tariff charge’’ 
shall be the charge set forth in the 
tariff as published and filed by the 
railroad, parlor or sleeping car owner 
or operator, steamship company, air line 
or bus line involved. 

Section 7. The person responsible 
for the management of each travel 
agency and hotel operating within the 
City of Pittsburgh shall cause a copy 
of this ordinance to be posted in a 
conspicuous place upon the premises 
of the agency or hotel for the in¬ 
formation of patrons, guests and mem¬ 
bers of the public at large. 

Section 8. Any • person violating any 
of the provisions of this ordinance shall, 
upon conviction thereof before any 
alderman or police magistrate of the 
City of Pittsburgh, be sentenced to 
pay a fine of not less than ten dollars 


($10.00) and not more than one hun¬ 
dred dollars ($100.00), and in default 
of payment of such fine, shall be im¬ 
prisoned in the Allegheny County Jail 
for a period not to exceed thirty (30) 
days. 

Section 9. This ordinance shall not 
apply to tickets, reservations or pas¬ 
senger accommodations: (a) to or from 
places outside of the continental United 
States and Canada, excluding Alaska; 
nor (b) to existing written contracts 
between any travel agency with cor¬ 
porations, firms or government agen¬ 
cies covering tomist or travel services.

SOUTH PITTSBURGH WATER COM¬ 
PANY, a corporation of the Common¬ 
wealth of Pennsylvania, party of the 
second part, hereinafter sometimes re¬ 
ferred to as the “Water Company.”

WHEREAS, The South Pittsburgh 
Water Company can supply all con¬ 
sumers In the proposed North Extension 
by continuing Its present distribution 
lines from Shadycrest Village but the 
City could not supply such consumers 
unless it installed extension lines ap¬ 
proximately 4,350 feet In length from 
the nearest City distribution lines; and, 

WHEREAS, because of the present 
War emergency there is a scarcity of 
pipe and other materials and the United 
States War Production Board therefore 
will not authorize the allocation of such 
materials for the construction of exten¬ 
sion lines if a given locality can be 
supplied with water without the con¬ 
struction of such lines; and, 

WHEREAS, the City desires to cooper¬ 
ate In the saving of critical materials 
but wishes to protect its right to supply 
water in the said North Extension of 
Shadycrest Village when and if the 
City can build the necessary extension 
lines; now, therefore, 

THIS AGREEMENT WITNESSETH: 
That in consideration of the premises 
and in further consideration of the 
covenants and agreements herein con¬ 
tained, it is hereby agreed as follows: 

1. The City will permit the installa¬ 
tion of, and the Water Company will 
Install, such water distribution lines | 


as may be required to supply con¬ 
sumers in Lots Nos, 1 to 141 Inclusive, 
in the proposed North Extension of 
Shadycrest Village, in the Twentieth 
Ward of the City of Pittsburgh, and to 
furnish adequate fire hydrant service 
in the said North Extension. 

2. All lines so installed shall be sub¬ 
ject to the Inspection and approval of 
the Director of the Department of Pub¬ 
lic Works of the City of Pittsburgh 
and shall not be Installed without his 
approval. 

3. Accurate cost records of the in¬ 
stallation of such lines shall be kept 
by the Water Company and an exact 
record thereof shall be furnished to 
the Director of the Department of Pub¬ 
lic Work% of the City of Pittsburgh 
as soon as the installation is completed. 

4. Such lines may at any time after 
installation be purchased by the City 
for an amount to equal the original 
cost, as Indicated on the record filed 
with the Director of the Department 
of Public Works, under paragraph 3, 
above, less annual depreciation calcu 
lated at .8 of 1% of the said original 
cost. 

5. Until such lines arc purchased by 
the City and the City water is available 
for distribution through such lines, 
water shall be furnished by the Water 
Company to all consumers and for fire 
hydrant service, subject to the terms 
of the Agreement now in force between 
the City and the Water Company for 
the supply of water in those localities 
v/lthin the City considered to be with¬ 
in the charter territory of the Water 
Company, which Agreement is dated 
July 16, 1941, and became effective as 
of April 1. 1941. 

6. This Agreement shall become ef¬ 
fective as of__-.

left w'ith a radius of 20 feet and a 
central angle of 80° 30' for an arc dis¬ 
tance of 27.94 feet to a point of tangent;

OKDIN.VXCE — Making appropria¬ 
tions to pay the expenses of con¬ 
ducting the public business of the City 
of Pittsburgh and for meeting the debt 
charges thereof for the fiscal year, be¬ 
ginning January 1, 1945. 

Section 1. Be it ordained and enacted 
by the City of Pittsburgh, in Council 
assembled, and it is hereby ordained and 
enacted by the authority of the same. That 
the revenues of said City derived from 
taxes and other sources for the fiscal 
year beginning January 1, 1945, and 
ending December 31, 1945, are hereby 
appropriated in the sum of $23,917,424.99, 
and there also is hereby appropriated 
the total amount of the cash remaining 
on hand in the General Fund December 
31, 1944, to pay the expenses of con¬ 
ducting the public business of the City 
of Pittsburgh and meeting the debt 
charges thereof during the said period 
beginning January 1, 1945, and ending 
December 31, 1945, as well as all en¬ 
cumbrances incurred prior to January 
1, .1945, lor which services have not 
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actually been rendered, or supplies, ma¬ 
terials or equipment actually delivered 
prior to December 31, 1944, and so re¬ 
ported to the City Controller. Said en¬ 
cumbrances shall be charged to the 
proper appropriation accounts for the 
fiscal year 1945 and cancelled in the 
1944 appropriation accounts against' 
which encumbrances had been originally 
charged, and all unexpended balances 
of appropriations remaining open upon 
the books of tha City Controller at the 
close of the fiscal year 1944, shall be 
and the same are hereby ordered to be 
cancelled, except such amounts as shall 
be required for payment for services 
actually rendered, or supplies, materials 
or equipment actually delivered prior to 
December 31, 1944, and so reported to 
the City Controller, or such amounts 
as shall be directed to be carried over 
to the fiscal year 1945, by resolution or 
ordinance of Council. 

Section 2. No liability shall be in¬ 
curred against any appropriation item 
in excess of the unencumbered balance 
thereof, and said appropriation items 
shall be administered subject to and in 
conformity with the following terms and 
conditions: 

^ (a) Data required for preparation of 

payrolls shall be submitted to the City 
Controller in such form, and at such 
times, as he may prescribe, this data 
to include records of employment, time 
worked, whether compensation is based 
upon hours or days worked, quantity of 
work performed, or upon a monthly or 
annual salary basis, and such other 
records or reports with reference to per¬ 
sonal service as may be required. 

(b) Payrolls shall be prepared by the 
City Controlleij upon the basis of such 
records or reports, and submitted by 
him to the respective directors or heads 
of departments or offices for approval 
and certification in such form as he 
may prescribe. 

(c) No transfer shall be made from 
one) appropriation item to another ex¬ 
cept by resolution or ordinance of Coun¬ 
cil, and such resolution or ordinance 
shall in each case set forth the reasons 
for such request, and be accompanied 
by a certification from the Controller 
stating that there is a sufficient balance 


unencumbered! and avallabld in the ap¬ 
propriation item from which the trans¬ 
fer is to be made. 

Section 3. Noj obligation shall be in¬ 
curred by any department of the City 
government other than for salaries or 
wages, or for necessary expenses of em¬ 
ployees when engaged upon city busi¬ 
ness, except through the issue of an 
order, stating the service to be rendered, 
work performed, or supplies, materlal.s 
or equipment to be furnlahed together 
with the estimated cost of the same. 
The Director of the Department of Sup¬ 
plies is hereby authorized and directed 
to provide upon requisition by the head 
of any department all necessary supplies, 
materials, equipment and machine^ for 
such department; provided, however, that 
no requisition of any department shall 
bo filled by the Director of the Depart¬ 
ment of Supplies in excess of the un¬ 
encumbered balance of the appropria¬ 
tion properly chargeable, and that no 
order shall be issued by the Director of 
the Department of Supplies, or by the 
head of any other department of the 
City government, until it has been ap¬ 
proved by the City Controller. Payments 
on account of direct purchase shall ba 
made from the amounts hereinafter 
appropriated therefor respectively. Pur¬ 
chases made by the Director of the
